Dear Mr. Mayor,— In compliance with the pro- 
visions of section 23 of chapter 3 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925, I respectfully submit the Annual 
Report of the Public Works Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1942. 

The total budgetary expenditures of the department 
for the year were $6,720,489.63 and the total revenue 
from all sources, exclusive of the Sumner Tunnel and 
from the sale of water, amounted to $182,195.09. The 
Sumner Tunnel revenue amounted to $991,155 and 
the sum of $5,417,183.79 was realized from the sale of 
water and from other related services and work that 
is under the jurisdiction of the Water Division. 

The surplus in the Water Division totaled $1,305,- 
742.15, which is a modern all-time high and exceeds 
the 1941 surplus by approximately $666,000. Inci- 
dentally, the daily consumption of water increased from 
an average of 97,767,600 gallons in 1941 to 102,100,500 
in 1942, which was probably due, principally, to in- 
creased industrial activities caused by the current war. 
The Sumner Tunnel deficit amounted to approximately 
$264,000, exclusive of the $100,000 subsidy paid out of 
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the State Highway Fund. This deficit is approximately 
$206,000 in excess of the previous year’s deficit and was 
due, entirely, to the gasoline rationing which went 
into effect about the Ist of May. If the volume of 
vehicular traffic using the tunnel had followed the 
trend of the first four months of the year, the tunnel 
would have shown a surplus for the first time in its 
history. As stated, however, the curtailed use of 
gasoline, which was ordered by the Federal Govern- 
- ment as a wartime measure, had the effect of drastically 
curtailing the use of the tunnel by vehicles. On the 
basis of the volume of traffic that used the tunnel for 
the first four months of the year, I predict that this 
essential facility will be self-supporting within two or 
three years after the war or within one year after 
normal conditions prevail, in so far as vehicular traffic 
is concerned. 

There were 2,259 eligible employees on the rolls of 
the department as of December 31, including 104 em- 
ployees who were granted leaves of absence for the 
reason that they were in the military service. 

The water waste survey conducted in 1941 by the 
Pitometer Company, Inc., of New York in the High 
and Low Service systems in the so-called Sections 7—A 
and 7—B in the City Proper was completed in November 
with beneficial results to the city. The contract sum 
of $14,000 was paid to the contractor, as the value of 
the increased revenue that the department will receive 
as the result of the uncovering of leaks in the water 
system more than offsets the above-referenced contract 
price. I recommend that these surveys be continued 
and eventually extended to every section of the city, 
because the money spent on this work produces in- 
creased revenue to the city which more than offsets 
the costs of the contracts. 


War Time ACTIVITIES. 


The department, under the direction of the Boston 
Committee on Public Safety, instituted and perfected 
an Air Raid Protection organization designed to protect 
and repair any structures that are under the jurisdiction 
of the department and which might be damaged due 
to air raids by enemy forces. These include all streets, 
bridges, sewerage and water structures, the pumping 
station and many other miscellaneous department 
owned or department controlled structures. Every 
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employee was assigned to a particular duty in the 
event of an air raid and the department participated 
in air raid tests held by the Safety Committee during 
the year. I feel confident that we shall, in the event 
of an air raid, be able to repair, within a reasonable 
time, any damaged structures that are under our 
jurisdiction. 

The Boston Salvage Committee was formed in 
February and the undersigned was designated as chair- 
man by the chairman of the State Salvage Committee. 
The Boston Committee was one of the first to be or- 
ganized in this state and it has been functioning most 
effectively throughout the year in inaugurating salvage 
campaigns and supervising and directing the collection 
of all salvageable’ materials needed for military or 
essential civilian use. 

The collection of prepared tin cans was started in 
August and continued every month thereafter during 
the year. In the five-month collection period, 1,700,560 
pounds of tin cans were collected and shipped to The 
Vulean Detinning Company of Sewaren, New Jersey. 
Collections were made during the third full week of 
each month by employees of the Public Works De- 
partment, using department trucks. We require the 
residents to place the prepared cans on the sidewalk 
in front of their premises before 10 a. m. on the sche- 
duled day of collection. Our employees then go from 
street to street until every street in the city is covered, 
and collect tin cans and deposit them in the collection 
truck which then proceeds to the Cummings street 
(South End) freight siding and dumps the load of cans 
direct into a gondola-type of freight car from a ramp 
previously constructed by the department. The house- 
holders are cooperating very effectively in the saving 
of tin cans and the collection of this important material 
is proceeding satisfactorily. 

In October a gigantic drive for scrap metal was 
conducted by the committee and, with the use of de- 
partment employees and trucks, 8,140,000 pounds of 
scrap metal were collected and delivered to the yards 
of the scrap dealers, where it was sorted and shipped 
to the steel mills. 

With the assistance and cooperation of the Boston 
Elevated Railway and the W. P. A. this department 
‘started on a project, in April, to remove all the aban- 
doned street car tracks that were located in many 
streets of the city. The work continued throughout 
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the year and 2,043 tons of steel rails were recovered 
and shipped to steel mills designated by the War Pro- 
duction Board. 

The war has created an acute shortage of tin and 
scrap metal and the collection of these essential materials 
in this city and other municipalities in the country 
has become mandatory and has done much to relieve 
the serious situation created by these shortages. The 
collection work has become an important wartime 
measure that is definitely an aid in the winning of the 
war. 

A drive was also started for the salvaging of waste 
paper and the residents cooperated to such an extent 
in this drive that the waste paper market became 
glutted and the drive was suspended for the time being. 

All revenues that the Salvage Committee derives from 
the sale of all salvageable material collected are donated 
to charity. Outstanding of the many contributions 
made was one in the amount of $10,000 to the Boston 
Community Fund drive. 

Under orders of Federal authorities and in order 
to reduce the sky glow which was silhouetting ships 
and making them easy targets of enemy submarines, 
all electric street lights were provided with inside 
shields which set over the globes and the globes of 
all gas street lights were painted to a point below the 
light filament. These steps greatly reduced the light- 
ing effect on the street surface, but it effectively reduced 
the sky glow and gave members of our armed forces 
and merchant marine the necessary protection from 
submarine attacks. 

All department construction and reconstruction work 
was greatly curtailed, due to restrictions placed on 
materials by the War Production Board. 


TEN-YEAR ReEFusE DisposaAL CONTRACT. 


The contract that the Coleman Disposal Company 
had with the city for the disposal of garbage and refuse 
collected from the following areas terminated on June 30: 


South Boston. Elm Hill (garbage only). 
Charlestown. Back Bay. 

Dorchester (garbage only). South, North and West Ends. 
Roxbury. City Proper. 7 


For some fifteen months prior to the expiration date 
of this contract I made a detailed study in order to 


~ 
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determine the best disposal system to adopt upon the 
expiration of the ten-year contract. 


In the course of my study I visited, on several occa- 
sions, the comparatively new 750-ton incinerator (which 
is the last word in modern incineration) located on 
West 56th street, New York City, as well as incinerators 
located in Cincinnati, Providence and Brookline. 

I also spent one entire day in New York City to 
familiarize myself with the _ so-called ‘‘ Land-Fill’’ 
method of refuse and garbage disposal in which New 
York has pioneered and adopted to a large extent, 
even going so far as to close eleven of its twenty-three 
incinerators in favor of the Land-Fill system of garbage 
and refuse disposal. | 

I have also been materially assisted in making my 
findings regarding this important problem by examining 
and studying reports of an engineering nature prepared 
by the Boston Finance Commission, Division Engineer 
Post of the Sanitary Division of this department, and 
the engineering firm of Metcalf and Eddy, as well as 
two excellent financial reports submitted to me by 
City Auditor Charles Fox and the auditing firm of 
C. F. Rittenhouse & Company. 

In my opinion, no stone was left unturned which 
might have aided me in making a complete study of 
the matter in order that I would be in a position to 
recommend, with confidence in my decision, a system 
of garbage and refuse disposal that would be practical 
for this city to adopt and would be sanitary and not 
unduly costly. While every system in use for the 
disposal of garbage and refuse has been studied and 
considered by me, I am including, for the purpose of 
this report, only those systems that could possibly be 
adaptable for Boston. 

The so-called Land-Fill method of garbage and 
refuse disposal is comparatively new and, due to its great 
economy, has been adopted by many cities throughout 
the country, notably New York City. While the 
many cities that use the Land-Fill method vary some- 
what in operation methods, fundamentally the methods 
are all similar in that garbage and refuse are collected 
simultaneously by a collection truck and hauled to a 
land dump and dumped directly into a trench or crater 
previously made by a so-called ‘‘dragline’”’ crane in 
the process of removing suitable earth material which 
is used to cover the garbage and refuse. This earth 
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material, dumped in six inch layers to a maximum of 
thirty inches in depth, seals the entire exposed area of 
the garbage and refuse hauled to the dump each day, 
with the result that only that garbage and refuse hauled 
during the collection day is visible. By sealing the 
garbage and refuse with suitable earth fill each day, 
the ordinary objections to a land dump are removed; 
that is, flies and rats are eliminated and no objectionable 
odors are present as the decomposition of the putrescible 
matter takes place under a seal of 30 inches of earth 
fill. The big advantage of a Land-Fill is that it is 
very economical and costs only about one third to 
one half as much as incineration. It also has another 
advantage in making large areas of land available 
for development, with particular reference to increased 
recreational facilities. 


I do not favor the Land-Fill method for Boston, 
however, that is in so far as the districts included in 
the present ten-year contract are concerned, because 
there is only one available site, namely, the so-called 
Mile Road dump, that could be utilized for Land-Fills. 
This would mean that all the trucks now hauling waste 
materials to the Fort Hill, Albany Street, and Victory 
Road receiving stations would be required to haul to 
the Mile Road dump. ‘This would create an intolerable 
situation on the residential and semi-residential streets 
leading to the dump due to the increased truck traffic 
which would result from concentrating, on one area, 
the dumping of approximately 600 tons of garbage 
and refuse collected daily. Aside from that point, 
Land-Fill is not the permanent solution to the problem, 
as the Mile Road dump would not last, as a central 
dumping site, for more than four or five years. The 
proximity of the bathing beaches to the Mile Road 
dump also makes it inadvisable to concentrate dumping 
activities at that location. 

The only other practical system for Boston to con- 
sider, in order to solve its garbage and refuse disposal 
problems for a period of at least fifty years, is incinera- 
tion, and I recommend, without qualification, its 
adoption. 

While this report relates only to the districts included 
in the ten-year contract, I might state at this time that 
incineration of all of Boston’s garbage and refuse will 
have to be done within ten years, as all of the available 
land dumps are becoming filled and the farmers cannot 
be depended upon to collect the garbage for their hogs 
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indefinitely, particularly when there is a_ possibility 
that a state law will be passed, in the not too distant 
future, which will prohibit the feeding of garbage to 
hogs. 

Incineration is more costly than the so-called Land- 
Fill method, but it is the only completely satisfactory 
method for disposing of garbage and refuse that Boston 
can adopt. Incineration destroys organic matter (which 
is the cause of rats, flies, and odors in land dumps) and 
all combustible material, leaving only clean ashes and 
incombustible materials, mostly tin cans, to be hauled 
to a land dump. This residue amounts to about ten 
per cent by weight of the original waste material. A 
modern, well-operated incinerator is not objectionable, 
as all odors are eliminated and only on rare occasions, 
such as when starting a new fire in a boiler, can you 
observe smoke coming out of the stack. Of all the 
incinerators that I visited, I never saw as much smoke 
being emitted by the stack as one might observe, on 
many occasions, coming out of the stack of a heating 
or power plant having oil or coal fired boilers. 

While incineration is more costly than Land-Fill, it 
can be done at a lower cost per year than the system 
in effect under the provisions of the ten-year contract 
with the Coleman Disposal Company. Incidentally, 
the previous system was a combined system in that it 
provides for dumping on mainland dumps and at 
Spectacle Island and also includes a so-called garbage 
reduction process operated at Spectacle Island. 

The ten-year contract provided for the payment to 
the contractor of an aggregate sum of $3,780,000, or 
an average of $378,000 per year. 

To the latter figure $40,000 should be added, as it 
cost the city that amount to maintain the three receiv- 
ing stations and to pay for salaries of employees as- 
signed to those locations. It is seen, therefore, that it 
cost the city $418,000 a year to operate the previous 
system. If incineration is adopted, I estimate that 
the cost to the city will be $323,000 or $95,000 less than 
the previous system, although, in so far as sanitation 
is concerned, the previous system does not begin to 
compare with incineration. The estimated cost of 
incineration is based on the construction of two plants, 
one at a cost of $300,000, at or near the site of the Fort 
Hill receiving station, and another, at a cost of 
$1,400,000, at or near the site of the Albany street 
station.

cubic yards of catch-basin cleanings collected each day and also the garbage in the south- 
erly section of Dorchester. 
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The Fort Hill plant is to have a capacity of 175 tons 
per day and is to operate five days a week, twenty-four 
hours a day. The Albany street plant is to have a 
capacity of 700 tons per day and is to operate seven 
days a week, twenty-four hours a day. 

No use is to be made of the available waste heat of 
incineration at the Fort Hill plant, but at the Albany 
street plant we plan to use the waste heat for the pur- 
pose of developing steam and supplementing the power 
plant at the City Hospital in furnishing part of the 
heat, light and power now furnished by the City Hos- 
pital plant to the hospital and some of the Public 
Works Department buildings located on Albany street. 
The excess waste heat resulting from incineration 
should be sufficient to provide for the entire needs of 
the hospital for five months of the year and for its 
partial needs for the remaining seven months. In 
other words, the present personnel of the City Hospital 
plant used in the operation of the boilers could be used 
for some other purpose or transferred to some other 
department for five months of the year because the 
incinerator could furnish all of the steam needed during 
those months. In estimating the saving that would 
result to the hospital if an incinerator were constructed, 
no allowance, however, was made for any saving in 
salaries.’ The estimated annual saving of $95,000 is 
based on a saving for fuel oil only and, in view of this, 
the estimate unquestionably is a conservative one. 

The decision to abandon the previous system of dis- 
posal of garbage and refuse and adopt incineration 
was made by me in December of 1941, subsequent 
to the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. Although, 
at that time, I felt that it would be impossible to obtain 
the materials and skilled workers necessary in the con- 
struction of the proposed plants, I made plans to go 
ahead with the proposed construction, in the hope that, 
despite the war, the construction materials would be 
available. I actually selected a site for the incinerator 
that is to be erected on city-owned land near the City 
Hospital, and awarded a contract for the taking of 
borings at the proposed site. The borings have been 
taken, but that is as far as the matter has gone because 
of events that followed shortly after the Pearl Harbor 
attack. 

Because of conditions caused by the war, I concluded 
in January of 1942 that, in the best interests of the City 
and the Federal Government, we should proceed, 
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in so far as matters affecting the construction of the 
two proposed incinerators were concerned, as follows: 


1. Defer starting actual construction of the incinerators 
until the end of the war because of the following reasons: 

(a) The drain on a material, namely, steel which is vital 
to the country’s success in the war, could not be justified, 
for the simple reason that incineration is not the only system 
available for the disposal of garbage and refuse. Incident- 
ally, it is estimated that 1,520 tons of steel will be needed 
in the construction of the two incinerators. 

(b) The chief fuel, namely, waste paper, used in in- 
cinerators to burn the garbage and all other semi-combustible 
refuse, was being salvaged and reprocessed for military and 
essential civilian uses as a war conservation measure. This 
factor alone discouraged giving further consideration, at 
that time, to the erection of incinerators because, if in- 
cineration is to be done with any degree of economy, waste 
paper must be used as fuel and not the costly and precious 
fuel oil or coal. 

(c) The cost of constructing the incinerators will prob- 
ably be much less after the war than it would have been 
under war conditions. ; 

(d) <A Federal agency, such as the old P. W. A., will prob- 
ably be established at the end of the war to take up the slack 
in unemployment and to assist municipalities to finance 
worthwhile construction projects of this type. With the 
total cost of the incinerators estimated at $1,700,000 it is 
not unreasonable to assume that the saving to the city, 
through Federal aid alone, will approximate $500,000. 


After deciding to postpone the erection of the two 

incinerators, the city now had the choice of two avail- 
able disposal systems, one of which was the then current 
system, or a modification of same, and the second, the 
so-called Land-Fill method of disposal. 
_ The Land-Fill method restricted us to the Mile Road 
dump with the inherent disadvantages outlined in the 
first part of this report, and, in view of this, I was not 
inclined to look upon it favorably unless we had no 
alternative; that is, unless we could not make satis- 
factory arrangements to keep the current system — 
or a modification of it — in effect until at least one year 
after the end of the war, which would provide sufficient 
time for the erection of the proposed incinerators. 

To keep the current system in effect, however, we 
were limited to negotiating with the Coleman Disposal 
Company, because it controlled Spectacle Island, owned 
the plant at that location, and also the scows used in 
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transporting the garbage and refuse from the mainland 
to the island. Unquestionably, we could have acquired 
the entire plant and equipment of the contractor by 
right of eminent domain, but the price would have been 
prohibitive (it carried a book value of approximately 
$400,000), particularly as I did not feel that we would 
have to keep the current system in excess of a two-year 
period. 

The system to adopt, upon the completion of the 
then current contract, depended, therefore, on our 
making satisfactory arrangements with the Coleman 
Disposal Company regarding a continuation of the 
system, or a modified form of same. If our negotiations 
were unsuccessful, we would have to adopt the Land- 
Fill method and utilize the Mile Road dump as a dump- 
mg site. This would mean that we would have to 
acquire the land by right of eminent domain, and invite 
proposals, after publicly advertising for same, from 
contractors to actually conduct the Land-Fill opera- 
tions. We were prepared to do this if we could not 
make satisfactory arrangements with the Coleman 
Company, and engineers of this department have cross- 
sectioned the Mile Road dumping area in order to 
determine the volume of available filling space. 

I felt, strongly, that the interests of the city would be 
best served, however, if the current system were kept in 
effect during the wartime and pending the construction 
of incinerators, because the Coleman Company had 
always done the disposal work satisfactorily, and I 
have never received any serious complaints either 
because of the Mile Road dump or Spectacle Island. 
The current system had been in effect for at least 
thirty years and to change to a system that was to be 
only of a two-year duration did not appear to me to 
be the sensible thing to do unless we had no alternative. 

With these thoughts in mind, therefore, I started 
negotiating with representatives of the Coleman Dis- 
posal Company in January of 1942, regarding the 
executing of a contract similar to the current one and 
which was to take effect upon the expiration, on June 30, 
of the contract. I had many conferences with said 
representatives regarding this matter and a satisfactory 
agreement was reached in June. 

The agreement provided for a one-year contract 
at a contract price of $265,000. The agreed price was 
$113,000 less per year than that paid under the previous 
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contract, and it also was considerably less than my 
estimated cost of incineration. It provides for sub- 
stantially the same work included in the previous 
contract, except that it does not require the Coleman 
Company to dispose of garbage at Spectacle Island by 
incineration or by the so-called reduction process re- 
quired under the provisions of the previous contract. 
It requires the company to handle the same volume of 
material as heretofore and the same districts are in- 
cluded in the new contract that were included in the 
old one. The city, therefore, is receiving exactly the 
same kind of service under the new contract, in so far 
as the actual disposal of garbage and refuse from the 
area included in the contract is concerned, as under 
the existing contract, but is actually paying $113,000 
less per year for the service. This is why, in my opinion, 
the agreement reached by the city with the Coleman 
Disposal Company was the best one possible and, un- 
questionably, is advantageous to the city. 

The work under the new contract is proceeding 
satisfactorily and the method of disposal is, in my 
opinion, more sanitary than the previous one. 

Appended hereto are detailed reports submitted 
to me by the division engineers covering the activities 
of their respective divisions during the year.

Under orders of the Department of Public Utilities, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, schedules of tolls and 
charges for the use of the Sumner Traffic Tunnel, 
between Boston Proper and East Boston, were approved, 
covering the year 1942. 

The city has been operating only one ferry, the 
so-called ‘‘South Ferry,” since early in 1933, with the 
Boston terminus at Eastern avenue and the East Boston 
terminus at Lewis street. 
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Federal Relief Projects. 


No Federal Relief Projects were sponsored by this 
division during 1942. 


The more important works undertaken during the 
past year in the Bridge and Ferry Division were bridge 
construction work on Charlestown Bridge, over the 
Charles river, bridge construction work on various 
bridges, building a footway at Parsons street, Brighton, 
construction work on the draw span of Meridian Street 
Bridge, over Chelsea Creek, construction work on the 
Longfellow Bridge, over Charles river, removing snow 
and ice in snow area No. 3, construction work on Malden 
Bridge, repairing Summer Street Bridge over Reserved 
Channel, construction work on Summer Street Bridge 
over Reserved Channel, construction work on West 
River Street Bridge, repairs to steel ferry bridge, South 
Ferry, north slip, Boston side, repairing hull, ete., of 
ferryboat ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue,” repairing hull, etc., 
of ferryboat ‘‘Ralph J. Palumbo,” erecting chain link 
fence to protect transformers, Sumner Tunnel, resur- 
facing tunnel with granite block and Ultimite block, 
and removing snow and ice in area No. 2. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Charlestown Bridge Draw. 


On September 2, 1941, the Mayor approved a contract 
with Baker & Co. for bridge construction work on 
Charlestown Bridge, over the Charles river. The 
wooden deck was removed on the side roadways and 
replaced with Irving type steel deck. All the steel 
work was cleaned and painted. The center roadway 
was removed and replaced with wood deck. The work 
was completed November 1, 1942, at a cost of $57,208.02. 


Meridian Street Draw. 


On November 8, 1941, the Mayor approved a contract 
with Marinucci Bros. & Co. for construction work on 
the draw span of the Meridian Street Bridge. Work 
was commenced December 15, 1941. The entire wood 
deck of the draw span was removed and replaced. The 
draw foundation was strengthened and braced. The

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machinery was overhauled and the steel structure was 
repaired. Work was completed May 1, 1942, at a 
cost of $37,509.89. 


Various Bridges. 


On September 2, 1941, the Mayor approved a contract. 
with Martin Kelly for repairs to the deck systems of 
various bridges. (See annual report of the Public 
Works Department for 1941.) Repairs were made to 
the following bridges in 1942, under this contract: 
Broadway Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad), 
Dover Street Bridge, over Fort Point Channel; Jones 
Avenue Footbridge, Toll Gate Way Footbridge; West. 
Fourth Street Bridge. Work was commenced September 
11, 1941, and completed February 20, 1942, at a cost of 
$67,270.03. 


Malden Bridge. 


A contract was approved by the Mayor with A. D. 
Daddario, under date of January 26, 1942, for con- 
struction work on the Malden’ Bridge, over the 
Mystic river. The contractor removed the old wooden 
deck on the draw span and replaced it with Irving type 
steel decking; cleaned and painted the bridge; rewired 
lights for 110-volt instead of 550-volt current and 
repaired all steel work. Work was started June 29, 
1942, and is not yet completed. The sum of $29,847 
has been paid on this contract to date. 


Summer Street Bridge, over Reserved Channel. 


A contract was approved by the Mayor with W. H. 
Ellis & Son Company, on May 1, 1942, for repairing the 
Summer Street Bridge, over the Reserved Channel. 
After this bridge was inspected by a diver it was found 
that many piles on both approaches were eaten so 
badley by borers that the structure was becoming 
unsafe. The contractor placed steel cylinders, filled 
with concrete, around the piles and made other necessary 
repairs to put the structure in good condition. Work 
was started November 8, 1941, and completed May 1, 
1942, at a cost of $5,697.64. 


Summer Street Bridge, over Reserved Channel. 


A contract was approved by the Mayor with Marinucci 
Brothers & Co., on January 2, 1942, for construction 
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work on the Summer Street Bridge, over the Reserved 
Channel. Work was started April 29, 1942. About 
80 feet of the Boston approach and 120 feet of the 
South Boston approach and all of the draw foundation 
were rebuilt; the wood deck was removed from the draw 
span and replaced with Irving type steel deck on 
yellow pine stringers. Work will not be completed 
until 1943. <A total of $50,333.50 was paid the con- 
tractor in 1942. 


Boston and Cambridge Bridges Commission. 
Longfellow Bridge. 


A contract was entered into by the Boston and 
Cambridge Bridges Commissioners, with J. A. Singarella 
Company, on November 26, 1941, for construction 
work on the Longfellow Bridge, over the Charles river. 
Work was started December 6, 1941, and completed 
December 23, 1942. All the streel work was inspected 
and where found necessary was replaced or repaired. 
The cast-iron fence was also repaired or replaced where 
necessary. The total cost of the work amounted to 
$59,998.16. One half of this amount was paid by the 
City of Boston and one half by the city of Cambridge. 


HicgHway DIvIsIon. 


Parsons Street Footway. 


A contract was approved by the Mayor with V. J. 
Grande Company, on October 25, 1941, for building a 
footway at Parsons street, Brighton. Work was started 
November 10, 1941, and completed April 18, 1942, at a 
cost of $14,901.21. 


West River Street Bridge, over Mother Brook. 


On October 6, 1942, the Mayor approved a contract 
with John P. Shea Company, Inc., for construction 
work on the West River Street Bridge, over Mother 
Brook. The work was started on October 19, 1942, 
and the contractor removed the old wooden bridge, 
built concrete abutments and placed steel stringers and 
concrete deck. The work will be completed in 1943. 
A total of $2,366.48 was paid the contractor in 1942. 
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Day Labor Force. 


The day labor force patched and replaced deck 
sheathing, headers and sidewalk planking on the various 
bridges; repaired platforms, refastened treads, cleaned 
and painted drawhouses and shelter houses; made 
repairs to drawhouses and controller houses; added to 
and deducted from counterweights; repaired steps; 
removed snow and ice from bridges and sanded same; 
repaired piers; painted fences and gates; did general 
carpenter work and painting and made mechanical 
repairs, etc., repaired wood block paving, refastened 
treads on various bridges; repaired and rebuilt gates at 
various bridges; repaired floats; built and repaired sand 
boxes; rebuilt coal bins at various bridges; repaired 
boats; set glass at various drawhouses; painted lockers 
at drawhouses; made miscellaneous small repairs at 
various bridges, etc. 

The maintenance force cleaned the bridge sidewalks 
and steps in the intown areas of snow and other refuse 
during the entire year. Electrical and machinery 
maintenance was taken care of by the electricians and 
machinists. 

Another duty of the division during the winter months 
was the supervising and inspecting of snow loading and 
removal from snow area No. 2, in common with other 
divisions of the department. This work was done under 
contract. 

In the course of the year part of the activities of the 
office force were taken up in work for other divisions 
and departments of the city. While these efforts, 
spread over the entire period, did not require a con- 
siderable amount of the time, the nature of the work 
was of an advisory and investigating nature.

The work of this service for the year consisted of the 
following: 


Repairs to Steel Ferry Bridge, South Ferry, North Slip, 
Boston Side. 


On May 11, 1942, the Mayor approved a contract 
with J. A. Singeralla for repairs to steel ferry bridge, 
South Ferry, north slip, Boston side. The bridge was 
jacked into place; the contractor renewed outer hanger 
plates and repaired or replaced the steel work. The 
bridge was also cleaned and painted. Work com- 
menced May 13, 1942, and was completed mapa auih 
1942, at a cost of b8, 587.77. 


Ferryboat ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue.”’ 


Upon the expiration of the ship’s papers in December, 
1941, a contract was prepared to cover all necessary 
repairs to again put the boat in service in proper con- 
dition and to meet the requirements of the United 
States Steamboat Inspection Service. 

On April 25, 1942, the Mayor approved an advertised 
contract with the Quincy Dry Dock and Yacht Cor- 
poration, for doing the necessary work. 

The work included hauling the ship out of the water 
on a marine railway, cleaning and painting the hull and 
superstructure inside and out and making designated 
routine repairs, renewals and adjustments to the main 
engines, auxiliaries, piping, valves, etc. There was also 
included in the work the furnishing of a new bronze 
piston rod for the main condenser unit, the furnishing of 
new dampers in the uptakes from the boilers and the 
fitting of one new piston ring in one high pressure and one 
low pressure piston. 

Work under this contract was completed on July 3, 
1942, at a total cost of $17,624.60. 

On December 23, 1942, the air pump and dome of the 
condenser failed utterly. The ship was taken out of 
service at once on orders from the United States Steam- 
boat Inspection Service. 


Ferryboat ‘Ralph J. Palumbo.” 


The ship’s papers of this boat expired on July yA 
1942, but due to the lack of funds for such work as 
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repairs incidental to a general overhaul of the vessel, the 
contract covering the work to be done was held in abey- 
ance until December. 

On December 12, 1942, the Mayor approved a contract 
with the Quincy Dry Dock and Yacht Corporation for 
making only such repairs as would be required by the 
United States Steamboat Inspection Service. Under 
normal circumstances, to insure the life of the ship and 
reduce maintenance costs to a minimum in the following 
year, good practice would have been to make a general 
overhaul of the hull and machinery. However, since it 
was necessary to get the ship in commission in the 
shortest time, only limited repairs were called for in the 
specifications of the contract. 

Work started at once but was not completed during the 
current year. 

Depariment Force. 


During the year machinists, carpenters, painters, 
riggers and electricians, who are included in the personnel 
of the Ferry Service, made all repairs possible to the 
plant to the extent of equipment at their disposal. This 
work consisted mainly of minor repairs to the machinery 
on the boats, repairs to ferry bridge machinery, ferry 
bridge roadways and headhouse repairs in general. 


SUMNER TUNNEL. 


On April 25, 1942, the Mayor approved a contract 
with P. J. Dinn & Co. for erecting a chain link fence to 
protect transformers at the Sumner Tunnel. Work 
started June 24, 1942, and was completed July 23, 1942, 
at a cost of $3,197. 


Resurfacing in Sumner Tunnel with Granite Block, Brick 
Block and Ultimite Block. 


On May 12, 1942, the Mayor approved a contract 
with Edward M. Matz for resurfacing in Sumner Tunnel 
with granite block, brick block and Ultimite block. 
This work was supervised by the Highway Division. 
Work started June 30, 1942, and was completed October 
1, 1942, at a total cost of $15,327.30. 


Summary of Work During 1942. 
Personnel.— During the year 1942 eight employees of 
the Tunnel Service entered the armed services of the 
United States. 
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Tunnel General.— All catch-basins, drop inlets and 
sumps were cleaned; repairs to tunnel roadway were 
made as needed; tunnel walls were washed two or three 
times a month; all repairs and cleaning work were done 
after 12 o’clock and with no interference to traffic. 
The exhaust air duct was also cleaned. 

Power.— The power supply is received from the 
Boston Edison Company at 13,800 volts, and is trans- 
formed to other voltages for use on fans, pumps, heating 
and lighting, elevators, motor generators, and the toll 
registering equipment.

Ventilation Fans, Motors, Dampers.— All fans, motors, 
and dampers were cleaned and repaired and adjustments 
made as required. All motor controllers cleaned and 
adjusted as was necessary. 

Circuit Breakers, Oil and Air Type.— All oil has been 
tested and replaced as needed. All breakers tested and 
adjustments made as required for efficient operation. 

Relays, Transformers.— All oil in transformers tested 
and changed as_ required. All relays have been 
inspected, tested and adjusted and set. 

Toll Registering Equipment.— Monthly insulation 
resistance and pressure tests were made on all treadles. 
Defective treadles were removed and repaired. All 
registers and key boxes are in excellent working condi- 
tion, and are under supervision at all times. 

Carbon Monoxide Equipment.— All chemicals were 
changed in accordance with a definite schedule. All of 
the analyzers have been calibrated and adjusted. - 

Pumping Equipment.— The main harbor pumps and 
the two portal pumps have been cleaned, painted and 
are in good condition. 

Telephone System.— Replaced all defective induction 
coils, cords and instruments. Relays were adjusted 
as needed. 

Traffic Signals.— All relay panels cleaned and over- 
hauled; broken glass in signal units has been replaced 
as required. 

Storage Batterves—Emergency storage batteries were 
inspected and charged at regular intervals. A semi-

annual inspection by the Philco Storage Battery Com- 
pany shows these batteries to be in good condition. 

Motor Generators.— The four motor generators have 
been cleaned, and the commutators have been under-cut 
and stoned. _ 

Fire Protection.— The annual inspection of all fire 
extinguishers. has been made; all used extinguishers 
have been recharged as required. 

Fires.— There were no fires in the tunnel during the 
past year of 1942.

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As of January 1, 1942, the regular employees num- 
bered 467, and on December 31, 1942, our regular 
personnel amounted to 484, including 20 employees in 
the military service. 


The amount of money taken in through the Permit 
Office of the Paving Service was $9,937.17. Of this 
amount $6,883.67 was deposited with the City Col- 
lector, and $3,053.50 was billed to public service cor- 
porations. There are now on file in the Permit Office 
1,580 bonds in the amounts of one, three, four and 
twenty thousand dollars covering the city against claims 
for damages, ete., through the use of permits. 


The regular force of the Paving Service was employed 
as usual in the maintenance of all public streets, resur- 
facing and patching macadam pavements, patching all 
permanent pavements, such as asphalt, granite blocks, 
etc., and taking care of all gravel, brick and artificial 
stone sidewalks. 


Work was continued this year by the Federal Works 
Progress forces in the removal of abandoned car tracks. 
There were 2,034 long tons of abandoned car tracks 
removed and sold by the city amounting to $28,282, 
and shipped to the steel mills. 


This division advertised and awarded twenty-four 
streets to be permanently constructed with sidewalks, 
edgestones and roadway that were accepted by the 
Board of Street Commissioners with an assessment 
to be made on the abutting owners. Under this arrange- 
ment nineteen of the twenty-four streets were con- 
structed. Also this division has constructed twenty- 
seven new artificial stone sidewalks in the place of 
brick and gravel sidewalks. 


The following is some of the more important streets 
and work performed this year: Hillside street, Rox- 
bury, was advertised for reconstruction and work 
was started but not completed. The resurfacing of the 
Summer Street Bridge was completed this year. Har- 
rison avenue, from Beach street to Broadway, was 
resurfaced. Newbury street, from Arlington street to 
Clarendon street, the sidewalks were moved back 4 
feet, thereby reducing the width of the sidewalks and 
increasing the roadway area. This has shown a marked 
improvement in the movement of traffic. 
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LIGHTING SERVICE. 


The Lighting Service Appropriation of the Highway 
Division called for $937,783. <A transfer of $16,400.26 
was received from the Public Welfare Department, 
making a grand total of $954,183.26. Out of this 
$952,659.28 was expended, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $1,523.98. 

Mazda lamps of 1,000 candle power were installed as 
follows: Mulk street (1), Northampton street (5), Par- 
menter street (1), City Proper; Centre street (5), West 
Roxbury. 

Mazda lamps of 600 candle power were installed as 
follows: Albany street (1), City Proper; Norfolk avenue 
(1), Roxbury; Dorchester avenue, Traffic Island (2), 
South Boston. 

Mazda lamps of 80 candle power were installed as 
follows: Parsons street underpass (4), Brighton; Bart- 
lett place (1), City Proper; Barna road (2), Galty 
avenue (1), Mercier avenue (2), Range road (2), Dor- 
chester; Bateman street (2), Glenwood avenue foot- 
bridge (5), Grassmere road (3), Lewis street (3), Mc- 
Donald street (2), Roanoke road (1), Safford street (1), 
Hyde Park; Adams place (1), Shetland street 1, Rox- 
bury; Bourne road (2), Chellman street (1), Craft 
street (1), Howitt road (1), Sunset Hill path (2), Wood- 
bourne road (3), West Roxbury. 

Mazda fire alarm lamps were installed as follows: 
Maverick square (1), Sumner street (1), East Boston; 
Amory street (1), Roxbury; East Ninth street (1), South 
Boston. 

Petitions and requests for new lamps received from 
citizens and officials, also complaints relative to the 
Lighting Service have been investigated and attended to. 

Owing to war conditions there was no prescribed 
underground district for the year of 1942.

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Comparison of 1941 Costs.— The year 1942 showed an 
increase in contract prices over 1941 amounting to 
$171,570. The only district showing a decrease was 
the Back Bay district, in which there was a decrease of 
$240 a month. A new district, called Stuart, was taken 
over from day labor, and the charge for this district 
was $2,380 a month. In 1941 the work in the Dudley 
district was performed by contractor for $2,249 per 
month, but in 1942 the Mission Hill area was added to 
this district, and the cost of the work in the new district 
was $4,700 per month. 


Welfare—— 1942 saw the end of welfare assistance, 
there being only about ten men a day at the end of 
June, and none by the end of September. 


W.-P. A— The W. P. A. project which was in 
progress, making a study of street and alley cleaning, 
closed officially March 5. 

Salvage—— In February the Boston Salvage Com- 
mittee was organized, with Commissioner of Public 
Works George G. Hyland as chairman. Meetings were 
held with representatives of the junkmen, and the 
salvage program was built around them, with emphasis 
on the salvaging of waste paper. Two hundred thou- 
sand circulars of information and instruction to the 
householders were distributed to all residences. There 
were also distributed 200,000 window cards to be placed 
in the windows to call a junkman, and established prices 
for paper, old metal and rags were published.  Bill- 
boards, store-window displays, trolley-car posters, and 
radio talks were extensively used to further the project. 
Effective support was also given by the newspapers. 
In May the price of paper had dropped because of the 
enormous amount collected, and by August paper was 
no longer worth collecting because the market was 
glutted. Throughout all this period we had the en- 
thusiastic support of the entire population. 

Tin Can Salvage Collection.— The collection of tin cans 
for salvage was organized so that city trucks collected 
properly prepared tin cans, placed on the sidewalks in 
front of the houses. Collections were made by public 
Works Department employees during one week in each 
month. Anticipatory experiments had been made with 
a view to getting the greatest density. Government 
circulars were distributed, store-window displays were 
installed, and radio and newspaper publicity was 
obtained. Women canvassers were organized and fur- 
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nished with ward maps, voting lists and pledge cards for 
house to house solicitation. 

Two freight terminals were constructed with ramps, 
chutes and spur track for direct loading into railroad 
ears. Although the Office of Defense Transportation 
had lowered the minimum carload weight on tin cans to 
fifteen gross tons, the size of the cars furnished by the 
railroad were, with few exceptions, too small to get this 
weight into the cars, so that the city had to pay excess 
freight charges in almost every case. 

The October collection of tin cans was omitted 
because of the Scrap Metal Drive. The amounts of tin 
cans collected and the revenue received were as follows:

The receipts were net after freight, but did not include 
cost of ramps, etc., or any charge for collection by city 
vehicles. 

Comparison with other United States cities showed 
that Boston stood first in the amount per capita col- 
lected, and second only to New York in the total tonnage. 

Scrap Metal Drive-— The Scrap Metal Drive was 
conducted by the Boston Salvage Committee, enlisting 
the support of the women canvassers, and prizes were 
awarded to the public and parochial schools collecting 
the largest amount per pupil. 

Bins were placed in two hundred locations throughout 
the city. City trucks removed the scrap collected to 
junk dealers selected by the War Production Board. 

Fourteen hundred and ninety-six (1,496) gross tons 
were sold for $8,513.53, and approximately the same 
amount was stored at Mile Road dump for later sales. 

Civilian Defense.— All employees were photographed, 
and identification cards were issued, giving emergency 
assignments. Waterfront employees were given special 
passes by the United States Coast Guard. 

All oil-heating apparatus were converted to coal.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE WATER DIVISION. 


Boston, January 2, 1943. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 


I respectfully submit the following report of the 
activities of the Water Division, operations and expend- 
itures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1942. 

In order to cooperate with the United States Govern- 
ment in the conservation of critical material, the work 
of laying and relaying water pipes has been severely 
curtailed, so that but very little work of this nature 
was performed during the year. 

The department was able to cope with the increased 
demands for water service by governmental agencies 
and private manufacturing plants engaged in war work 
without extension of additional water mains or the 
relaying of old mains. 

During the year 1,296 linear feet of water mains 
were extended, this work being performed to provide 
water facilities to new housing areas developed in 
connection with the war work. Seven hundred sixteen 
feet of pipe was relaid due to defective water mains. 


ENGINEERING BRANCH. 


This branch of the Water Division was engaged 
principally in supervising the installation of additional 
service pipes to premises occupied by Government 
forces, occasioned by the war. 

During the year eighteen (18) employees were granted 
leave of absence for military duty for the duration. 
Due to the decrease in the personnel, and the difficulty 
of replacing employees during the war, the department 
has engaged the services of contractors to assist the 
departmental forces in the City Proper, Dorchester and 
West Roxbury districts. The total amount paid to 
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contractors assisting the department forces in regular 
maintenance work was as follows: 


West Roxbury District, approximately . $15,880 00 
Dorchester District, approximately . 8,750 00 
City Proper District, approximately . 24,042.00 


A fire, which originated in the woodwork of Warren 
Bridge, destroyed a portion of the water pipe trestle 
carrying a 16-inch water main between the City Proper 
and Charlestown, necessitating the replacing of 271 
feet of this trestle and the relaying of an equal amount 
of 16-inch water main. 


DISTRIBUTION BRANCH. 


The regular work of the Distribution Branch, con- 
sisting of installation of new services and fire pipes, 
repairing of leaks, caring for complaints, shutting off 
and letting on water, freeing of stoppages in service 
pipes, etc., was performed in such a manner and at 
such periods as to cause a minimum delay and incon- 
venience to applicants for water, water takers and the 
general public. 

The machine shop and plumbing shop were forced 
to handle all the drilling and connecting of services in 
addition to the regular work carried on in these shops, 
such as the machining and assembling of gates, valves 
and hydrants, and the department assisted the other 
branches of the Public Works Department in _per- 
forming special jobs. 

In order to check the leakage of water, a Pitometer 
Survey of downtown Boston started in the latter part 
of 1941, was completed in 1942, and the contractor was 
paid for the actual leakage found, not to exceed $14,000. 


BusINEss OFFICE. 


The campaign inaugurated in 19388 to enforce the 
payment of outstanding water bills is still in force. 
Customers in arrears are notified that the flow of water 
will be reduced, but yet enough water is left on the 
premises to provide a minimum for health and sanitary 
requirements. As a result of this campaign the 
Water Division ended the year 1942 with a surplus of 
$1,305,742.15, this surplus being due mainly to the 
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collection of bills past due, and the increased con- 
sumption of water in Government properties and war 
plants.

BRIDGES COMMISSION. 


Boston, January 2, 1943. : 


T'o the Honorable the Mayor. 

Sir,— As Commissioner for the City of Boston, I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridges Commission for the 
year ending December 31, 1942. 

The commission is composed of two members,. one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston and the 
other by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge, under 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. ; 

_ The commission has charge of the maintenance of the 
following-named bridges between Boston and Cam- 
bridge: Cottage Farm, Longfellow and Prison Point. 

As there is no separate appropriation made for the 
City of Boston’s portion of the expenses of this com- 
mission, the same is taken from the appropriation for 
the Bridge and Ferry Division, Bridge Service. The 
amount expended during the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1941, under the regular appropriation, was $4,872.81. 


BRIDGES — CONSTRUCTION OF. 
LONGFELLOW BRIDGE. 


Under a loan for ‘‘ Bridges — Construction of,” a 
contract was awarded to J. A. Singarella Company, 
approved by the Mayor November 26, 1941, for strength- 
ening the transverse floor beams between arch ribs D 
and E, both sides of the bridge, where directed. The 
work also included repairing sidewalk railings, repairing 
arch posts and repairing or renewing cross bracing, etc., 
where directed. The work was commenced December 
5, 1941, and completed December 23, 1942, at a total 
cost of $59,998.15. One half the cost of the work was 
paid by Boston and one half by Cambridge.

Under statutory provisions, $1,259,348.10 was avail- 
able for alterations and repairs for the financial year 
1942. That amount could have been legally appro- 
priated and could have been expended in its entirety 
by this department. 

In reality only $764,371 was appropriated by the 
School Committee, and of that amount only $692,728.63 
was actually spent. In other words, for the year 1942, 
the amount appropriated for alterations and repairs 
was $494,977.10 less than the total amount available 
under statute for that year, and further, the amount 
actually expended from the annual appropriation for 
the entire year was $566,619.47 less than the total 
amount available under statute, due to an unexpended 
balance of $71,642.37. 

It is interesting to note here that for the years 1930 
to 1937, inclusive, the average appropriation for altera- 
tions and repairs was $1,257,601.89, while the average 
appropriation for the last five years, namely, 1938, 
1939, 1940, 1941 and 1942, was $759,668.29. |

The department continued its policy of taking every 
advantage of competitive bidding in the purchase of 
materials, and the letting of contracts and awards was 
always made to the lowest responsible bidder. 

On December 31, 1942, the department closed its 
books without any outstanding indebtedness and with 
an unexpended balance on the repairs and alterations 
account of $71,642.37. Adding to this amount the 
unexpended balance on the land and buildings account 
of $3,949.22 there was at the end of the year a grand 
total of unexpended balances of $75,591.59.

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UsE OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS IN WARTIME. 


This department is responsible for the construction 
and repair of school buildings throughout the city, and 
was created in its present form under chapter 351 of 
the Acts of 1929. It receives its annual appropriation 
from the Boston School Committee. The appropriation 
is made after careful consideration is given to the details 
of a well organized budget. Since 1938 this department 
has been able to operate and do the necessary work 
required at an average annual budget allowance of 
$750,000. This amount is $460,000 less than the 
amounts appropriated annually before the financial 
year 1938. 

It is the duty of this department to expend the money 
so appropriated for the alterations and repairs of school 
buildings, for furniture, fixtures and means of escape in 
case of fire, for fire prevention of existing buildings, and 
for improving existing school yards. It is interesting to 
note that each year 16,000 requisitions for various types 
of repairs pass through this office. These requisitions 
are for jobs varying in cost from $1.00 to $10,000. 

The department expends wisely all the amounts ap- 
propriated, and performs all of the work necessary for 
the health, comfort and safety of the school children 
occupying our school buildings. 

During the past two years the department has been 
called upon by his Honor the Mayor, by the School 
Committee and by various other agencies to assist in 
the solution of many civic and national defense building 
problems. To each request the department responded 
with prompt and hearty cooperation. The more im- 
portant war activity problems that have been handled 
are briefly as follows: 


NATIONAL DEFENSE TRAINING. 


The Department of School Buildings prepared plans 
and specifications and did the actual work of fitting up 
essential shops in connection with National Defense 
Training located in The Teachers College, East Boston 
High, Public Latin, South Boston High and Boston 
Trade Schools. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE REQUIREMENTS. 


This department was assigned the task of assisting 
the Boston Fire Department in the location of twelve 
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air raid warning systems installed on the roofs of school 
buildings in various parts of the city. 

His Honor the Mayor also assigned to the Depart- 
ment of School Buildings the task of constructing report. 
centers in eleven of our high and intermediate schools. 
The work was completed in a short space of time and 
the report centers have been operating for the past. 
year, twenty-four hours per day. ‘These report centers 
provide a vital means of protection not only for the 
school children but also for the entire population of the 
city. May I add that these report centers have been 
declared by State and Federal officials to be models of 
their kind, and their design has been copied by many 
other communities. In connection with these civilian 
defense projects medical depots were installed in six 
school buildings for the Boston Committee on Public 
Safety. These depots are to be used by doctors, nurses 
and stretcher bearers in case of an air raid or other 
emergency. 

To provide other means of safety for pupils in our 
school buildings, the Superintendent of Schools and the 
Superintendent of Construction have worked zealously 
with Mayor Tobin’s Committee on Public Safety, and 
have followed all the regulations and suggestions given 
by the Committee. The United States Office of Civilian 
Defense, after careful study and investigation, decided 
that in the event of an air raid occurring during school 
sessions, pupils would be much safer housed in school 
buildings than to be dismissed. As a result of this 
decision the Regional Director of Civilian Defense 
directed that school officials employ competent engineers 
to make a complete survey of all school buildings and to 
select the safest areas within the school buildings, where 
the pupils might be assembled during possible air raids. 
Cooperating in this vital matter, experts from our de- 
partment visited every school building throughout the 
city and made an extensive investigation of each build- 
ing from a structural standpoint. Any defects found 
in construction were carefully noted, and immediate 
steps were taken to remedy them. 

Actual practice drills which, are held regularly are 
witnessed by the personnel of this department, and in 
each building the best plan has been devised for the 
routeing and filing of pupils from the classrooms to the 
assembly area. These regular drills will be held for the 
duration of the war, or as long as the present emergency 
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lasts. The parents of our school children may feel 
assured that every precaution is being taken to safe- 
guard the children should an emergency occur while the 
schools are in session. 


CONVERSION OF BOILER PLANTS FROM OIL TO COAL 
USAGE. 


Recently the daily press published frequent accounts 
of this school building and that school building, in 
various communities, suspending its sessions for days 
or even weeks because of lack of fuel oil. 

In Boston that regrettable condition did not occur. 
Heeding the warnings given by Government officials, 
this department began the work of converting heating 
plants from oil to coal as early as the spring of 1942. 
It was a tremendous task, and involved changing the 
type of heating units in 11 high schools, 11 intermediate 
schools and 19 elementary schools. 

The fact that our schools were able to keep open 
during the whole of the unusually cold and severe 
winter that has just passed is a matter of great satis- 
faction to us all. It should also be a matter of satis- 
faction to the taxpayers of Boston to realize that the 
cost of this work of conversion, namley, $53,000 
was defrayed without increasing the annual budget for 
the financial year of 1942. This was accomplished 
through rigidly economizing in other directions, and 
by omitting any work that was not urgently necessary 
for the safety and comfort of our Boston school children. 

By converting from oil to coal, the department made 
possible the very substantial reduction of 2,325,000 
gallons of fuel oil in the amount normally consumed 
in the school buildings. This represents a saving of 
enough oil to provide an entire winter’s heat for more 
than 1,500 average size homes. The accomplishment 
of the department in conserving so great a quantity of 
fuel oil has been favorably commented upon by Federal 
officials supervising the transportation and delivery of 
oil in the New England area. 

It should also be noted that as a result of the pre- 
cautions taken by this department, parents were 
assured that their children would be housed in com- 
fortable school buildings. In many instances, no doubt, 
parents were aware of the fact that the schools might 
be more adequately heated than the homes, a condition 
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that certainly contributed to the health of a great 
number of our school children. 

Time does not permit my going into further detail 
concerning the many other activities of our department, 
but I do wish to emphasize that we are at all times 
conscious of our responsibility to provide safe and 
satisfactory accommodations for the 105,000 children 
who comprise the population of Boston’s public school 
system. We are likewise conscious of our duty to 
provide and maintain these accommodations at the 
lowest possible cost to the taxpayers. 

As an evidence of our earnest efforts in that regard, 
may I point out that when the Department of School 
Buildings closed its financial year on December 31, 1942, 
it reported a balance of $75,591.59 after meeting all 
obligations. This substantial sum is available for the 
current year 1943 and _ represents, therefore, a very 
sizable saving to the taxpayers of Boston. 


CHANGES IN PERSONNEL OF THE COMMISSIONERS OF 
ScHOOL BUILDINGS. 


At the close of the year Chairman William L. Baxter 
acceding to the wishes of his Honor the Mayor, severed 
his connection with the Board to accept an assignment 
in another city department. Mr. Baxter served as 
chairman of the Board since December, 1937, having 
been first appointed by the School Committee as its 
representative on the Board. We all regret very much 
Mr. Baxter’s retirement because of his fine executive 
ability and his unselfish devotion to the work of the 
department. We extend to him our deep appreciation 
for his help and kindness to us all. We wish him all 
success in the new position to which Mayor Tobin has 
assigned him. 

To fill the vacancy caused by the retirement of 
Mr. Baxter, the School Committee unanimously elected 
Mr. Robert A. MacLellan as its representative on the 
Board. Mr. MacLellan is a practicing attorney at law. 
He is prominent in buisness and banking circles and is 
at present engaged in the real estate and insurance 
business in Roxbury. He is treasurer of the Columbus 
Avenue Storage Company and Eliot Square Storage ~ 
Company. Is president of the Lincoln Savings Bank 
of Roxbury and is a director of the Roxbury, Highland 
and Forest Hills Co-operative Banks. Mr. MacLellan 
is a former president of the Roxbury Bar Association 
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and holds membership in the Roxbury Board of Trade, 
Roxbury Crossing Business Men’s Association, the 
Massachusetts Warehousemen’s Association, the Boston 
Real Estate Exchange, the Law Society of Massachu- 
setts and the Boston Chamber of Commerce. He is 
also a member of West Roxbury Post, American Legion, 
having served as an officer in the United States Navy 
in World War I. 

Mr. MacLellan possesses outstanding qualifications 
and business experience making him a valuable member 
of the Board. 

Mr. Andrew J. Dazzi was elected chairman of the 
Board, having served as a commissioner since the 
beginning of 1938. 


CONCLUSION. 


In submitting the annual report for the financial year 
1942 I wish to take this opportunity to acknowledge 
the constant cooperation that the Department of School 
Buildings has at all times received from his Honor the 
Mayor; from the members of the School Committee; 
from the Commissioners of School Buildings; from the 
Superintendent of Schools and from the Boston Finance 
Commission. Our department attempts to provide 
what we believe is a very valuable service to the citizens 
of Boston, in one of the most vital of our community 
activities, namely, the providing of proper facilities for 
the education of the 105,000 boys and girls in the Boston 
public schools.

Srr,— The Board of Trustees of the Statistics Depart- 
ment have the honor to submit the following report 
of the work of the department for the year ending 
December 31, 1942. 


PERSONNEL. 


James E. King was reappointed Trustee for the term 
ending April 30, 1946. He was also redesignated 
Chairman of the Board by his Honor the Mayor. 


One of the Trustees, Mr. Cornelius J. Murphy, was 
commissioned lieutenant, senior grade, United States 
Naval Reserve; and another Trustee, Mr. Leo D. 
Sullivan, entered the military service as lieutenant, 
United States Army Air Forces. 


On December 23, 1942, his Honor the Mayor pro- 
moted Joshua H. Jones, Associate Editor, to the post of 
Editor of the City Record; and on December 30, 1942, 
the Mayor appointed P. Nicholas Petrocelli Associate 
Editor of the City Record. 


RECOMMENDATION. 
For the second successive year the Trustees recom- 
mended to the Mayor that the department be author- 
ized to compile for municipal publication a document 
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bringing up to date useful information and statistics 
regarding the City of Boston such as the department 
for many years published annually prior to 1938. Ata 
meeting of the Trustees held in 1942, it was voted that 
the proposed document, if approved by the Mayor, 
should especially describe and record the many services 
performed by the City of Boston for national defense 
and the achievement of victory in the Second World 
War. 


DEPARTMENT ROUTINE. 


The Boston Municipal Register was compiled and 
edited for the forty-fifth consecutive year. 


The Newspaper Clipping Service and other duties 
prescribed by City Ordinances, as described in previous 
reports, have been maintained. 


Publication of the City Record has been continued by 
the Trustees as directed by the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 and by section 2 of chapter 32 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925. For the year 1942 the Secretary 
of the Department, as Business Agent of the City Record, 
has filed the following report which has been approved 
by the Board: Allowance, by the Mayor, $25,716; 
Expenditures, consisting of Printing, Binding, Salaries, 
Distribution, $22,117.80; Income, from Advertisements, 
Subscriptions, Sales, $9,149.52, represented by cash 
paid to City Collector and Bills Receivable.

Derar Srr,— The Board of Street Commissioners 
presents the following report of the Street Laying-Out 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1942. 

Streets having a total length of 1.60 miles were made 
public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for 
the levying of assessments on account of the benefits 
derived from the laying out and construction of high- 
ways, there has been assessed on real estate, especially 
benefited, the sum of $95,321.48. For benefits from 
sewerage works construction, assessments to the amount 
of $18,958.73 have been made. 

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 60, 
section 23, of the General Laws, the Assessment Divi- 
sion of this department is required to submit reports on 
street and sewer betterments. The number of munici- 
pal liens upon which reports were made during the 
year was fifteen hundred and twenty-four. 

The Board voted thirty-seven orders of notice to lay 
- out, relocate and discontinue streets, calling for public 
hearings. 

Under the provisions of the Act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take 
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land for and order the construction of sewerage works, 
twenty-four orders were passed, as follows:

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ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The regular work ordered by the Board of Street 
~ Commissioners was completed. This work covered 
surveys, levels, plans (complete with grades), estimates 
of costs and calculations of assessments to be levied 
upon abutting estates of streets which were to be laid 
out and constructed and surveys and plans of all lands 
taken or to be sold by city departments. 

Other work of the Engineering Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1942, has consisted of making 
such surveys and plans as have been required by the 
several city departments; giving lines and grades for 
abutters intending to build or remodel; giving in- 
formation to the general public; to private engineers 
whose surveying is based on data available only in this 
office; to publishers of directories, maps and atlases; 
and approving plans of proposed lay-outs of conduits, 
or pipes, submitted by the public utilities companies.

Three hundred and ninety-five orders were executed 
for the Public Works Department; these consisted of 
the staking out of new streets for construction, giving 
lines and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old 
streets, testing lines and grades after completion of 
work, measuring amount of work performed, and mak- 
ing plans showing the quantities to be assessed upon 
abutting owners. Among these orders were: 
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Twenty-two plans of streets showing proposed loca- 
tions for future catch-basins furnished Sewer Service. 


Eighty-five catch-basins were staked out at request 
of Sewer Service and duplicate sketches were furnished 
showing the location of spikes, ties, ete. 


Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer 
Service for the purpose of making sewer assessments on 
fifteen streets. 

One hundred and eighty-seven plans, representing 
28,235 linear feet of underground pipes, conduits, etc., 
were examined for the sewer service, and, when necessary, 
mie for proposed catch-basins were marked on 
plans. 

Sixteen notices of contracts to lay artificial stone side- 
walks on sixteen streets were received, lines and grades 
marked... The work when completed was measured and 
reported upon to the Paving Service. In four cases the 
Paving Service was notified that the existing edgestones 
should be reset to line and grade, preparatory to the 
laying of artificial stone, and upon completion of the work 
edgestones were tested and reported upon. 

Twelve requests for edgestones were received, lines 
and grades marked, and measurement of amount of 
edgestones required was reported to the Paving Service. 

Two notices requesting that lines and grades be given 
were received from the Park Department, acted upon, 
and, when necessary, sketches were furnished showing 
lines and grades. 

Sidewalk grades and street lines were furnished to 
twenty-one owners or architects for buildings to be 
built or remodelled. 

Eighteen plans for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owners’ names and the quantities to be assessed, 
on five streets were made. Nine special reports were 
made on sidewalk assessments. 

One hundred and sixty-six estimates of the amount 
of damages caused by grade changes made during con- 
struction of streets were furnished to the Board of 
Street Commissioners. 

Three surveys have been made for the Schoolhouse 
Commission. 

Nineteen plans of streets to be laid out, widened or 
altered, and estimated benefit plans have been made 
for the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Petitions for the registration of land in the Land 
Court are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of 
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Boston is an interested party. These cases are ex- 
amined by the Law Department and this Engineering 
Division for the purpose of protecting the city’s interests. 
During the past year thirty-six such cases have been 
investigated. Twelve hundred and forty titles were 
examined and fifty-four plans copied from the Registry 
of Deeds. 

Forty-three hundred blueprints have been made 
during the year. ‘Three plans of easements to be taken 
for sewerage works have been made during the year. 

Three sewer takings have been staked out. 

There are on file in this division 50,699 plans. 

Under the provisions of chapter 323 of the Acts of 
1891, and acts in amendment thereto, all plans of 
proposed streets on any new developments must be 
submitted to the Board of Street Commissioners for 
approval. During the year two such plans have been 
submitted and approved. 

Eight plans for discontinuance of public streets have 
been made for the Boston Housing Authority; six for 
United States Navy; one for Park Department. 

One plan of accident case has been made for the Law 
Department. 

Seven surveys and plans were made for the Foreclosed 
Real Estate Department. 

Sixty-one consultations regarding accidents, street 
widenings, damage claims, etc., have been held with the 
Law Department. 

Four graphic diagrams were made for Budget, Munici- 
pal Survey and Auditor’s departments. 

All ward maps .and atlases brought up to date for 
Election Department. 

Plan made for land-taking by the Public Buildings 
Department and damages estimated and accepted by 
owners. 

Fifteen men assigned to snow removal work in the 
Beacon Hill district. 

Full engineering services during the year were 
rendered to the Penal Institutions and Institutions 
Departments. 

Plans of Court Districts for presiding Judges of 
Roxbury and Dorchester Municipal Courts.

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DatTEsS OF CHANGES MADE IN THE BoUNDARY LINE 
BETWEEN THE City oF BOSTON AND THE CITIES 
AND Towns BorpDERING THEREON.

Boston incorporated as a town Sept. 7, 1630; as a city 
Feb. 28, 1822; act accepted by the town March 4, 1822. Suf- 
folk County incorporated May 10, 1643. 

Common land called Tri-mountain. Nov. 7, 1632, “ordered 
that the neck of land betwixt Powder Horne Hill and Pullen 
Poynte shall belong to Boston.” Mar. 4, 1633, bounds be- 
tween Boston and Roxbury established. May 14, 1634, 
“Boston shall have convenient enlargement at Mount Woolis- 
ton,” to be reported to the next general court. Sept. 3, 1634, 
“ordered that Wynetsemit shall belong to Boston.’ Sept. 
25, 1634, Mount Wooliston and Rumney Marshe annexed. 
March 4, 1635, Deer, Hog, Long, and Spectacle Islands granted 
to Boston. March 4, 1635,.Thompson’s Island granted to 
Dorchester. July 8, 1635, bounds between Boston and Charles- 
town established. March 28, 1636, bounds between Boston 
and Charlestown and Boston and Dorchester established. 
Oct. 28, 1636, Lovel’s Island granted to Charlestown provided 
they use it for fishing purposes. March 9, 1637, Noddle’s 
Island annexed. May 13, 1640 ‘‘Mount Woolaston’”’ estab- 
lished as Braintree. Oct. 7, 1641, bounds between Boston and 
Roxbury, at Muddy river established. Oct. 7, 1641, bounds 
between Boston and Cambridge established. Oct. 27, 1648, 
Lovel’s Island granted to Charlestown provided ‘‘half the 
timber and firewood shall belong to the garrison at the castle.’’ 
Noy. 18, 1705, part called Muddy river established as Brook- 
line. Jan. 10, 1739, part called Winnissimet, Rumney Marsh, 
and Pullen Point (excepting Noddle’s Island and Hog Island) 
established as Chelsea. 

In the records of the Selectmen of Boston, 20th May, 1788, 
the boundary line between Boston and Roxbury is defined in 
accordance with the provisions of the General Court, passed 
April 30, 1787 (Statutes 1786, Chap. 87). The line was sub- 
sequently modified by the following Acts:— Statutes 1836, 
Chap. 37, established Mar. 16, 1836; 1837, Chap. 202, estab- 
lished April 19, 1837; 1850, Chap. 281, established May 3, 
1850; 1859, Chap. 210, established April 25, 1859; 1860, Chap. 
172, established May 8, 1860. See C. C. 906, Engineering 
Dept. (Surveying Division.) 

Norfolk county set off from Suffolk county, March 26th, 
1793. 

South Boston, under the name of ‘‘ Dorchester point,” was 
annexed to Boston, March 6th, 1804. Chap. 111, Acts of 1803. 
Jan. 27, 1816, part of Cambridge annexed to Brighton. 
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Thompson’s Island set off from Dorchester and annexed to 
Boston, while it shall be used for charitable purposes, Mar. 25, 
1834. 


Portion of Newton north-west from a line drawn from the © 
corner in the boundary line, near Church St., south-westerly 
to Charles river, annexed to Roxbury April 23, 1838. Chap. 
117, Acts of 1838. 

April 21, 1852, part of Dedham annexed to West Roxbury 
upon payment of $400 by West Roxbury, April 30, 1852, the 
act accepted by West Roxbury; July 4, 1853, $400 paid by West 
Roxbury to Dedham, and the act took effect. 


Washington Village, formerly part of Dorchester, was 
annexed to Boston, May 21st, 1855. Chap. 468, Acts of 1855. 
See C. C. 906, Engineering Dept. (Surveying Division.) 

Portion of the Back Bay District between Arlington street 
and Hereford street was annexed to Boston from Roxbury 
by an act of the Legislature passed April 6, 1859. Chap. 210, 
Acts of 1859. Provided, however, that the same be accepted 
by the voters of each city. Accepted April 25th, 1859. See 
C. C. 906, Engineering Dept. (Surveying Division.) 

An act changing the boundary line between Boston and Rox- 
bury, making the centre of Hammond street the boundary line 
instead of the thread of the creek, was passed April 3, 1860, 
Chap. 172, Acts of 1860. Provided, however, that the line be 
accepted by the city councils of Boston and Roxbury. Passed 
May 8th, 1860. See C. C. 906, Engineering Department 
(Surveying Division). 

Roxbury (incorporated as a town, Sept. 28, 1630) was 
annexed to Boston, Jan. 6th, 1868, Chap. 359; Acts of 1867. 

Dorchester (incorporated as a town, Sept. 7, 1630) was 
annexed to Boston, Jan. 3d, 1870. Chap. 349; Acts of 1869. 

The change in the Boundary Line between Boston and West 
Roxbury, between Glenway and Morton streets, was made 
April 2, 1870. Chap. 144; Acts of 1870. 

The change in the Boundary Line between Boston and West 
Roxbury, at Seaver street, was made April 2, 1870. Chap. 
146; Acts of 1870. See C.C. 906, Engineering Dept. (Survey- 
ing Division.) 

Portion set off from Boston to West Roxbury, between 
Morton street and the Hyde Park line, April 2, 1870. Chap. 
146; Acts of 1870. | 

The Brookline marshes annexed to Boston from Brookline, 
under provisions of Chap. 374, Acts of 1870, approved June 18, 
1870; accepted by the City Council of Boston, Nov. 4, 1870.

THe Hicgu Tipr or DECEMBER 26, 1909. 


The morning tide of December 26, 1909, attending 
the severe storm of this date on the New England coast, 
was one of the highest ever recorded in Boston Harbor. 
At Boston Light the predicted time of high tide was 
10.20 a. m. The wind from the late afternoon of the 
25th until nearly noon of the 26th was from the east 
and northeast over Boston Harbor and Massachusetts 
bay, rapidly increasing in force during the evening of 
the 25th to very high velocities soon after midnight, 
which continued undiminished through the morning 
and day of the 26th. At Cape Cod, Highland Light, 
the velocity at 8 a. m. of the 26th was 48 miles north- 
east; noon, 72 miles; 2.15 p. m., 84 miles; at 5 p. m., 
66 miles, all from the eastnortheast, and at midnight 
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it was 60 miles north. At Hull, Mass., the hourly 
movements on the 26th were as follows: Midnight to 
1 a. m., 37 miles; 1 to 2 a. m., 43; 2 to 3 a. m., 46;3 to 
4a.m., 63;4to5a.m., 58;5 to6 a. m., 60;6 to 7 a. m., 
56;\7,t015 a..m., 60; 8 to 9 a. m., 54; 9 to 10 a. m., 65; 
1040 11-3. m., 55; 11 a. m: to noon, 48. During the 
afternoon the velocity ranged between 40 and 50 miles 
per hour. The maximum velocity at Hull was about 
72 miles per hour at 9.35 a.m. At Boston the hourly 
movements from midnight to noon of the 26th ranged 
between 25 and 39 miles, the hourly maximum rates 
between 32 and 45 miles per hour, the latter occurring 
at 5.10 a. m. from the northeast. The increasing and 
high wind occurring with the rising tide, together with 
a high run of tide, caused the water in Boston Harbor 
to reach approximately the record height of the tide of 
April 16, 1851, which at the United States Navy Yard 
was 15 to 15.1 feet, the height of the tide of December 
26, 1909, being, at the same station, 14.98 feet. In 
general, the tide in Boston Harbor and Massachusetts 
bay was approximately 3.5 feet above the predicted 
height. The actual height, as given by the United 
States Engineers and other reliable authorities at the 
following places, was as follows: Newburyport, Mass., 
Harbor, Black Rock Wharf, 12.68 feet; Sandy bay, Rock- 
port Harbor, 13.64; Boston Harbor, Deer Island, 14.56; 
Plymouth Harbor, 14.8; Barnstable bay, 13.25; Prov- 
incetown Harbor, 14.35. The tide at all of these sta- 
tions, with the exception of Plymouth and Barnstable, 
was approximately 5 feet above mean high water. 

The high water caused great damage to waterfront 
and shore property in many places by the flooding of 
cellars and by washouts. The greatest damage occurred 
in portions of Chelsea and Everett, Mass., where the 
breaking of a dike permitted the tide to cover a large 
residential section to a depth of several feet, causing the 
death of two persons and temporarily driving several 
thousand persons from their homes.—J. W. Smith, 
District Forecaster. (Climatological Service of the 
Weather Bureau.

Drar Mr. Mayor,— In accordance with the Revised 
Ordinances, the Boston Traffic Commission herewith 
submits its annual report for the year 1942. 

During the year traffic congestion in Boston was 
materially relieved by the reduction in traffic volume 
which resulted from the drastic curtailment in the use 
of gasoline. By the middle of the year there was an 
approximate 20 per cent reduction in the number of 
vehicles using downtown streets as compared with the 
volume in this area during the same season in 1941. 

The activities of this commission were diverted, to a 
considerable extent, to consultation and cooperation 
with emergency war agencies on matters relating to 
wartime. civilian and military traffic.

The traffic safety problem of 1942 was not more or 
less automatically solved by less driving. Nor did 


slower driving, to prevent excessive wear of 


rubber 


or loss of the vehicle, effect a major reduction in the 


fatality record, 
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In the year 1942, due to motor vehicle accidents, 
eighty-six persons lost their lives. Thirty-one of these 
were killed during the last three months of the year. 
Therefore, 36 per cent of the fatality rate was registered 
in the last three months of the year. 

During the year 1942, in an effort to keep the fatality 
rate as low as possible, special study and analysis was 
given to many of the highest accident frequency inter- 
sections and locations. The hazards rampant in travel 
through the following intersections were broadcast to 
motorists under the auspices of Station WORL: 


City square. 

Sullivan square. 

Shawmut avenue and Vernon street. 

Clarendon street and St. James avenue. 

Berkeley street and Chandler street. 

Shawmut avenue and West Newton street. 
Cambridge street, Charles street and Embankment road. 
Causeway street, Nashua street and Portland street. 
Boardman street, Ford street and Saratoga street. 
Dorchester avenue and Summer street. 

Mattapan square. . 


These intersections carried peak loads of defense 
workers throughout the year. It was reasoned that if 
safety could be built into these intersections at least an 
important step would be taken in the defense of our 
country by saving man hours that might otherwise 
have been lost due to motor vehicle accidents. 

A typical broadcast is given here for a clearer under- 
standing of the program: 


‘Motorists, start right now by driving with extra 
caution. An especially dangerous intersection is at 
Berkeley street, Columbus avenue and Isabella street, 
Boston. Five persons have been killed, sixty-seven 
others injured at this crossing. These accidents were 
caused by excessive speed — they didn’t merely happen. 
So drive slowly — be complete master of your car as 
you approach Berkeley street, Columbus avenue and 
Isabella street. Make this a safe New Year.” 


TRAFFIC SIGNALS. 


This commission is now maintaining automatic traffic 
signals at 163 intersections, comprising 618 posts, 944 
signal faces and 2,880 individual lamps. However, in 
accordance with the gasoline conservation program, 
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the signals at eight of these locations, involving 28 
posts, 44 housings and 132 lamps, were temporarily 
discontinued during the year and are still out of service. 

No new signal installations were made during 1942, 
because of wartime restrictions on materials and 
equipment. ; 

Further progress in the program for substitution of 
plain yellow for green-yellow change periods was 
accomplished by the installation of non-overlap timers 
at eleven intersections in the Unit 1 signal system and 
at three isolated intersections, at the following locations: 


Tremont street, from Broadway to Park street. 

Commonwealth avenue and Washington street, Brighton. 

Grove street and Washington street, West Roxbury. 

Huntington avenue, Louis Prang street and Ruggles street, 
Roxbury. 


As a result of the above installations, non-overlap 
timers are now in operation in all of the isolated signals 
and in thirty-one signals in the Unit 1 system. ‘The 
readjustments in the timing mechanisms to effect the 
non-overlap feature, which are of a highly technical 
and delicate nature, are being made by our signal 
maintenance force. 

Signal post and housing changes were made during 
the year at the following locations: 


Commercial street and Foster street. 
Curtis street and Saratoga street. 
Massachusetts avenue and Southampton street. 


As a result of the decrease in vehicular traffic due 
to gasoline rationing and in support of the gasoline 
conservation program, the total cycle of the Unit 1 
traffic signal system was reduced from 100 seconds to 
80 seconds. This change affected the operation of the 
signals at forty-four locations in the downtown area 
at which the necessary timing adjustments were made 
to conform to the reduction in cycle. 

Supplementing the blackout precautions against air 
raids, the night-flashing feature was eliminated from 
the traffic signals at forty-eight isolated intersections, 
resulting in a complete shutdown of these signals 
daily from 12 midnight to 6 a. m. and the usual auto- 
matic operation from 6 a. m. to 12 midnight. 
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In compliance with dimout regulations, the masking 
of traffic signal lenses was begun late in December 
and twenty intersections were completed at the end 
_of the year.

LOADING ZONES. 


A loading zone, as defined in the traffic regulations, is 
that portion of a roadway adjacent to a curb reserved 
for the exclusive use of vehicles during the loading or 
unloading of passengers or materials, indicated by 
yellow paint applied to the adjacent curb, marking 
the limits of the reserved area, as authorized by the 
Boston Traffic Commission. 


Chapter 319, Acts of 1935, gave the Traffic Com- 
mission authority to charge a fee of fifty cents per foot 
per year for the establishment and maintenance of 
loading zones. 


That the maintenance of these reserved spaces is of 
great assistance to business firms in that it insures 
access to their premises for the delivery and shipment 
of merchandise is evidenced by the fact that practically 
every holder of a certificate for one of the loading zones 
has renewed it during 1942 and many new applications 
have been received. 

Anyone interested in obtaining a loading zone can 
call or write this commission and an investigator will 
call on him and advise what steps should be taken to 
obtain authorization for a loading zone. 

Seven hundred and eighty-eight loading zones were 
established in 1942 and $8,903.40 was received in fees 
and deposited at the City Collector’s office. 
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PARKING. 


Despite the diminished volume of traffic using our 
downtown streets, there was no corresponding reduction 
in the number of cars parked illegally in restricted 
areas nor of cars parked all day in streets where parking 
for limited periods is permitted. However, because 
of the reduced demand on our roadway facilities, this 
illegal parking did not embarrass the free movement of 
traffic as seriously as it had in the past. 


New OnE-WAY STREETS. 


Continued experience with the movement. of traffic 
in one-way streets demonstrates the worth of this 
method of facilitating traffic movement and this com- 
mission, in furtherance of its program of creating one- 
way streets, where conditions lend themselves to the 
successful operation of this type of traffic regulation, 
established five new one-way streets during 1942, a list 
of which follows: 


Arrow street, Charlestown: 
From Lynde street to Rutherford avenue. 
Buttonwood street, Dorchester: 
From Crescent avenue to Columbia road. 
Griggs street, Brighton: 
From Brainerd road to Commonwealth avenue. 
Maverick square, Kast Boston: 
Southeasterly arm, from Maverick street to Sumner street. 
Northwesterly arm, from Sumner street to Maverick 
street. 
Portland street, Boston Proper: 
From Hanover street to Merrimac street. 


DAMAGES TO CiTy PROPERTY. 


During the year, as the result of being struck by motor 
vehicles, equipment maintained by this commission 
suffered damages in the amount of $2,408.01. 

Through bills submitted to the persons identified as 
causing the damages, the city has been reimbursed in 
the amount of $1,026.07 for damages sustained during 
1942. $3830.35 was also collected for damages to city 
property sustained prior to January 1, 1942. 
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PAINTED RoADWAY MARKINGS. 


During the year 607,200 linear feet, or 115 miles, of 
painted roadway markings were installed. This in- 
cludes stop lines, center lines and lane lines, whose 
principal function is in regimenting the alignment of 
motor vehicles and expediting the movement thereof. 
Also included are many miles of crosswalks, the pri- 
mary purpose of which is the safety of pedestrians, 
principally children in the vicinity of schools. 


PoLicE OFFICERS’ SPOTLIGHTS. 


Ninety-one spotlights are being maintained at street 
intersections for illuminating traffic officers during the 
evening hours. 

In addition, there are two spotlight poles still stand- 
ing from which electric service has been discontinued. 

During the year thirty-one spotlight poles, which 
had previously been removed from discontinued loca-. 
tions and were stored at our shop, and eighteen spot- 
light poles, which were still standing at discontinued 
locations, were dismantled and the metal contributed 
to the national ‘‘Scrap” drive. These forty-nine poles 
furnished 52,920 pounds of metal. 


FLASHING BEACONS. 


The forty-four flashing beacons which were being 
maintained at intersections throughout the city were 
removed during the year because it was felt that, if 
it became necessary to extinguish the light during a 
blackout, the beacons would become serious collision 
hazards. 

SIGNS. 


Fifty-five permanent traffic signs of various types, 
principally warning signs, were erected during the 
year. 

In addition, 279 permanent signs were erected to 
enunciate new rules adopted during the year. 

We are maintaining 9,200 permanent signs in public 
streets. 

Two thousand portable-type signs are maintained at 
our shop and have been placed out during the year in 
connection with street closing, detours, parades, sport 
events, and to designate coasting streets and homes 
where serious illness exists. 
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AUTOMOBILE REGISTRATION. 


During 1942 the Massachusetts registration of passen- 
ger vehicles and motorcycles, including re-issues, was 
880,555, and the registration of trucks, including re- 
issues, was 114,920, a total of 995,475. This is a 
decrease of 228,379, or 18.66 per cent, as compared with 
the 1941 registration.

Str,— In compliance with the requirements of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of the Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment for the year 1942. 


INTRODUCTION. 


The duty of the Weights and Measures Department 
of the City of Boston is to safeguard the entire public 
of the city in all matters involving the commercial 
determination of quantity; to see to it that whenever 
merchandise or service is bought or sold by weight or 
measure, a just weight or a just measure is delivered, 
and that fraud, carelessness or ignorance in all ‘“‘quan- 
tity” aspects of all transactions are eliminated. 

Adequate weights and measures supervision becomes 
increasingly more important with the current rise in 
prices of commodities due to the war. The work 
being performed by the members of this department 
has an important relationship to the war effort. 

The testing and sealing of weighing and measuring 
equipment and the preventing of sales of articles of less 
weight or measure than is represented by the seller 
prevents hidden price increases. ‘The members of the

department are encouraging the conservation of the 
hundreds of weighing and measuring devices used in the 
daily transactions of trade in our city. 

The department has been called upon to aid in the 
enforcement of all rationing and price control pro- 
grams. At the start of the permanent gasoline program 
the work performed by the department did a great 
deal to prevent a “‘black market” of this commodity 
in our city. At the present time we are aiding the 
Massachusetts: Division of Necessaries of Life in the 
present fuel shortage. 

It is the desire of this department to cooperate with 
the public to the fullest extent that we may give to the 
people of the City of Boston as high a standard. of 
efficiency and economy as possible. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The Boston Department of Weights and Measures 
was established by ordinance in 1890. The present 
force consists of a Sealer, a chief clerk, sixteen deputy 
sealers and a coal inspector. At the present time, 
two members of the department are serving with the 
armed forces of the United States. 

The nature of the work performed is both mechanical 
and supervisional and requires the transportation of 
working: standards of weights and measures. A fleet 
of nine trucks are in daily use. Daily reports of all 
work performed with all fees collected are submitted 
by the employees. 

The headquarters of the department, consisting of an 
office and work room, in which are kept the primary 
standards issued by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, are located in Rooms 105, 106 and 107 of the 
City Hall Annex, Boston. 


GENERAL DUTIES. 


The general duties of the Sealer and the deputies 
are set forth in the General Laws, chapters 94, 98 
and 101. Briefly, they state the requirements regarding 
the sealing, adjusting or condemning of all weighing 
or measuring devices that are in use for the buying or 
selling of goods, wares or merchandise, for public 
weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are also au- 
thorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the giving 
of false weight or measure, the laws relative to the 
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licensing of hawkers, pedlers, and transient vendors; 
the examination of coal, as to quality, and the weighing 
of coal when offered for sale; the inspection of con= 
tainers, the size, shape and dimensions of which are 
established by law: the investigation of complaints 
and the prosecution of violations found when the 
evidence warrants such action.

Hawkers, PEDLERS AND TRANSIENT VENDORS.

REWEIGHINGS MApbDE oF Foop AND FUEL. 


The work of testing and sealing devices comes first, 
because without accurate equipment for weighing or 
measuring merchandise no one could be expected to 
deliver accurate weight or measure. 

The use of correct weighing and measuring devices 
tested and sealed by this department is not in itself, 
however, any guaranty that correct quantities will be 
delivered. 

The department, in its efforts to protect the interest 
of both the honest merchant and the general purchasing 
public, devoted much time to supervisional activities. 
This work included the reweighing of goods put up and 
offered for sale, and the ordering of goods by our deputies 
with the subsequent weighing for accuracy. A list of 
the reweighings made during the year follows.

COMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 188 complaints were filed with the 
department, each one of which was carefully investi- 
gated and a formal report of the results obtained sub- 
mitted to the individual complainant, when possible. 

Not all complaints received are legitimate. ‘That is, 
investigation shows some complaints are made without 
sufficient cause to justify the complaint. Sometimes 
the Sealer has to protect the dealer against the purchaser. 

In addition to the investigation of complaints made 
to the department, investigations on our own initia- 
tive were made, with the result that thirty-eight viola- 
tions of the law were presented to the courts and fines 
amounting to $305 were imposed.

In accordance with the provisions of section 20, 
chapter 488, of the Acts of the year 1924, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Board of Zoning Adjustment of the 
City of Boston submits herewith, in the form of its 
nineteenth annual report, a statement of its acts and 
doings and receipts and expenditures for the year ending 
December 31, 1942. 

The following changes have taken place in the mem- 
bership of the Board during the past year: 


John A. Breen, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Massachusetts Real Estate 
Exchange, whose appointment expired April 30, 
1940, was reappointed for the five-year term ending 
April 30, 1945. 

Everett F. Gray, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Associated Industries of Mas- 
sachusetts, whose appointment expired April 30, 
1942, was reappointed for the five-year term 
ending April 30, 1947. 
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John H. Gilbody, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Team Owners’ Association, 
whose appointment expired April 30, 1938, was 
reappointed for the five-year term ending April 30, 
1948. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 9, 
chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, the Board 
organized at an executive meeting on May 1, 1942, by 
the election of the following officers: Frederic H. Fay, 
Chairman, Eliot N. Jones, Vice-Chairman; Elisabeth M. 
Herlihy, Secretary; Frank H. Malley, Engineer; 
Thomas E. McCormick, Investigator; and Mary T. 
Downey, Clerk. 

' The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning districts 
remains unchanged. However, due to curtailment in 
private building operations with the outbreak of the 
war, there was not a single request for a public hearing. 
during the year. Executive sessions were held as found 
necessary. The staff of the City Planning Board 
rendered such assistance as was essential in the way of 
preparing material for a re-zoning study. 

The Board’s request for an appropriation to be used 
in the prosecution of a re-zoning study again failed to 
gain approval. 

No amendments have been added to the Zoning Law 
during the past year as the Legislature was not in ses- 
sion. The amendments approved in 1941 are still 
without effect inasmuch as they cannot become effective 
until the Boston Building Code, chapter 479 of the 
Acts of 1938, is accepted by the City Council. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


During the year the Board has expended for verbatim 
records, personal and professional services, advertising, 
blueprints, postage and miscellaneous supplies the sum 
of $1,006.70. Since its establishment in 1924 the Board 
has received total appropriations from the Reserve 
and Contingent Funds to the amount of $28,000. Of 
this there was a balance on hand December 31, 1942, © 
of $776.68. This means a total expenditure over a 
period of eighteen years of $27,223.32. 

For the first three years no filing fee was authorized 
in connection with the filing of petitions. In 1927 a 
$10 filing fee was imposed by legislative act and in 1931 
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this was raised to $25 for each petition. As a result 
there has been deposited with the City Collector from 
1927 to date the sum of $2,000.00; or a net expenditure 
on behalf of the Board of Zoning Adjustment since 
August 11, 1924, of $25,223.32.

Str,— In compliance with the requirements of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of the Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment for the year 1942. 


INTRODUCTION. 


The duty of the Weights and Measures Department 
of the City of Boston is to safeguard the entire public 
of the city in all matters involving the commercial 
determination of quantity; to see to it that whenever 
merchandise or service is bought or sold by weight or 
measure, a just weight or a just measure is delivered, 
and that fraud, carelessness or ignorance in all ‘‘quan- 
tity’’ aspects of all transactions are eliminated. 

Adequate weights and measures supervision becomes 
increasingly more important with the current rise in 
prices of commodities due to the war. The work 
being performed by the members of this department 
has an important relationship to the war effort. 

The testing and sealing of weighing and measuring 
equipment and the preventing of sales of articles of less 
weight or measure than is represented by the seller 
prevents hidden price increases. The members of the 
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department are encouraging the conservation of the 
hundreds of weighing and measuring devices used in the 
daily transactions of trade in our city. 

The department has been called upon to aid in the 
enforcement of all rationing and price control pro- 
grams. At the start of the permanent gasoline program 
the work performed by the department did a great 
deal to prevent a “black market” of this commodity 
in our city. At the present time we are aiding the 
Massachusetts Division of Necessaries of Life in the 
present fuel shortage. 

It is the desire of this department to cooperate with 
the public to the fullest extent that we may give to the 
people of the City of Boston as high a standard of 
efficiency and economy as possible. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The Boston Department of Weights and Measures 
was established by ordinance in 1890. The present 
force consists of a Sealer, a chief clerk, sixteen deputy 
sealers and a coal inspector. At the present time, 
two members of the department are serving with the 
armed forces of the United States. 

The nature of the work performed is both mechanical 
and supervisional and requires the transportation of 
working standards of weights and measures. A fleet 
of nine trucks are in daily use. Daily reports of all 
work performed with all fees collected are submitted 
by the employees. 

The headquarters of the department, consisting of an 
office and work room, in which are kept the primary 
standards issued by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, are located in Rooms 105, 106 and 107 of the 
City Hall Annex, Boston. 


GENERAL DUTIES. 


The general duties of the Sealer and the deputies 
are set forth in the General Laws, chapters 94, 98 
and 101. Briefly, they state the requirements regarding 
the sealing, adjusting or condemning of all weighing 
or measuring devices that are in use for the buying or 
selling of goods, wares or merchandise, for public 
weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are also au- 
thorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the giving 
of false weight or measure, the laws relative to the 
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licensing of hawkers, pedlers, and transient vendors; 
the examination of coal, as to quality, and the weighing 
of coal when offered for sale; the inspection of cons 
tainers, the size, shape and dimensions of which are 
established by law: the investigation of complaints 
and the prosecution of violations found when the 
evidence warrants such action.

REWEIGHINGS MaApDE oF Foop AND FUEL. 


The work of testing and sealing devices comes first, 
because without accurate equipment for weighing or 
measuring merchandise no one could be expected to 
deliver accurate weight or measure. 

The use of correct weighing and measuring devices 
tested and sealed by this department is not in itself, 
however, any guaranty that correct quantities will be 
delivered. 

The department, in its efforts to protect the interest 
of both the honest merchant and the general purchasing 
public, devoted much time to supervisional activities. 
This work included the reweighing of goods put up and 
offered for sale, and the ordering of goods by our deputies 
with the subsequent weighing for accuracy. A list of 
the reweighings made during the year follows.

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CoMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 188 complaints were filed with the 
department, each one of which was carefully investi- 
gated and a formal report of the results obtained sub- 
mitted to the individual complainant, when possible. 

Not all complaints received are legitimate. That is, 
investigation shows some complaints are made without 
sufficient cause to justify the complaint. Sometimes 
the Sealer has to protect the dealer against the purchaser. 

In addition to the investigation of complaints made 
to the department, investigations on our own initia- 
tive were made, with the result that thirty-eight viola- 
tions of the law were presented to the courts and fines 
amounting to $305 were imposed.

To the Mayor of the City of Boston, 
and 


To the General Court of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. 

In accordance with the provisions of section 20, 
chapter 488, of the Acts of the year 1924, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Board of Zoning Adjustment of the 
City of Boston submits herewith, in the form of its 
nineteenth annual report, a statement of its acts and 
doings and receipts and expenditures for the year ending 
December 31, 1942. 

The following changes have taken place in the mem- 
bership of the Board during the past year: 


John A. Breen, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Massachusetts Real Estate 
Exchange, whose appointment expired April 30, 
1940, was reappointed for the five-year term ending 
April 30, 1945. 

Everett F. Gray, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Associated Industries of Mas- 
sachusetts, whose appointment expired April 30, 
1942, was reappointed for the five-year term 
ending April 30, 1947. 
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John H. Gilbody, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Team Owners’ Association, 
whose appointment expired April 30, 1938, was 
reappointed for the five-year term ending April 30, 
1943. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 9, 
chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, the Board 
organized at an executive meeting on May 1, 1942, by 
the election of the following officers: Frederic H. Fay, 
Chairman, Eliot N. Jones, Vice-Chairman; Elisabeth M. 
Herlihy, Secretary; Frank H. Malley, Engineer; 
Thomas E. McCormick, Investigator; and Mary T. 
Downey, Clerk. 

The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning districts 
remains unchanged. However, due to curtailment in 
private building operations with the outbreak of the 
war, there was not a single request for a public hearing 
during the year. Executive sessions were held as found 
necessary... The staff of the City Planning Board 
rendered such assistance as was essential in the way of 
preparing material for a re-zoning study. 

The Board’s request for an appropriation to be used 
in the prosecution of a re-zoning study again failed to 
gain approval. 

No amendments have been added to the Zoning Law 
during the past year as the Legislature was. not in ses- 
sion. The amendments approved in 1941 are still 
without effect inasmuch as they cannot become effective 
until the Boston Building Code, chapter 479 of the 
Acts of 1938, is accepted by the City Council. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


During the year the Board has expended for verbatim 
records, personal and professional services, advertising, 
blueprints, postage and miscellaneous supplies the sum 
of $1,006.70. Since its establishment in 1924 the Board 
has received total appropriations from the Reserve 
and Contingent Funds to the amount of $28,000. Of 
this there was a balance on hand December 31, 1942, 
of $776.68. This means a total expenditure over a 
period of eighteen years of $27,223.32. 

For the first three years no filing fee was authorized 
in connection with the filing of petitions. In 1927 a 
$10 filing fee was imposed by legislative act and in 1931 
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this was raised to $25 for each petition. As a result 
there has been deposited with the City Collector from 
1927 to date the sum of $2,000.00; or a net expenditure 
on behalf of the Board of Zoning Adjustment since 
August 11, 1924, of $25,223.32.

To the Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the General Court of Massachusetts, and to the 
Mayor of Boston. 


In accordance with the terms and provisions of chap- 
ter 453 of the Acts of 19388, the Boston Port Authority 
presents the following report: 

We quote as follows two excerpts from our Annual 
Report for 1941: ‘‘The Port Authority is particularly 
concerned with the commercial aspects of the situation, 
and is endeavoring in every possible way to see to it 
that the commercial requirements of the Port con- 
Stituency are met.’’ (Page 2.) * * * ‘We antici- 
pate that as time goes on, and indeed until the end 
of hostilities, the allocation and routing of ships is 
going to be increasingly concentrated in the hands of 
a few responsible officials.’’ (Page 16.) 

Under these circumstances, which have surrounded 
us in 1942, our problem has been to provide the best 
possible balance as between the all-governing war 
emergency and those aspects of commercial operation 
which can still function during that emergency. In 
normal times we have been regarded as the Port coor- 
dinating agency, a term which, in other days, called

for endeavors to bring about all possible cooperative 
action on the part of steamship lines, railroads, labor, 
terminal operators, and the shipping and travelling 
public, in order to retain and increase the freight and’ 
passenger trade of the Port. In these days we are 
still the coordinating agency of the Port, but our work 
in this respect often goes far afield from what it was 
in the days before the War. ‘This is to say that a prin- 
cipal part of our work is to bring into harmony the 
programs of such agencies as the Army, the Navy, 
the Coast Guard, the British Ministry of Shipping, 
and the War Shipping Administration, in so far as their 
policies regarding the Port of Boston are concerned. 

Obviously, under the demands of the present situa- 
tion, strictly commercial needs are far in the background. 
Boston has done an almost complete right-about face 
from its former status as a principal import and coast- 
wise port to that of an important exporting center. 
Its normal flow of commerce has been disrupted, and 
its regular steamship services have become a thing of 
the past. The chief reason for this situation is the 
necessity of our own country, and indeed of all ship- 
owning countries, for vessels to carry essential commodi- 
ties over specially designated and frequently changed 
routes. In effect, the several Governments have taken 
charge of ship assignment and ship routing. This 
development has diverted off-shore, intercoastal and 
coastwise vessels from regular runs and forced them 
into other trade channels. Then, too, the Governments, 
our own included, have requisitioned more and more 
ships for their own account, this or that vessel going to 
the Army, for example, and this or that to the Navy. 
The year, therefore, has seen the almost entire centrali- 
zation, in government hands, of control of shipping and 
control of cargoes assigned to the ports for the ships 
involved at this and all other ports. Boston does or 
does not get vessels and cargoes, depending upon the 
global requirements of the United Nations, naval, 
military and lend-lease: 

At times during the year the Port has been very 
active, at others, very quiet. We have seen it as our 
task to prepare for all possible contingencies, to let it 
be known that the all-important factor, the speedy 
turn-around of ships, can be well satisfied here. The 
records show that it was and is being so satisfied. 
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_ On the Boston waterfront one sees the realities of the 
present conflict—the merchant ships which run the 
gauntlet to and fro, the Navy and the Coast Guard 
vessels, the constant stream of equipment and supplies 
and the busy repair yards. The fact is continually 
before us that a grave responsibility rests upon those 
to whom is given the task of keeping the Port geared up 
to best serve the war effort. 

The following excerpt from ‘‘The Pantry of Democ- 
racy’? in November, 1942, Reader’s Digest records an 
actual occurrence in the contemporary scene. ‘‘Not 
so long ago the chief of * * * headquarters was 
watching the routine teletype reports of a dull Satur- 
day afternoon and about to go out toalateluncheon. A 
brief message made him blink. It was an order for 
10,000 tons of food to be loaded on two ships in Boston 
harbor by Sunday night, to use space suddenly made 
available when part of their expected cargo did not 
arrive. The vessels must make a rendezvous with a 
monvoyeu. geo morning. ’” 

‘Everybody jumped to the job. The specific items 
of food were located * * ™* in warehouses or roll- 
ing on the rails. Special trains were made up, and the 
food was speeding toward Boston before sundown. 
But stevedores in Boston had gone off duty for the 
weekend. Paul Reveres rode through the night and 
called them back to work. The ships kept their ren- 
dezvous, filled to the gunwales with food.”’ 

That the Port, as this is written, is not being used to 
capacity is true. This fact is likewise true at many 
another United States port. Nevertheless, the strategic 
location of Boston Harbor, its deep channels, its principal 
piers all equipped with railroad tracks, thus providing 
direct handling from car to ship and vice versa, its 
large supporting railroad yards, its reciprocal switching 
arrangements among the three railroads serving it, its 
excellent trucking and warehouse service and facilities, 
and the capabilities of its terminal operators, stevedores, 
and longshoremen, are well recognized and are all 
elements which contribute to a position of which we 
are endeavoring to take every advantage. If circum- 
stances in the ebb and flow of the gigantic conflict so 
dictate, and increased cargo handling through Boston 
is called for even on the shortest notice, and this may 
happen at any instant, the Port is ready. That this is 
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so is occasioned by the collective and individual efforts 
of such port groups as longshoremen, stevedore com- 
panies, railroad, terminal and steamship officials, as 
well as Army and Navy officers assigned here. 

In times past we have based the rehabilitation 
policies we have been pursuing on the firm belief that 
the Port of Boston is not only a principal local but also 
a principal national asset. We know this to be even 
more so in these war days, and so do those Federal 
authorities in and out of the armed services whose 
primary concern and_ responsibility is coordinated 
water, air, rail and truck transportation as vital to the 
war effort. Whenever and to whatever extent, based 
upon strategic and tactical considerations, Boston is 
needed, it will be used, and it is ready for effective use. 

The general policy of the Boston Port Authority in 
1942, in view of the situation with which we have been 
confronted, may be said to have been as follows: 

1. Complete collaboration with Federal shipping 
authorities,— naval, military and civilian,— to move 
ships and cargoes with all possible speed and efficiency. 

2. A ceaseless presentation in all proper United 
Nations quarters of the availability and capability of 
the Port of Boston. 

3. <A watchful regard so that, whenever possible, 
such new facilities as are being or may be built in the 
Port primarily for war purposes, be constructed with 
a view to commercial requirements in times of peace. 

4. An endeavor to stress the fact that whenever 
possible, consideration should be given to the allocation 
of strictly commercial business to the Port. 

In the sections of this report which follow it is not 
possible for us to point out in detail some of the very 
interesting and important things which have transpired 
during the year. In instances where we can do so, we 
shall fully outline developments. In other cases, refer- 
ences only can be made. In still others, nothing can 
be said. It may be stated, however, that while 1942 
port tonnage figures cannot be made public until after 
the War, there has been a substantial movement of 
ships and cargoes. New and excellent facilities have 
been built. Many old and worn-out ones have been 
and are being demolished. There is a significant and 
revived interest in the Port in important transportation 
circles, both abroad and in this country. Boston is 
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unquestionably one of the great war ports of the 
United States and the United Nations. We believe 
it can become one of the great peace-time ports as 
well. 

We have noted a significant statement made by 
Prime Minister Churchill of Great Britain in an address 
on February 27, 1942. It well summarizes our chief 
present task. Mr. Churchill said: 


“We must do now without delay everything 
which is in our power to increase our resources 
and expand our shipping space. That is the su- 
preme contribution which the ports can make, 
by turning our ships around even more quickly 
and by ensuring that not a moment is lost in 
loading or discharging cargoes. Every day that 
is saved in the ports represents a solid addition to 
our merchant fleet.’’ 


RATE Cases, INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION 
(I. C. C.), Unrrep States Maritime Commis— 
sion (U. 8S. M. C.), anp Civin. AERONAUTICS 
Boarp (C. A. B.). 


In the midst of our wartime activities, and in some 
instances as a part of them, the legal and rate work 
of the Board continues. As always, this work is a 
vital part of our program, and comprises an important 
element in the ‘‘commercial aspects,” referred to on 
page one, looking to the future as well as to the present. 

New Haven Reorganization Case. (I. C. C.) (Refer- 
ence, pages 6 and 7, 1941 report.) In this proceeding 
we have continued to retain the advantage heretofore 
gained. 

It has been our position in the proceeding that no 
plan of reorganization of the New Haven should be 
approved which did not provide for a termination 
of the control of the New Haven over the Boston and 
Maine. 

As pointed out in our 1941 report, the Commission 
on February 18, 1941, approved a plan of reorganiza- 
tion for the New Haven, which required the disaffirm- 
ance of the guaranty by the New Haven of the preferred 
stock of the Boston Railroad Holding Company (the 
Company through which the New Haven controls the 
Boston and Maine) and, on March 25, 1941, at our 
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- request the Commission further strengthened the pro- 
visions of its order with respect to disaffrmance of 
this guaranty. 

In our 1941 report it was also pointed out that if a 
plan of reorganization of the New Haven were ulti- 
mately effected in accordance with the Commission’s 
order in this regard, there is a strong likelihood that the 
preferred stockholders of the Boston Railroad Holding 
Company will be able to secure control of the Boston 
and Maine stock held by the Boston Railroad Holding 
Company and thus end New Haven domination, but 
that, because of certain objections to the Commission’s 
plan found by the Court (relating to matters with 
which we are not concerned), the Plan had been referred 
back to the Commission and was under consideration 
by it. 

The Commission, under date of October 6, 1942, 
entered a new order, after further hearings in which 
we participated, and thereby approved a revised plan 
of reorganization of the New Haven, in which revised 
plan the provisions with respect to the guaranty con- 
tained in the orders of February 18, 1941, and March 25, 
1941, were continued. This was achieved despite 
strenuous efforts of the opposition to cause a revision 
in the plan provisions with respect to the guaranty. 

It is expected that before long the Plan will be again 
presented to the Court, and it is hoped that we will 
succeed in maintaining the position gained and held 
to this date. 

Another aspect of the New Haven Case is noteworthy. 
The Commission has again found that the common 
stockholders of the New Haven have no right to par- 
ticipate in the reorganization. If this finding is 
sustained by the Court, Pennsylvania-Pennroad domi- 
nation of the New Haven (through common stock 
ownership) is likely to be eliminated and the voice of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad in New Haven affairs con- 
siderably weakened. While the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company’s stock in the New Haven has been deposited 
with an independent trustee approved by the Commis- 
sion (a requirement imposed as a condition to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company’s control of the 
Wabash Railroad Company (see with respect to such 
control pages 9 and 10 of our 1941 report) ), the Penn- 
road stock has not been so placed in trust. It is well 
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to recall and reiterate that Pennroad also owns nineteen 
per cent of the voting stock of the Boston & Maine. 

We expect to make no decision as to pursuing the 
Pennsylvania-Pennroad Case (see page 7, 1941 report) 
until the New Haven Reorganization Case is finally 
settled. 

State Port Authority of Virgina v. Akron, Canton & 
Youngstown Railway et al. (I. C. C.) (Reference, 
page 7, 1941 report.) This proceeding dealt with cer- 
tain water-rail rates between Norfolk and interior points 
via Baltimore. The Commission’s order, which con- 
tained language involving the rate situation as between 
the Virginia ports, Baltimore and certain railroad and 
steamship companies, had no direct effect upon Boston. 
Petitions by one interested steamship line and others 
to reopen the proceeding were denied by the Commis- 
sion. The outcome of this case, therefore, is that no 
present water-rail rates from and to Boston are in any 
way threatened by it. 

State Corporation Commission of Virginia v. Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad et al. (I. C. C.) (Reference, 
page 8, 1941 report.) We interested ourselves in this 
proceeding in order to encourage the establishment 
of equitable joint rates through the Port of Boston 
from and to interior New England points to and from 
Norfolk and other Virginia port cities. The Commis- 
sion’s decision was to our advantage inasmuch as it 
lowered rates via Boston to and from many important 
New England interior points. Upon petition of the 
railroads involved, it has, however, been reopened for 
further consideration by the Commission. 

Storage Practices of Railroads at North Atlantic Ports. 
(I. C. C.) (Reference, page 8, 1941 report.) There 
has been no further development in this proceeding, 
as a decision following the Commission’s investigation 
at Baltimore has not yet been rendered. Formal 
investigation and hearings by the Commission at 
ports other than Baltimore in this matter have not 
yet been held. We are unable to say at what date the 
Commission will investigate conditions at Boston, but 
it is unlikely to do so until after the War. 

Baltimore Steam Packet Company et al. v. The Alabama 
Great Southern Railroad Company et al. (I. C. C.) 
(Reference, page 9, 1941 report.) This proceeding 
involves the establishment of reasonable joint through 
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rail-ocean-rail rates from interior New England via 
water to the south, thence to certain western points. 
The Examiner who heard this case made an unusual 
proposal in his report to the Commission, in that he 
recommended the establishment of joint through rates 
on the basis of the present all-rail rates. We shall 
except to this proposal, which would deprive routes, 
found necessary, an opportunity to participate in the 
movement of any such traffic. Differentials less than 
the all-rail rates are necessary in order to permit the 
ocean carriers to participate in this movement, an 
important one to New England and to the Port of 
Boston. 

Canned Goods from Florida to the East. (1. C. C.) 
(Reference, page 9, 1941 report.) Rates prescribed 
by the Commission’s decision adequately protected 
water services from Tampa to Boston. These services, 
important before the War, we hope to re-attract when 
it 18 over. 

Application of United Air Lines Transport Corporation 
and Transcontinental & Western Air, Incorporated. 
(C. A. B.) (Reference, page 9, 1941 report.) There 
has been no further development in this important pro- 
ceeding since our 1941 report was published. We 
interested ourselves in it because we believed, and still 
believe, that a community of this size and importance 
is entitled to the service of more than one transcon- 
tinental air carrier. The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
withheld action pursuant to a policy not to issue new 
certificates except where war conditions require them. 
There are indications of liberalization of that policy, 
and it is not unlikely that action will be taken by the 
Board during the coming year. 

Ex Parte 148, Increased Railway Rates, Fares and 
Charges, 1942. (I. C. C.) We stated on brief that no 
position was taken as to whether the railway petitioners 
should be given relief, but urged that if relief were 
eranted them, the order granting such relief should 
expressly provide for the maintenance of existing differ- 
ential relationships affecting the Port of Boston and 
other competitive ports. 

The Commission’s order permitted a general increase 
of six per cent on all commodities except certain basic 
or raw ones, on which a three per cent increase was 
allowed. 
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While the petitioning carriers made it clear that the 
port relationship would remain undisturbed, they applied 
the percentage increase to all rates without regard to 
port relationship, which relationship was thereby, to a 
certain extent, disrupted. We have urged carriers to 
correct this situation. 

Interchange of Freight at Boston Piers and Interchange 
of Freightat Boston Terminals. (1. C. C. and U.S. M. C.) 
At the instance of the War Department, a joint investi- 
gation was instituted by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the Maritime Commission concerning rates 
and practices of terminal operators and railroads at the 
Port of Boston. The investigation related primarily 
to wharfage practices at Commonwealth Pier and the 
Army Base. 

We were particularly interested in these proceedings 
because of our hope that by means of them the two 
exceptions to complete port unity on wharfage arrange- 
ments might be satisfactorily adjusted. These two 
exceptions are the non-absorption by the New Haven 
of wharfage charges on line-haul rail shipments at Com- 
monwealth Pier 5 and the absence of a wharfage charge 
on business of this kind at the Army Base. 

Hearings were held in which we participated, and 
separate decisions have now been issued by each Com- 
mission. 

The Maritime Commission ruled that the practice of 
the operator of the Army Base terminal of making no 
wharfage charge for the occupation of the pier by rail- 
road freight was unreasonable and in violation of sec- 
tion 17 of the Shipping Act, 1916. In its report, dated 
November 12, 1942, it pointed out: 


“Tt is recognized that such a finding will result 
in double wharfage as to railroad shippers using 
Army Base if the railroads refuse to absorb the 
wharfage and at the same time retain out of their 
line-haul revenue an undisclosed factor representing 
wharfage. However, as in the case of Common- 
wealth * * *, the lawfulness of such a practice 
is for the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
consider. Wharf operators have a clear right to 
compensation for use of their facilities.” 


In December the Interstate Commerce Commission 
issued its order, finding that the failure of the railroads 
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to absorb wharfage at Commonwealth Pier No. 5 and 
the Army Base was not violative of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. 

Time has not yet expired to seek a review of this 
decision, and the matter of making adjustment between 
the inconsistent positions of the two Commissions is 
now under consideration. 

Elimination of New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Pier Stations. (I. C. C.) It was felt by pro- 
testants, of whom we were one, that these piers should 
be continued as freight stations of the New Haven Rail- 
road, the same as Piers 1 and 4, South Boston, which 
are owned and operated by the New Haven, especially 
so since Piers 1 and 4 have been shown to be antiquated 
and in a dilapidated condition, and capable of handling 
very little general ocean cargo. 

Elimination of Commonwealth Pier 5 and the Army 
Base would. bring both into the category of “industries 
having side track facilities,’ thus relieving the railroad 
of having to perform any service beyond spotting of- cars. 
These piers would thus be rendered comparatively use- 
less for the handling of commercial waterborne: traffic. 
We are awaiting the Commission’s decision. 

Maximum Rate Provision, Ocean-Rail to Southwest. 
(I. C. C.) We joined with other North Atlantic port 
interests in a petition to grant a reopening and further 
hearing, but the petition has not yet been acted upon 
by the Commission. Rates involved affect ocean-rail 
traffic from eastern points via Gulf ports to interior 
points in the Southwest. 


RaTtTE Marrers, MIscELLANEOUS. 


In addition to the formal rate cases outlined in the 
preceding paragraphs, other rate situations of impor- 
tance to the Port were dealt with. Representative ones 
were as follows: 

Pursuant to a service order issued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in February, the railroads serv- 
ing Boston filed a new transit tariff providing for ground 
storage of export carload freight on available railroad 
property, adjacent or intermediate to the Port, naming 
separate charges for unloading, reloading and storage, 
including also a transit charge. We pointed out to the 
railroads that in this tariff New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and the Hampton Roads ports were favored 
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with substantially lower ground storage charges than 
Boston on certain export freight consisting of twenty- 
nine separate items of manufactured iron and steel. 
The result was that such iron and steel articles were 
eliminated from the transit tariff, followed by the filing 
of a new tariff naming rates and charges for ground 
storage of export iron and steel articles on a parity with 
those in effect at the other North Atlantic ports. 

Prior to June 24 of this year the storage charges after 
the expiration of free time on export freight held in cars 
at Boston were greater than the storage charges for 
such service at other North Atlantic ports. This dis- 
crimination was removed by the establishment on that 
date of uniform storage charges at all North Atlantic 
ports. 

Disruption of the normal flow of commerce due to 
enemy activities since the United States entered the 
War in December, 1941, resulted in the greatly increased 
use of Gulf ports for offshore traffic, and in consequence 
there have been constant rate revisions from and to 
interior markets to cover rail movements to and from 
the Gulf ports. Many of these rate revisions appear 
to affect rate relationships of long standing between the 
North Atlantic and Gulf ports, especially to or from 
interior manufacturing and consuming points. We 
took an active part, in conjunction with representatives 
from New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Norfolk, 
in the establishment of the North Atlantic Ports Traffic 
Conference, July, 1942, brought about principally 
because of the increasingly active competition between 
the North Atlantic and Gulf ports. The Conference has 
already held a number of meetings. 

The New England Freight Association announced a 
proposal to cancel from its terminal tariff an item pro- 
viding for an allowance of 40 cents per ton on ship- 
ments requiring the use of heavy lift lighters in the 
interchange of freight between cars and vessels at 
Boston. We objected, because this allowance was 
originally established several years ago at our request 
in order to meet New York competition on import 
marble. It had brought a substantial volume of such 
traffic to this port. Our objection was withdrawn on 
the promise of representatives of the Boston, railroads 
to restore the item upon return of the former condi- 
tions which brought about its establishment. 

Someone has suggested that the motto of the Port 
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Authority might well be ‘“‘ Always On Guard.” At any 
rate, the several items just listed are typical of one 
phase of the guard duty we regularly perform. 


CONGRESSIONAL, STATE LEGISLATIVE AND OTHER 
HBARINGS. 


In 1942 the General Court of the Commonwealth 
was prorogued, and consequently we were not required 
to make our usual appearances at legislative committee 
hearings. We appeared at various times, however, 
before the District Engineer, United States Army, in 
order to register our opinion on certain projects which 
would have for their aim the physical development of 
the Harbor. 

No appearances before Congressional committees 
were requested or deemed necessary. 

In our 1941 report, pages 12 and 13, we referred 
to a proposal by which the Commonwealth would sell 
a large piece of land lying directly across the Reserved 
Channel from the Army Base for the establishment 
of an oil tank farm. Our report says: ‘‘We opposed 
any such use of this property, as we were certain that 
the time would come when amuch better use for it 
would develop.” 1942 was not many months advanced 
when we were able to initiate an arrangement whereby 
the Commonwealth leased the entire area in question 
to the War Department for the construction there by 
the latter of a huge marine terminal now known as 
Castle Island. So rapidly was this project advanced 
that at the end of the year we find it largely completed. 


INVESTIGATIONS AND REPORTS. 


Atlantic Avenue. (Reference, page 13, 1941 report.) 
For several years we have stressed the importance of’ 
demolishing the Boston Elevated structure, no longer 
used and interfering seriously with waterfront vehicular 
traffic. During the course of the year and when the 
demand for scrap metal by the Government was raised, 
we reiterated our position and suggested to the appro- 
priate authorities that aside from the improvement to 
the waterfront which would result in the demolition of 
the structure, thousands of tons of badly needed metal 
would be made available. This structure has now 
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been removed, and the resulting improvement to the 
waterfront is even more significant than had been 
anticipated. 

Dilapidated and Unsafe Buildings and Wharves. 
(Reference, page 13, 1941 report.) As part of the pro- 
gram of the Boston Waterfront Protective Committee, 
further reference to which will be made later, efforts 
were continued to remove certain of these, which were 
re-examined and re-listed in their order of hazard from 
the points of view of fire, sabotage and menace to navi- 
gation. ‘Ten properties of this character were found to 
present serious hazards, and at the end of the year 
estimates are being made and funds sought to cover the 
cost of their removal. 

During the year some progress was made through the 
voluntary assistance of several property owners, with 
the result that certain buildings have been removed 
or have been renovated. ‘Two wharves were entirely 
demolished by the City of Boston Public Works Depart- 
ment. We have been greatly assisted in this program, 
also, by the cooperative efforts of such agencies as the 
United States Coast Guard and the City of Boston Fire 
and Building Departments. While much remains to be 
done, definite progress can be recorded. 

Hulks. (Reference, page 13, 1941 report.) A further 
examination was made of all hulks within the confines 
of the Port, and from the list of these, thirty-two were 
selected as being badly in need of removal, chiefly from 
the point of view of being menaces to navigation, al- 
though in some cases because of the fact that they 
were lying adjacent to properties where desired expan- 
sion could not take place until they were out of the way. 
The Boston Waterfront Protective Committee, already 
referred to, has this problem in hand, and has already, 
through the United States Coast Guard, caused the 
removal of a number of hulks over and above those still 
calling for attention. 

Dredging, Federal and State. (Reference, pages 13 
and 14, 1941 report.) Federal. There has been con- 
siderable activity for the account of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, but due to wartime regulation we shall not 
report in detail. State. Insofar as the State is con- 
cerned, little dredging has been done, and that involved 
a small expenditure for building a landing and ap- 
proach channel for lighters off the Commonwealth 
Airport, also a small allotment of funds to go with 
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money from the Town of Weymouth on the Federal 
Project for dredging Weymouth Back River. This 
Back River project is well on its way to completion. 

Study of Longshore Labor Conditions and Practices at 
Principal North Atlantic Ports. In our 1941 report, 
page 21, we said ‘‘ We are obliged to report that Boston 
has obtained for itself an unfortunate reputation on 
the score of time taken in turning around vessels and 
labor costs attendant upon loading and discharging 
them.” 

This year the situation seemed to call for a review of 
longshore conditions and practices on principal North 
Atlantic waterfronts as compared with those on our 
own waterfront, in order to ascertain whether the fre- 
quent representations being made to us of difficult con- 
ditions here showed any such to really handicap our 
getting more business or, indeed, our keeping what we 
already had. The study disclosed that there were a 
number of practices here which seemed to call for cor- 
rection, and the conclusion reached was that a change 
in many of them was essential if we were to operate on a 
competitive footing on this score with such ports as 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore. The appoint- 
ment of a Waterfront Labor Committee by Mayor Tobin, 
comprised of Messrs. James L. Truden, representing 
the public, Chairman; John N. Levins, District Man- 
ager of the American Hawaiian Steamship Company, 
representing the operators; and Daniel J. Donovan, 
International Vice-President of the Longshoremen’s 
Association, representing the longshoremen, led to an 
examination by that committee of many of the Boston 
customs and practices of which the shipping public and 
others have been critical. As a result of the delibera- 
tions and actions of this committee, a new longshore 
labor agreement for the Port was entered into, which 
changed to a very marked degree a series of conditions 
and practices long in effect at Boston, and which re- 
moved what has been said to be a serious handicap at 
this Port. This agreement is in effect for the duration 
of the War and for thirty days thereafter, and applies 
to all general cargo vessels whether operating for govern- 
ment or private account. The Mayor’s Committee 
continues in existence, and is on call at any and all times 
as an arbitrating board. Thus far there has been little 
-occasion to require its services for this purpose. 
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Report to the Legislature on (1) Withdrawal of Shipping 
from the Port and (2) Wharfage Charges at the Port. 
This report, called for by a measure passed at the 1941 
Session of the Legislature, was in two parts as indicated. 

As to withdrawal of shipping, we found that because 
the necessities of war laid more and more emphasis 
upon the reallocation of vessels to special routes and 
services, regular Boston services were almost completely 
disrupted, with little prospect of their being resumed 
until after the cessation of hostilities. 

Our conclusion as to Part (1) was that every effort 
should be made to cooperate effectively with those 
Federal shipping agencies responsible for the allocation 
of ships and cargoes, in order to demonstrate the readi- 
ness of Boston to play its part in the emergency con- 
ditions prevailing, and at the same time to continue 
to acquaint United Nations authorities of the availability 
and usefulness of the Port of Boston for their purposes. 
Furthermore, we recommended that a careful eye be 
kept upon new pier facilities either already under 
construction or contemplated, in order that these 
might be so built as to best serve not only current war 
needs but the commercial requirements of the Port 
in later days. 

Regarding Part (2), our conclusion was: ‘‘As to 
Part II of this resolve, free wharfage at the Common- 
wealth Piers, as proposed by House No. 2016, and not 
at all other Boston piers, would constitute an unreason- 
able practice, especially insofar as this would be restricted 
to Massachusetts traffic, and would disrupt the pre- 
vailing uniformity which the Boston Port Authority 
has spent years to bring about. Also, the Common- 
wealth would be deprived of revenue to which it is 
rightfully entitled from shippers located within the 
state, whereas all other shippers would be required to 
pay the full wharfage rate. Furthermore, a situation 
would be created which the Commonwealth could not 
defend on complaint instituted by any of the other 
pier operators. The Boston Port Authority is opposed 
to House No. 2016 and recommends against enactment 
thereof.’’ 

Foreign Trade Zone (Free Port). (Reference, page 14, 
1934 report.) In 1935, after an inclusive study under- 
taken by our direction, Mr. H. Fugl-Meyer, then Manager 
of the Free Port of Copenhagen, Denmark, concluded 
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and reported that under the conditions then prevailing, 
the establishment of a free port in Boston would be 
unwise. His report was thorough and convincing, and : 
was concurred in by the Port Authority. 

Assuming as we do that the conclusions of the Fugl- 
Meyer report were correct on the basis of the situation 
then obtaining, we now feel it necessary, nevertheless, 
to consider the picture in terms of what is likely to 
transpire after the War. 

We see no reason why a Foreign Trade Zone should 
be established at Boston during wartime. Only goods 
essential to victory are being imported, and these are 
all for domestic use in manufacture or food consumption. 
Goods for export are for the use of our armed forces 
and the military and civilian needs of the United Nations. 
Neither of these movements requires the establishment 
of a Foreign Trade Zone at Boston. 

What flow and what type of cargo movement there 
will be after the war cannot be definitely ascertained 
now. It is fair to assume that more ships will be in 
service than ever before, the greatest exchange of 
goods in history take place and the largest increase 
in trade routes ever known probably transpire. Any 
one of these factors may be a sufficient cause for the 
establishment of a Foreign Trade Zone here, in order 
for this Port to attract its rightful share of the predicted 
growth of commerce after the War. 

Mr. Fugl-Meyer was correct when he wrote in 1935: 
“No part of the present port is technically fit for 
conversion into a Foreign Trade Zone, but a suitable 
place for the future development can be pointed out.” 
If Mr. Fugl-Meyer were in Boston now, he might 
change that statement to read: ‘‘The development of 
Castle Island as a marine terminal will lend itself 
adequately to a Foreign Trade Zone after the War.’’ 
When that time comes, the Castle Island property is 
likely to be turned over to the Commonwealth or to a 
private company for operation, and if made a Foreign 
Trade Zone, might attract certain industries which 
would erect buildings from which sampling, storing, 
exchange of cargoes and other functions of a Foreign 
Trade Zone might be carried on. 

We propose to watch all trends, and, as the solution 
of the problem unfolds, make recommendations at the 
proper time which will reflect whether or not a Foreign 
Trade Zone at Boston would enhance the flow of traffic 
through this Port. 
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Stevedore Insurance Rates. (Reference, page 14, 1941 
report.) When we first investigated the possibility of 
a reduction in these rates in 1933, and began our work 
to bring it about, we found the Boston rates were the 
highest of any principal port on the Atlantic seaboard. 
Today our rates have been so lowered (a further reduc- 
tion became -applicable the last day of the year) that 
they are less than half of the 1933 figure, and taking 
into account any other port with insurance benefits 
payable on the Boston scale, we have the lowest rate 
of all Atlantic ports. 


TRAFFIC SOLICITATION. 


Responsible Government officials of ours and other 
countries of the United Nations determine to which 
port cargoes and ships shall be allocated. These officials, 
in addition to their regard for safe waters for voyages 
of ships and consequent favorable location of a port, 
nominate a port on the basis of quick turn-around at 
the minimum of cost. 

The Port of Boston is efficient. During the year, 
when any slackness cropped up, or where conditions 
were not on a competitive basis with those at other 
ports, corrective measures were applied. Throughout 
the year we have been continuously in contact with 
proper United States and other officials in order to 
insure that in their consideration of ports Boston 
might be given all possible business. At certain periods 
in 1942 there was substantial activity along our water- 
front. It is impossible because of military secrecy to 
outline in detail the nature or quantity of this business. 

The movement of overseas traffic, whether in war or 
peacetime, is never constant. The variation is far 
greater in wartime. Thus the flow of traffic through 
this Port during 1942 sometimes reached substantial 
proportions, while at others it fell to a low point. We 
believe that the length of time between periods of 
great activity can be minimized. We continue to 
press, therefore, for the more constant flow of large 
amounts of traffic which can be attained by Boston’s 
receiving its proper share of the grand total of cargo 
moving. 

As was the case last year, our traffic solicitation efforts 
have of necessity continued to be mostly directed 
to governmental agencies rather than to private trans- 
portation agencies or individuais. 
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GENERAL. 


Wharfage .¢ here is complete uniformity of wharfage 
Charges. and dockage charges at the Port with but two 
exceptions, namely, the non-absorption by 
the New Haven of wharfage charges on line- 
haul rail shipments at Commonwealth Pier 
No. 5, and the absence of a wharfage charge 
on such shipments at the Army Base. While 
these piers have been taken over by the Navy 
and Army, respectively, commercial business 
is permitted to be handled when they are not 
used to a maximum of capacity for military 
purposes. As is recorded in an earlier section 
of this report, the Interstate Commerce and 
Maritime Commissions have issued conflict- 
ing decisions bearing on these exceptions. We 
shall give further attention to this matter. 
Steamship There has been a complete transition in 
4 the shipping business during 1942. Com- 
mercial shipping as such has ceased to exist. 
Cargoes move under licenses, priorities and 
orders of the Government. Ships are there- 
fore engaged by direction of various govern- 
mental agencies, such as the War Shipping 
Administration, the Army and the Navy. In 
a word, the movement of freight is predicated 
upon the needs of our wartime effort, and all 
regular and normal services have been elimi- 
nated. The following quotations from the 
Boston press will illustrate the situation: 
‘“The Maritime Commission has directed ten 
steamship companies to make available for 
Government use 39 remaining ships in the 
intercoastal trade.’’ (Boston Post, January 
22, 1942.) ‘‘Boston’s last remaining steam- 
ship service to the Gulf, operated by the 
Pan-Atlantic Line, will be severed this week 
when four freighters operated on the route 
are taken over by the Government. Sus- 
pension of this service leaves the Port of Bos- 
ton with but one remaining coastwise company, 
the Savannah Line.’ (Boston Globe, Febru- 
ary 19, 1942.) The Savannah Line service 
terminated shortly after this latter statement 
appeared.

It is interesting to note that in the fifteen 
years prior to the War, and particularly in 
1940, the domestic tonnage which passed 
through this Port attained the highest figures 
ever experienced by it. 
war emergency all coastwise and intercoastal 
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general cargo vessels were withdrawn from 
every port, including Boston, during 1941 — 
and 1942. The gaps that have been left 
must be filled largely with tonnages and 
ships engaged in the war effort. It is a diffi- 
cult task to offset the cargo losses created, 
yet progress is being made, and will continue 
to be made. 

A general comparison between the _ pre- 
war and war periods shows that the nature of 
cargoes and the type of ships have largely 
changed here. Much cargo was brought to 
the Port before the War by vessels of the liner 
type, on regular schedules. Today almost 
all ships are tramp ships, which bring or lift 
entire cargoes rather than ‘“‘liner packages.”’ 

At this important facility considerable drain- 
age and extension work has been done by 
the Commonwealth, and plans have been 
made to greatly enlarge it. The most in-- 
teresting piece of work, using fill from Gover- 
nor’s Island itself, was the building of a dike 
from that Island northeasterly to the south- 
westerly edge of the Airport, and after the 
construction of the dike, the trucking across 
it for additional Airport fill of thousands 
of yards of material from the Island. This 
trucking and filling is still going on. It is 
expected that a substantial part of the Island 
eventually will disappear in the filling opera- 
tions, and to the material obtained from 
the Island for Airport extension will be added 
dredged material from various sections of 
the harbor. This will permit the construction 
of longer runways, while the presence of 
the dike will prevent wash into the main 
ship channel from subsequent dredging opera- 
tions back of the Island. 

It is evident that as the Airport is developed, 
it must be extended toward the north and 
east rather than toward the west and south, 
because of the fact that extension in the 
latter directions would conflict with vessels 
using the nearby channel and anchorage 
basin. The question of whether or not the 
proposed seaplane channel, eastward and 
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northeastward of the existing Airport, should (ser... 
be re-located and re-designed in order that wealth) 
it may not interfere with the expansion (continued). 
of the Airport planned primarily for land 


planes, is being discussed. 


There seems to be general recognition of 
the fact that in the Commonwealth Airport 
the State and City have a most unusual 
facility as to readiness of access and availa- 
bility for both land planes and flying boats. 
There is every prospect that the Airport 
will be rehabilitated and expanded until 
it can be placed in the category of a first-class 
facility from the points of view of adequate 
area and serviceability. 


The Port Authority does not lose sight 
of the fact that this Airport is a potential 
asset to the freight and passenger business 
of the Port itself, and proposes to coordinate 
its traffic possibilities with the freight and 
passenger business available to the Port in 
ocean-going vessels. Naturally the war situa- 
tion must keep much of the future commercial 
program of the Airport in abeyance; neverthe- 
less, it is planned to study the possibilities 
and be ready to make moves of one kind 
or another when the appropriate time arrives. 

As mentioned in our 1941 report, pages 20-—Piers. 
21, the Legislature appropriated *$4,700,000 
to acquire Piers 46-50, Boston and Maine 
Mystic Terminals, Charlestown, and to re- 
construct Pier 46 ‘‘as soon as labor and 
materials are available.” It is with no satis- 
faction that we are obliged to report that 
inasmuch as the State Department of Public 
Works and the Boston and Maine Railroad 
have been unable to get priorities on necessary 
materials, no work has been done. At this 
writing it is impossible to say when the 

material can be obtained, which means that 
the present Mystic Piers will apparently 
remain as they are now for some time to come. 





_*Chapter 714, Acts of 1941, provided for bond issue, con- 
tingent, however, upon availability of labor and materials 
“for the performance of the work provided for by this Act’. 
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Had the general cargo business of the Port 
held up to expectations, the failure to bring 
about earlier reconstruction of Pier 46 would 
have been serious. As matters have eventu- 
ated, however, war requirements so far have 
not been such as to use the Port to anywhere 
near its capacity, taking into consideration the 
fact that the Army itself has constructed 
a new facility known as Castle Island, directly 
across the Reserved Channel from the Army 
Base. However, deterioration of such pro- 
perties as those of the Boston and Maine in 
the Mystic and Hoosac Docks section, Charles- 
town, and of the New Haven in the South 
Boston Northern Avenue section continues 
to be so serious that in the not very distant 
future these piers will be of even less use 
to the Port than they are now, and will have 
to be either modernized or torn down. When 
it is realized that the Government expects 
the Port to hold itself in readiness for full 
use at any time, it can be understood with 
what chagrin we look upon the fact that the 
reconstruction of Mystic Pier 46, which would 
provide modern berths for four large steamers 
for loading and discharging on two levels, has 
been so long postponed and now has such 
indefinite prospect of being accomplished. 

It is true that many of the Port facilities 
are vacant. It is equally true that any and 
all idle ones may be called upon at a moment’s 
notice. 

In our 1941 report, page 20, reference was 
made to our recommendation that Fiske 
Wharf on Atlantic Avenue be acquired by the 
Commonwealth and reconstructed. This pro- 
posal was not adopted by the Legislature. 
However, during the year the Coast Guard 
acquired this and adjacent properties for use 
as a base, and our understanding is that after 
it has served its wartime purpose, it will 
become a permanent fixture of the Coast 
Guard installation at this Port. 

If space permitted, an interesting page 
could be written on the history of this 
property, with particular reference to the 
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fact that largely at our instance, it has been Piers, 
kept available for maritime use. The fact“ "™"°”” 
that it has been so kept has proved the wis- 

dom of the Port Authority contention over a 

period of years that waterfront property of 

this kind and in such a central location, even 

if temporarily abandoned for marine purposes, 

should always be held for such use and not 

turned over to other purposes. 

There was a reference on page 22 of our Waterfront 
1941 report to the desirability of establishing 
a waterfront zone, and a brief statement as to 
the failure of a bill embodying this purpose 
to secure passage at the 1938 session of the 
Legislature. It was indicated that the matter 
might be revived at a future date. 

The report of the Special Commission 
relative to the Boston Port Authority and 
the Production and Development of the Com- 
merce of the Port of Boston, filed in December, 
1937, contains certain references to the prob- 
lem, as well as on pages 51-54, inclusive, a 
draft of a suggested bill. This proposed 
legislation later appeared with certain changes 
and additions as Senate No. 444 in the 19388 
session. 

On page 30 of the Commission’s report 
appears this statement: ‘‘We believe the time 
has come when this area (Atlantic avenue — 
insert ours) should be zoned against encroach- 
ment by non-maritime business. Authority 
should be granted to some public agency, 
possibly the planning board of the City of 
Boston, to zone this waterfront area and other 
waterfront areas of the city against encroach- 
ment of such business interests as have no 
relationship to the maritime business of the 
Port.” 

On pages 45-48, inclusive, of the Commis- 
Sion’s report appear a number of items which 
the Commission ‘‘recommend and _ propose 
in order that there may result a proper 
development and improvement in the com- 
merce of the Port of Boston.’?’ Among these 
items topic (n) on page 47 reads: ‘‘The zoning 
of the waterfront to prevent encroachment of 
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non-maritime business at Atlantic Avenue 
and on other waterfront locations in the 
ork: 

In our opinion, there is need for the passage 
of legislation to create a waterfront zone for 
Boston, and we may say that if a bill satis- 
factory to the Zoning and Planning Boards 
of the City of Boston is introduced at the 
1943 session of the Legislature, it will have 
our support. 

Boston is the only principal port in the 
United States and Canada where the authori- 
ties do not control the use to which private 
property on the water side of marginal harbor 
streets can be put. 

We are pleased indeed that in this report 
we are able to write more optimistically 
about the Boston waterfront labor situation 
than was the case in our last report. At that 
time we said (page 21) in reference to an 
agreement which we hoped might be nego- 
tiated, ‘‘It is very much to be hoped that the 
situation will be clarified to the extent of an 
agreement which will contain, among other 
things, arrangements as to so-called ‘working 
conditions and practices,’ which will bring 
Boston into a more favorable competitive 
position with other North Atlantic ports.” 
Under the stress of war conditions, among 
other reasons, a special agreement was nego- 
tiated for the duration of the War and thirty 
days thereafter. This brought about correc- 
tive measures to such an extent that many of 
those critical of the Boston waterfront labor 
picture for many years past do not hesitate 
to say that because of the measures taken, 
Boston can now be regarded as on labor 
parity with its companion ports on the North 
Atlantic range, and that there is no reason for 
continuing to regard it as an ‘‘outlaw”’ port. 

While it is true that the agreement referred 
to cannot be considered as a complete agree- 
ment of the type last written here in 1935, 
and written at all other principal North 
Atlantic ports except Boston in 1941, it is 
nevertheless an instrument eminently satis- 
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factory for the War period, and is one which e¢. ea), 
those familiar with the situation hope will be 
incorporated into a more inclusive document 

after the War. 

In many respects the cooperative efficiency 
of the longshoremen during the year has been 
outstanding. Such differences of opinion as 
have arisen have been of a comparatively 
minor nature. We have no reason to suppose 
but that this excellent record will continue 
for the duration, and we like to believe it 
will extend far beyond that period. 

There were earlier references in this report, The Boston 
(page 13) to the Boston Waterfront Protective Protective 
Committee, and the work it is doing in the : 
matter of cleaning up abandoned hulks and 
demolishing dilapidated piers. At this point 
we are recording in somewhat further detail 
the composition and activities of the Com- 
mittee. 

Port protection in these wartime days has 
assumed a place of large importance, and 
this is particularly so in a port such as Boston, 
where we have a number of wooden structures, 
some in use, some unused, which undoubtedly 
are hazards from fire, sabotage and other 
points of view. 

The Waterfront Protective Committee is a 
combined military and civilian agency, work- 
ing under the general direction of the District 
Coast Guard Officer, First Naval District. 
It has a membership of thirty men well versed 
in port matters, and is set up at the request 
of the Coast Guard to assist the latter in its 
duty of protecting the waterfront from fire, 
sabotage and attendant menaces. The Chair- 
man of the Port Authority was elected Chair- 
man of the Committee, which in turn has 
been divided into five sub-committees, each 
with its own chairman. The sub-committees 
deal with Demolition or Removal of Aban- 
doned Piers, Structures and Hulks; Water- 
front Fire Protection; Pier Patrols, Police 
and Watchmen; Guarding of Bridges and 
Bridge Approaches, and Passes, Permits and 
Identifications. 
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The Committee has been able to bring 
about many worthwhile improvements on 
the Boston waterfront through the medium 
of specific projects undertaken by — the 
respective sub-committees. For example, the 
sub-committee on Demolition or Removal 
of Abandoned Piers, Structures and Hulks 
(Andrew F. Lane, General Manager, Boston 
Port Authority, Chairman) prepared a thor- 
ough report on those piers and hulks which 
constitute especially bad hazards, placing 
these in one category, with a second part of its 
report listing others which, while less urgently 
calling for removal, should nevertheless be 
removed. A study was likewise undertaken 
as to the legal powers and duties of respective 
State and City departments in order to as- 
certain whether with such funds as might 
be made available they are empowered to 
proceed with certain demolition work or 
whether additional legislation is required. 
References to hulks and piers still remaining 
take into account the fact that already this 
year two large abandoned pier properties 
have been demolished, that some others, 
through the cooperation of their owners, 
have been repaired, and that a number of 
hulks, large and small, sunken and floating, 
have been eliminated. 

The sub-committee on Waterfront Fire 
Protection (Chief Samuel Pope, City of Bos- 
ton Fire Department, Chairman) has rec- 
ognized that the most likely causes of fire 
are (1) carelessness, (2) sabotage, and (3) 
possibility of air raid. The Coast Guard and 
the Boston Fire Department have worked 
out a cooperative agreement for combating 
all types of fires, and the waterfront has 
received additional protection in the form of 
three auxiliary Coast Guard fireboats to 
supplement the three city boats in service. 
The sub-committee recommended that a city 
ordinance be enacted with appropriate pen- 
alties to prevent smoking on piers. It appear- 
ing that further legislation at the 1943 session 
of the General Court must first be sought to 
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establish this protection, arrangements have The Boston

been made to introduce a bill with that pur- Protective 
pose in mind. Gonteuelh 

The sub-committee on Pier Patrols, Police 
and Watchmen (Captain Lawrence H. Dunn, 
Harbormaster, Chairman) made certain recom- 
mendations as to a desired increase in men, 
boats and automobiles for protection on both 
the water and land sides of the harbor. Their 
recommendations have been carried out. ‘The 
sub-committee also favored the assignment of 
a special patrol boat to assist the Harbor 
Police in removing floating debris from the 
harbor. This patrol was established by the 
Coast Guard on a full-time basis, and its use- 
fulness at once became apparent. 

The sub-committee on Guarding of Bridges — 
and Bridge Approaches (George G. Hyland, 
Commissioner of Public Works, City of Bos- 
ton, Chairman) made specific recommenda- 
tions for more adequate guarding of important 
bridges and bridge approaches in the Port 
area. Armed guards furnished by the Coast 
Guard have now been assigned to the points 
involved. 

The sub-committee on Passes, Permits and 
Identifications (Arthur Long, Deputy Collector 
of Customs, Chairman) made a careful review 
of the system in vogue on the Boston water- 
front, and offered a series of suggestions which 
either have been adopted or are under con- 
sideration by the Coast Guard. 

The Protective Committee has expressed to 
many waterfront property owners its appre- 
ciation of the cooperative efforts of these own- 
ers who, faced with considerable expense, have 
nevertheless gone ahead with improvements 
which reduce hazards both on their own 
properties and in the Port as a whole. 

The Committee recognizes that in matters 
of waterfront protection constant watchfulness 
at all times is essential. It believes the pro- 
tective system established and functioning 
under the Coast Guard to be effective, and, in 
fact, to offer the Port the best waterfront 
protection it has ever had. 
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Admiral R. R. Waesche, Commandant of 
the United States Coast Guard, after a recent 
visit to Boston, commented favorably upon 
the progress to make Port properties more 
secure from waterfront hazards, saying “I am 
aware of the excellent work which the co- 
ordinating committee has been doing in the 
Port of Boston, and I am deeply appreciative 
of the aid which the Chairman and the other 
members of this committee have been giving 
to the Coast Guard.” 

This meeting, held in Boston under the 
auspices of the National Foreign Trade Coun- 
cil, attracted more than one thousand delegates 
and observers. As the Port Authority said at 
the time of the meeting, the fact that the 
Convention was held in Boston this year ‘“‘is 
both a compliment to the City itself and to the 
Commonwealth whose principal port it is, and 
a recognition of the role played by the Port of 
Boston in overseas trade from the outset of its 
small beginnings in 1630 down to the present 
time.”’ 

The subject of foreign trade is naturally of 
the first importance to the Port, and always 
has been. This is not to say that the Port 
has always put its best foot forward either in 
keeping its foreign trade going or in building 
it up. In this connection we quote the fol- 
lowing excerpt from the annual report of the 
Harbor and Land Commissioners for the year 
1891: ‘It would be the height of folly for the 
City of Boston to sanction or allow any meas- 
ures that would interfere with the foreign 
commerce of the Port, for no one can com- 
prehend the results that would ensue in all 
important branches of trade. Rather should 
we seek to extend our facilities and provide 
additional accommodations for a still larger 
commerce.”’ 

It is the case that within comparatively 
recent years there has been a renewed interest 
in Boston in all matters affecting its foreign 
trade. This is partly because the fact has 
again been recognized that.its most successful 
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periods of history have gone hand in hand National, 
with the prosperity of the Port. Scecentdner 

The burden of war lies heavy upon the “7”: 
country, and will lie heavier. Rehabilitation 
problems after the struggle will command the 
best attention of those familiar with ports, 
ships and foreign trade in its many phases. 
Isolationism, selfish local interest and in- 
difference to overseas relations and overseas 
markets have no place in the war and post-war 
world. The very fact that the National For- 
eign Trade Convention was held in days such 
as these, the distinguished guests and speakers 
which it attracted, and the subjects which it 
considered, were in themselves instances of a 
trend which speaks for itself, and which will 
be of the greatest help to the future of both 
hemispheres. The part which the Port of 
Boston is to play in this picture will, we hope, 
be aggressive and important. , 

Reference was made on page 23 of our New England 

1941 report to the fact that under sponsor- Conference. 
ship of the New England Council, such an 
organization was about to come into being. 
At a meeting held early in the year repre- 
sentatives of most New England ports were 
present. A Chairman, other officers and an 
Executive Committee were elected. State- 
ments made at the meeting developed con- 
siderable information and various suggestions 
as to possible cooperative activity in matters 
of common interest to New England port 
cities. Specific suggestions from representa- 
tives of one port or another have been re- 
corded for further consideration by the 
Executive Committee and subsequently by 
the Conference itself. 

It is probably the case that during War 
days the work of the Conference is likely 
to be of a somewhat indefinite nature. How- 
ever, in our opinion, it can sooner or later 
be effective in at least two directions: (1) By 
focusing attention on New England ports 
through information to companies and _ in- 
dividuals located outside the New England 
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area. That this would be effective is evi- 
denced by the experience of such organiza- 
tions as the Pacific Coast Port Association 
and the Texas Port Association, both of which 
groups have made important contributions in 
calling to the attention of travelers and 
shippers outside their respective areas the 
facilities and services of ports comprising 
their groups. (2) By urging the support of 
New England ports by New England mer- 
chants, manufacturers and travelers in more 
inclusive ways than this work has hitherto 
been done. 

In brief then, as to this Conference, 1942 
has seen it established and in a position to 
initiate whatever cooperative action may be 
decided upon, with the ultimate object of 
securing more business for New England ports. 

This meeting was held in Hamilton, Ontario, 
and attended by the Chairman of the Board. 
Sessions were behind closed doors, and most 
of the problems discussed dealt with wartime 
measures and wartime problems at the several 
United States and Canadian ports. 

Upon his return, the Chairman reported 
in part as follows: ‘‘Unity of purpose in the 
war effort has served to bring Canada and 
the United States closer together than ever 
before. This means that the entire North 
Atlantic port effort has never been better 
and more completely coordinated than it is 
today. The meeting emphasized the need 
of unity and the ‘burying of the hatchet’ of 
competition between individual ports. Dis- 
cussion brought out the fact that the effici- 
ency, knowledge and experience of all con- 
cerned were needed for the war effort, which 
must come first. 

‘Port protection was discussed at length. 

‘Angus Lewis MacDonald, Minister of Na- 
tional Defense for Naval Services for Canada, 
spoke of the growth of Canadian shipyards 
and declared that Canada’s Navy is now 
thirty times greater in ships alone than at the 
start of the War.” 
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The more important of these ports have ie 
been covered at one time or another by either Southern, 
the Chairman, other members or the General Atlantic, and 
Manager. The Board has found it essential X%";, 
to keep as thoroughly informed as possible? 
on what is going on at our companion ports 
in such matters as port protection, pier con- 
struction, ship handling and development of 
commerce, immediate and prospective. Ports 
which have been examined from these rep- 
resentative points of view are Savannah, 
Norfolk, Newport News, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, New York and Portland. 


In December the Board suffered the loss of Personnel. 
its Vice-Chairman, and former Chairman, 
Louis E. Kirstein. He was a member of the 
Board when it was first established in 1929 
until the day of his death. The Board passed 
the following resolution honoring his service 
and his memory: 


‘“Whereas, Louis E. Kirstein, a deeply 
respected member of the Boston Port 
Authority since its inception in 1929 to 
the day of his death, and its Chairman 
from 1930 to 1941, inclusive, has passed 
away; and 


Whereas, By virtue of his fine character, 
his capacity for hard and varied work, 
his innate modesty, his conception of 
duty to his task and to his community, 
his helpful guidance to his associates, his 
forthright and vigorous attitude of mind 
and his human and sympathetic, and 
always courageous, viewpoint of life, he 
was a profound influence in the counsels 
of the Boston Port Authority and a dear 
friend of his associates on this Board; 


Now, We, the members of the Boston 
Port Authority, conscious of the great 
loss to the Board and to ourselves indi- 
vidually by reason of his death, record 
herewith our deep appreciation of his 
services to the Boston Port Authority, 
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his devotion to the affairs of the Port of 
Boston, and his influence for good in the 
lives of each of us.”’ 


The year has seen substantial reductions 
in our staff. Chauncey 8. Stevens, with the 
Board since 1932, is on indefinite leave of 
absence as a Lieutenant in the Navy, now 
attached to the Intelligence Office, First Naval 
District, Boston. Chester H. Gourley, with 
the Board since 1937, is likewise on indefinite 
leave of absence on special work for the War 
Department, Army Base, Boston. Hugo 
Oberg, Rate Expert of the Board since 1937, 
is also on indefinite leave on an important 
assignment with the transportation branch 
of the Office of Price Administration, Wash- 
ington. Walter W. McCoubrey, Commerce 
Assistant to the Board since 1930, and an 
Army Major, and previously on indefinite 
leave of absence, has resigned. ‘This drain 
upon the Board’s personnel would normally 
occasion the necessity for replacements. 
However, much of the work.of the men in- 
volved had to do with phases of our activities 
which are no longer undertaken and will not 
be for the duration of the War. It is not 
expected that replacements for them will be 
necessary during that period. Such parts of 
the duties of the individuals mentioned as 
are still essential will be divided among the 


remaining members of the staff, counsel, and 


the members of the Board. 

George P. Lord, with the Board since 1930 
as Marine Supervisor, and on leave of absence 
with the Navy since last year, has been 
promoted from Lieutenant Commander to 
Commander. His present assignment is that 
of Routing Officer, First Naval District, 
Boston. 

It is a matter of gratification to the Board 
that those of our staff on leave had been 


trained for and were doing work of a specialized 


nature for us which fitted them for emergency 
positions in Federal war organizations, and 
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that in every instance their services have been Personnel 

; 3 (continued). 
sought by the respective Federal agencies to 
which they have been assigned. 


CONCLUSION. 


As is well known, the conduct of the War calls for 
“ships and yet more ships’. The output of new ships 
from American shipyards in 1942 has been amazing 
indeed. In addition to what the shipyards have done 
and can do, however, there is another way of supplying 
the demand for vessels, and that is quicker turn-around 
of the ships themselves in American ports. In the 
face of the complimentary and well-deserved pub- 
licity attached to the shipbuilding program, it is not 
always remembered that successful efforts to cut the 
turn-around time of vessels in port can and do have 
the effect of making substantial additions to the total 
tonnage of ships afloat. 


It is the primary objective of the Port of Boston to see 
that each and every vessel handled here is discharged, 
loaded and sent back to sea in the quickest possible 
tume. ‘The fact is recognized that time saved on the 
Port end of each voyage may mean one or more extra 
voyages and one or more important cargoes being 
handled. 


An earlier reference was made to our opinion that 
Boston, a vital war time port, could become a great 
peace-time port as well. There are some things, how- 
ever, which must take place to make this last state- 
ment become a reality, not the least of which is a more 
complete support of the Port by the New England 
shipping and traveling public. One development after 
the War particularly to be hoped for,— and we point 
it out while recognizing the excellent Boston schedules 
previously maintained by certain American and foreign 
steamship companies — is a return to the situation of 
years ago when there were enough Boston-owned and 
controlled ship lines to enable this Port to operate 
vessels on its own account and in competition with 
those basing principally on other ports. Lines owned 
or controlled here could do many things for the Port 
and New England, and without wishing to prophesy, 
we are, nevertheless, prepared to say that with such 
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lines serving the Port many of the problems which have 
confronted it for a long period would be alleviated, if 
not entirely resolved. 

After this war a large number of American ships will 
be available. Most of these, except for ones operated 
by the Government itself, presumably will be in the 
hands of managing operators or owners to whom the 
Government has assigned or sold a larger or smaller 
number of vessels. Unlimited amounts of cargo will 
be at hand. Let us hope that Boston business, Boston 
capital and Boston marine enterprise will not lose the 
opportunity, which will undoubtedly knock at their 
door, to build up once again a fleet of Boston ships 
based on Boston and interested primarily in carrying 
cargoes to and from this Port over routes of their own 
choosing. The opportunity for important steps in this 
direction seems to us definitely in prospect, and we trust 
it will be intelligently, quickly and actively seized upon. 

Also, as we pointed out in our 1941 report, page 19, 
for many years export schedules and services out of 
Boston have not kept up with import services. A 
problem for the period immediately following the War 
(on which, incidentally, some preliminary work has 
been done) is, quoting from our 1941 report, ‘‘to line 
up export business for Boston, on the one hand, and 
steamship services to handle it, on the other. As is 
well known, New England itself does not supply com- 
modities heavy enough in bulk to make up large export 
shipments, so that local consignments must be supple- 
mented by materials received from the Middle West 
and Canada.”’ 

This particular difficulty could more readily be over- 
come if we had our own ships, and for proof of this 
statement, one has only to turn back the pages of 
Port history and records. <A review of this kind would 
clearly show the value of Boston-owned or controlled 
lines in competition with others based elsewhere, both 
as to export and other trades. 

Sometime in the 1860’s, a writer whose name in 
unknown to us, but whose optimistic and vigorous 
viewpoint we admire, had this to say about our Port 
and City: 


“Tf these indications of the future course of the 
business * * * are to be relied upon, so much 
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the greater is the inducement to the merchants 
and capitalists of this city to take advantage 
of them. 

“It has frequently been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of almost everybody that with steam 
navigation to Europe, Boston possesses advantages 
« * * at least equal to those of New York, 
certainly in distance, which is a great point when it 
is seen that produce as well as merchandise is seek- 
ing the shortest route to market. This should be 
added to the many other considerations in favor 
of the speedy establishment of lines of steamships. 
ee * Will it be heeded, or will the present favor- 
able circumstances be allowed to pass unimproved? 
(Italics ours.) It would seem to be impossible 
that those who are most interested should be 
blind to their interests; and on the presumption 
that this enterprise will soon be put beyond a 
doubt of failure, a brighter future is in store for 
this city than ever presented itself to the imagina- 
tion of its most enthusiastic well-wisher.’’ 


Thirty years after the foregoing was penned, the 
then Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners (1891) in 
their Annual Report for that year wrote as follows: 


“The commerce of the Port of Boston is rightly 
described * * * as the commerce of the Com- 
monwealth. We shall spend no time in trying to 
prove or illustrate its importance and value to the 
people of the whole Commonwealth. * * * 
The harbor and commerce of the Port of Boston 
are not things of a day gone by. Utterances and 
suggestions to this effect are not unheard, but 
they are either the groundless croakings of the 
pessimist or covers for further designs upon the 
harbor. * * * The time has not come, and 
there are as yet no signs of its coming when Boston 
Harbor, with its tributaries, tidal reservoirs and 
water frontage, will have no higher value than 
for parks and boulevards; or when the treatment 
and preservation of the harbor will turn on no 
larger considerations than those of merely local 
convenience.” 
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These parallels between ‘‘then and now” may not be 
exact, but they are striking. 

Our thanks are extended to those Federal, State and 
City officials, and to those private citizens, who have 
helped us in our work during the year.

The City Seal was adopted by ‘“‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 

The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
Since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘First Revision,” published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘“‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Parrisus Sit Drvus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostronra Conpira, A.D. 1630. CiviTaTis 
ReGIMINE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.’ 

The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


THe Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” ‘To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. ‘The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they “ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court’”’ held in Boston was a “‘General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.”’ 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 238, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, ce. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266 and again by St. 1909, c. 486. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-387, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 138, 1640, 
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when “‘Mount Woollaston’’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’’? This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

INTRODUCTION. 


As a public document THE MunicipaL REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THe MunicrpaL REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of

the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MunNIcIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

Since 1925, the Register has been gradually reduced 
to its present size; primarily, because of the issuance 
of the Boston Year Book, a more ambitious publication, 
in 1925 and 1926, and secondly for the purpose of 
economy.

CITY CHARTER OF 1909 (ACTS OF _ 1909, 
CHAPTER 486) WITH AMENDMENTS TO 
JUNE 15, 1948, INCORPORATED. 


Tue Mayor anp City Counciu. 


Section 1.* (The terms of office of the mayor and the members of both 
branches of the present city council of the city of Boston and of the street 
commissioner whose term would expire on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and ten, are hereby extended to ten o’clock a. m. on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, and at that time the said 
city council and both branches thereof and the positions of city messenger, 
clerk of the common council, clerk of committees, assistant clerk of committees, 
and their subordinates shall be abolished. The officials whose terms cf office 
are hereby extended shall, for the extended term, receive a compensation equal 
to one-twelfth of the annual salaries now paid to them respectively.) The 
mayor and city council elected in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, and their successors, shall thereafter have all the powers and privileges 
conferred, and be subject to all the duties and obligations imposed by law 
upon the city council or the board of aldermen, acting as such or as county 
commissioners or in any capacity, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Wherever in this act the phrase “mayor and city council” appears, it 
shall be understood as meaning the mayor and city council acting on and 
after the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, under the 
provisions of this and the three following sections. The city council may, 
subject to the approval of the mayor, from time to time establish such 
offices, other than that of city clerk, as it may deem necessary for the con- 
duct of its affairs and at such salaries as it may determine, and abolish 
such officers or alter such salaries; and without such approval may fill the 
offices thus established and remove the incumbents at pleasure. 

Section 1. (Chap. 479, Acts of 1924.) The terms of office of the 
mayor of the city of Boston, of members of the city council and school 
committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-six, and of members 
of the city council and school committee of said city which would expire 
under existing law on the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-seven, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first 
Monday of January, nineteen hundred and twenty-six. There shall be 
no municipal election in said city in the year nineteen hundred and twenty- 
four, and the terms of office of members of the city council and school

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committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-five, are hereby 
extended to ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-six. The salary of any official whose term 
of office is terminated as aforesaid shall cease at the time of such termi- 
nation and the salary of any official whose term of office is extended as 
aforesaid shall continue at the same rate as theretofore so long as he con- 
tinues to serve during the period of such extension. 

Sect. 2.* The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to be 
for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordinance 
or loan order presented by the mayor and shall either adopt or reject 
the same within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. 
If the said ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days 
it shall be in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously 
withdrawn by the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from 
again presenting an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or 
withdrawn. The city council may originate an ordinance or loan order 
and may reduce or reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval 
of the mayor, may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than 
school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land other than for 
school purposes, and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two thirds of all the members of the city council; and shall be passed 
only after two separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after the 
first, except that in the case of loan orders for temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes the second of said readings and votes may be had not less 
than twenty-four hours after the first. No amendment increasing the 
amount of land to be sold or the amount to be paid for the purchase of 
land, or the amount of loans, or altering the disposition of purchase money 
or of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time of the second reading 
and vote. If a petition signed by six members of the council requesting 
that action be taken forthwith upon a loan order presented by the mayor 
is filed in the office of the city clerk not earlier than fourteen days after its 
presentation, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question 
of the adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, 
if one vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after 
the expiration of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such 
action thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been 
withdrawn by the mayor. 

Sect. 3.{ All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but,

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except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall 
it originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the 
items and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the 
mayor shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and 
approved by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county 
officials, when requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such 
detail as he may require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expendi- 
tures of the department or office under their charge, which estimates 
shall be transmitted to the city council. 


Secr. 3A.* In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropria- 
tion, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in any 


one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months of 


the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar 
purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appropri- 
ation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for that 
purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual expendi- 
tures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. 


Seer. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council,

city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December twentieth 
in each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor, apply 
any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers from any appro- 
priation to any other appropriation for the purpose only of closing the 
accounts of the fiscal year. 

Secor. 4. Every appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution and vote of 
the city council, except votes relating to its own internal affairs, shall be 
presented to the mayor, who shall make or cause to be made a written

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record of the time and place of presentation, and it shall be in force if he 
approves the same within fifteen days after it shall have been presented to 
him, or if the same is not returned by him with his objections thereto in 
writing within said period of fifteen days. If within said period said 
appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution, or vote is returned by the 
mayor to the city council by filing the same with the city clerk with his 
objections thereto the same shall be void. If the same involves the expen- 
diture of money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in 
part and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items 
or parts of items as he approves shall be in force, and such items or parts 
of items as he disapproves shall be void. 

Secr. 4A.* The mayor may designate one clerical assistant for whose 
acts he shall be responsible to sign his name in approval of all vouchers of 
less than five hundred dollars each. 

Sect. 5.7 Except as otherwise provided. in this act the organization, 
powers and duties of the executive departments of the city shall remain as 
constituted at the time when this section takes effect; but the mayor and 
city council at any time may by ordinance reorganize, consolidate or 
abolish, in whole or in part, departments whether created on or before or 
subsequent to the first Monday of February in the year nineteen hundred 
and ten, including the transit department; transfer the duties, powers and 
appropriations of one department to another in whole or in part; and 
establish new departments; and may increase, reduce, establish or abolish 
salaries of heads of departments, or members of boards. Such an ordinance 
may provide that all of the employees of any department or division 
thereof thereby abolished who are subject to civil service shall be re- 
appointed to similar positions with similar status in any new department 
or division thereof thereby established or in any other department or 
division thereof, without civil service examination or registration and 
that such employees shall, upon reappointment as may be provided in 
such ordinance, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to them, and that their services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. Nothing in this act shall authorize the 
abolition or the taking away of any of the powers or duties as established 
by law of the school committee, the board of commissioners of school 
buildings, the department of school buildings, the election department 
or any department in charge of an official or officials appointed by the 
governor. 

Srecr. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, or 
for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a period of 
more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing, 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have been 
given in the City Record. 


Sect. 7. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 


specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto at a 
meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the receipt of

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said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or through a head 
of a department or a member of a board, attend such meeting and publicly 
answer all such questions. The person so attending shall not be obliged 
to answer questions relating to any other matter. The mayor at any time 
may attend and address the city council in person or through the head of a 
department, or a member of a board, upon such subject as he may desire. 

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, officer, 
or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this act, directly 
or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in 
the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of any 
public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, and 
management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or administra- 
tive business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or removal of 
any municipal or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. The provisions of this section shall not affect 
the powers or duties of the city council as the successor of the present 
board of aldermen relative to state or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a 
contract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any 
share in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing 
such contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or 
employee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learn- 
ing of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract 
in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the 
city or county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one year, or both. Chapter five hundred and 
twenty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight is hereby 
repealed. 

Tue Executive DrepaRTMENT. 

Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
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law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Secr. 10 and Sect. 11, concerning approval by the civil service commis- 
sion of appointments by the mayor, repealed by chapter 167, Acts of 1930. 

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13. Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Secr. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or mem- 
ber of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain 
subject to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such 
removal, a copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus 
removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken 
unless the mayor so determines. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to the school committee or to any official by law appointed by the 
governor. 

Secr. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such ap- 
pointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the cause 
for their removal. 

Srecr. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract 
for the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


THE FINANCE ComMISSION. 


Secr. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
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mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in the 
city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior to 
the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for 
a term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem sufh- 
cient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His annual 
salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly install- 
ments by the city of Boston. The othermembers shall serve without pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the 
city of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that 
may appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report 
thereon from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or 
the general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court. 

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Scr. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum 
of forty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appro- 
priated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. 
A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least forty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The commission 
shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its appro- 
priation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Secr. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable the 
mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive the 
reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, ordinances, 
or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission shall have 
all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred and sixty-two 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and therein conferred 
upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel for any witness at 
any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question and may offer 
pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to cross-examination 
by the commission and its counsel.

Secr. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen

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and qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has been 
duly chosen and qualified unless sooner removed by due process of law. 
The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city council established by this act. 


Tue Crry AvupITOR. 

Sect. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting 
for settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath 
before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer 
or board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted to 
him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any of 
the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 


Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 


ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a state- 
ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 


of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent © 


expenses. | 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Srecr. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the

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year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 
Sect. 27.* Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of 
January, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and on or before 
the sixth day of January in each year thereafter, prepare and furnish to 
the city auditor a list of the officials and employees under said officer or 
board and paid by the city or county on the first day of such January; 
and every such officer and board shall, on or before the sixth day of June, 
in each of the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-three, inclusive, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a 
list of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the first 
day of such June. Such lists shall give the names, residence by street 
and ward, designation, compensation, and date of election or appoint- 
nient of each of said officials and employees and the date when each first 
entered the employ of the city or county. It shall be the duty of the 
city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to keep a copy of said 
lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and publish in the City

Secr. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen

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public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of conduits, 
poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illuminating 
purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to be 
exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Sucr. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the City 
Record. All advertising with reference to the sale of property for nonpay- 
ment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other adver- 
tising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the purchase or 
taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the sale of 
bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or newspapers as 
the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of one 
thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and the 
amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the 
number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 


published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or ' 


newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record. 

Sect. 30.t Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 


power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said — 


obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 


contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to do — 


any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, or in 
conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly be 
included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds one thousand dollars, 
shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, invite 
proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such advertise- 
ments shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in answer to 
said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, board or

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official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense with 
advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board or 
official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor, the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose, any land within the limits of the city, 
not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price proposed to 
be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than twenty-five 
per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the previous 
three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall be taken by 
right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided for the 
taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in said city. 
No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or otherwise for the 
general purpose for which land is needed shall have been made by the mayor 
and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; or in case of land 
for school purposes by the school committee and schoolhouse department 
in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in excess of the appropria- 
tion, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of competent jurisdiction. 
All proceedings in the taking of land shall be under the advice of the law 
department, and a record thereof shall be kept by said department. 


Sucr. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November. 


Sect. 33.t The fiscal year in said city shall begin on January first and 
shall end on December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year 
shall begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the 
first Monday of the January next following. At the biennial municipal 
election in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, the five members 
of the school committee shall be elected. The two candidates receiving 
the largest number of votes at said election shall hold office for four years, 
and the three receiving the next largest number of votes at said election, 
for two years.

The Municipal Survey Committee was formed by His Honor Maurice 
J. Tobin February 14, 1938, and reports directly to his office. The Com- 
mittee is charged with the responsibility of contacting every department 
of the city in a common effort to assist them in effecting sound economies, 


increasing revenues, and coordinating their particular functions with 


those of other departments for the purpose of effecting maximum service 
to the public. Some of the. activities of this Committee arise from studies 
and recommendations made in various departments, while others are the 
result of requests for assistance or advice from the department heads. 

It is also the function of this Committee to consolidate the ground 
gained in administrative practices and the economies effected by con- 
ducting constant check-ups in the departments concerned so that the 
long-range program for improvements will be adhered to. 

Another function of the Committee is to carry forward certain studies 
of a special nature for his Honor the Mayor.

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Hither upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two-thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, bring a petition in the Supreme Judicial Court for the 
County of Suffolk for a writ of certiorari setting forth that such decision 
is in whole or part not in accordance with the duties and powers of the 
Board.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation. 

The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other deviees for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission. 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 390 one-way 
Streets and 503 no-parking streets. The commission maintains 163 
traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected systems in down-town 
Boston, 9,000 traffic signs and 93 traffic officers’ spotlights. One hundred 
and twenty (120) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, including 
crosswalks, center lines, lane lines and stop lines, are maintained by the 
commission. Eight hundred and fifty (850) loading zones, requiring 
18,000 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to $9,000 
are collected for the establishment and maintenance of these loading 
zones.

The Budget Department was established by ordinance in 1917. It was 
established as a result of the report and recommendations of a commission 
which had been appointed ‘‘to investigate and report upon ‘the expediency 
of adopting a segregated form of budget for the departments for which 
the city makes appropriations from taxes or revenues’ including the 
departments under the control of the mayor, the school committee and the 
schoolhouse department, the county departments, and the departments 
in charge of officials appointed by the governor.” ‘That commission was 
appointed pursuant to an order passed by the City Council on June 7, 
1915, and approved by the Mayor on June 8, 1915. Its report was made 
under date of October 1, 1915. 

When the Budget Department was established it was placed in charge 
of the Budget Commissioner. General supervision over all matters relating 
or incidental to the appropriations and budgets of all municipal depart- 
ments, with the exception of a very few departments not directly under the 
control of the Mayor, was placed in the jurisdiction of the Budget Com- 
missioner. 

The Budget Commissioner, under the direction of the Mayor, prepares 
in segregated form the annual and all supplementary budgets to be sub- 


mitted by the Mayor to the City Council. The Commissioner also pre- _ 


pares annually forms of estimate sheets to be used by each officer, board, 
commission and department, and each division of a department, for 
which the city appropriates money. He also prepares the form of monthly 
report of such officer, board, commission and department, and each 
division thereof, showing expenditures to date of all appropriations by 
item. ‘The*Budget Commissioner also reports to the Mayor on all sub- 
sequent revisions of the items in the budget. 
Each department head annually on or before November first submits to 
the Budget Commissioner departmental budget estimates on sheets fur- 
nished by the Budget Department. The Budget Commissioner investi- 
gates and considers all such estimates in detail and confers with the several 
department heads concerning their estimated requirements. The Budget 
Commissioner thereafter establishes tentative budget allowances to each 
department and submits such tentative budget allowances to the Mayor, 
with such recommendations as the Budget Commissioner deems advisable. 


The Mayor, after conference with the Budget Commissioner and the 


several department heads, concerning the department estimates, the 
tentative allowances, and the recommendations of the Budget Commis- 
sioner, makes final decisions on all budget allowances. The entire and 
formal budget is prepared by the Budget Commissioner in accordance with 
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those decisions of the Mayor. The budget in its entirety is then sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the City Council with an appropriate explanatory 
message, which recommends the adoption of the budget by that body. 

The City Council refers the budget to its committee on appropriations. 
The appropriations committee holds public hearings on the individual 
items of each department budget. It hears the several department heads 
on the details of their department budgets. The Budget Commissioner 
attends the hearings of the appropriations committee prepared to furnish 
such information and give such assistance as may be requested by the 
committee or the department heads. 

On the completion of the hearings of the appropriations committee, 
that committee reports to the entire Council on the proposed budget. 
Thereupon the City Council acts on that report and the recommendations 
of its committee on appropriations. The City Council may by law 
decrease any item in the budget submitted to it by the Mayor, but is 
without power to increase any iteminit. Upon the adoption of the budget 
by the City Council and its approval by the Mayor, the appropriations 
contained in the budget are established for the fiscal year ending on the 
December thirty-first next following its adoption and approval, which 
the statutes now require shall be not later than the first Monday in April. 

On occasions it becomes necessary during the fiscal year to transfer 
funds from one item to another in the budgets of the several departments. 
When such a transfer is deemed advisable or necessary by a department 
head, the department head makes a written request of the Budget Com- 
missioner for such transfer. After consideration of such requests, the 
Budget Commissioner refers them to the Mayor for submission to the 
Council for its action. The transfers become operative only when they 
are adopted by the Council and approved by the Mayor. 

In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 400 of the Acts of 1930, 
“Compensation and Classification Plans for the Officers and Employees 
of Suffolk County” were adopted by the City Council on April 13, 1931, 
and approved by the Mayor on April 15, 1981. By virtue of that statute 
and those ‘‘plans”’ and their respective amendments, the Budget Com- 
missioner is empowered to pass upon all promotions, transfers, new appoint- 
ments, and the compensation of the personnel of Suffolk County. These 
“plans” establish the Budget Commissioner as the Personnel Director of 
Suffolk County. The records required to comply with the provisions of 
these plans are compiled by and maintained in the Budget Department 
under the supervision of the Budget Commissioner. These records 
include, among others, an official roster of each officer and employee in 
the service of Suffolk County, their classification title, rate of pay, a record 
of each change of their status, and such other relevant information as the 
Budget Commissioner deems advisable for the maintenance of a proper 
record of the personnel of Suffolk County. 

In addition to the records of the county personnel, there is also kept 
inthe Budget Department a complete alphabetical index of the permanent 
personnel of the City of Boston, likewise compiled and maintained under 
the supervision of the Budget Commissioner.

The Board of Appeal (7. e., appeal from the decisions of the Building 
Commissioner), although appointed by the Mayor, is nominated by the 
leading real estate and builders’ organizations. (See “‘Board of Appeal’’, 
pages 45, 46.) 

It is the duty of the Building Commissioner to issue permits for and 
inspect the erection and alteration of buildings (including schoolhouses) 
in the City, and the setting of boilers, engines and furnaces; to keep a 
register of all persons licensed to take charge of constructing, altering, 
removing or tearing down buildings; to keep a register of the names of 
all persons carrying on the business of plumbing and gasfitting, and of 
all persons working at the business of gasfitting, and to conduct examina- 
tions and issue licenses to master and journeymen gasfitters; to issue 
permits for and inspect the plumbing and gasfitting in buildings; to 
inspect elevators in buildings and report upon elevator accidents; to 
issue licenses for operators of elevators; to inspect at least monthly all 
theaters and moving-picture houses, and semi-annually all halls or places 
for public assembly; to inspect existing tenement houses; to report on all 
fires in, and accidents in or to, buildings, to approve plans of new buildings 
and alterations, and to pass upon all questions of zoning. 


BUILDING CODE FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Chapter 550, Acts of the year 1907, as amended, ceased to exist as such 
on May 15, 1943 (with the exception of Section 138, ‘‘ Powers of the 
Boston Board of Health.’’) 

On the same date, May 15, 1948, Chapter 479 of the year 1938, as 
amended, became the Building Code for the City of Boston. This Code 
is now subject to amendment by the Boston City Council, who have 
exercised this new prerogative and have published many essential changes. 
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ZONING REGULATIONS. 
Nineteen sections of the zoning regulations have been changed in whole 
or in part, many of the changes have increased the so-called ‘‘protection’’ 
‘to property owners in several of the residential districts. 


THE NEW CODE. 
Six different types of construction are provided for in the new code, 
classified according to use or occupancy.

The Board of Examiners was established in 1912 as an adjunct of the 
Building Department, to consist of three members, appointed by the 
Mayor.

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
Possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 

In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘‘The City Planning Board” consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. : 
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The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894.

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The Boston Fire Department was organized in 1837. It is in charge of 
1 Commissioner, 1 Executive Secretary, 1 Chief of Department, 7 Deputy 
Chiefs, 30 District Chiefs, 1 Superintendent of Fire Alarm, 1 Superin- 
tendent of Maintenance, 1 Medical Examiner, 1 Engineer of Motor 
Vehicles, 82 Captains, 124 Lieutenants, 1,196 Engineers, Apparatus 
Operators, Masters, Aides, Hosemen and Laddermen, 33 Clerks, 22 Fire 
Alarm Operators, and 107 Mechanics, Painters, Linemen, Repairers, 
Electricians, Workmen and other employees.

There are 53 fire stations, a fire alarm branch with 59 employees, operat- 
ing 1,778 signal boxes, and a repair shop with 100 employees.

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an Ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended Feb. 16, 1931.

The department has charge of the Long Island Hospital, the Child 
Welfare and the Registration Divisions. 

The Long Island Hospital furnishes full support to poor persons having 
a legal settlement in Boston, also hospital care and treatment for those 
afflicted with chronic illness. January 1, 1943, there were 1,171 in the 
care of the institution, of whom 517 were in the hospital. The department 
controls about 167 acres and buildings on Long Island, valued at about 
$3,540,000. The steamer ‘“‘Stephen J. O’Meara”’ is maintained for trans- 
portation service. 

The Child Welfare Division, 808 City Hall Annex, has charge of de- 
pendent children and those committed through the Court as neglected. 
They are placed under careful supervision in foster homes within the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. January 1, 1943, the division had 
1,445 children in its care, was using 18 different institutions for medical 
care or special training, and 639 foster homes. 

The Registration Division, Room 5, City Hall, receives and investigates 
applications for care of dependents, determines legal settlements, and 
supervises the commitment of the insane. 

The department has under its control Rainsford Island, comprising 
about 11 acres.

The office of ‘‘Attorney and Solicitor’? was established in 1827; the 
office of City Solicitor in 1846 and that of Corporation Counsel in 1881. 
The office of City Solicitor was abolished and the department placed 
under the sole charge of the Corporation Counsel in 1904. 

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, thirty-one 
assistants (eleven of whom are on leave of absence with the nation’s 
armed forces), a medical supervisor and forty-one other employees (five 
of whom are on leave of absence with the nation’s armed forces), com- 


prising the investigating, tax title, secretarial and clerical staff. 

The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various municipal 
departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title foreclosures, 
prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, furnishes legal 
opinions to the Mayor, the City Council and the various department 
heads and city officials, including the School Committee, on matters 
relating to the discharge of their official duties, prepares petitions for and 
drafts of legislation in which the city has an interest, and appears and 
represents the city before the various committees of the legislature and 
before other public boards, commissions and administrative agencies, — 
including the Interstate Commerce Commission, and other Federal 
agencies, and the Appellate Tax Board and Department of Public Utilities 
of Massachusetts.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in num- 
ber, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold 
real and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This 
amount was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919 and to $20,000,000 in 1931. 
The first Trustees were appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. 
The old Library Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in 
September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building on Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened on 
March 11, 1895. The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation 
included in the regular budget of the City Government. Of this appro- 
priation ($1,274,380 in 1942) $88,000 was used for the purchase of books 
and periodicals. The Library trust funds in the custody of the City 
Treasurer amounted to $4,085,261.92 on January 1, 1943. 


The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Business Branch at 20 City Hall avenue, and thirty branch libraries 
with independent collections of books. There were on December 31, 1942, 
in the entire Library system, including mechanical departments, about 
501 full-time employees. 

In addition to the service rendered through its Central Library and 
Branch Libraries, the Boston Public Library sent collections of books to 
692 school rooms in public and parochial schools and to 97 institutions, 
playgrounds, and engine houses in the City of Boston.

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For reading and reference the Library is open to all without formality. 
On December 31, 1942, there were 155,294 card holders having the right to 
draw books for home use. The total number of volumes was 1,734,516, in- 
including bound newspapers and periodicals. Books issued in 1942, for 
home use and for use through schools and institutions, numbered 3,271,619,

open shelves. 

Other Activities. The Fine Arts Department has facilities for copying 
a collection of photographs of architecture, sculpture and painting, num- 
bering 144,500 (including process pictures), besides illustrated books, 
portfolios, etc., and 22,000 lantern slides. Special assistance is offered to 
classes, travel clubs, etc. Free lectures mostly on art and travel topics, 
and concerts, are given during the winter season. The room for younger 
readers has over 11,000 volumes on open shelves for reading and circus 
lation. A Teachers’ Reference Room is maintained, and reference books 
are reserved for use in connection with University Extension courses. 
Story telling for children is regularly conducted under expert direction 
at the Central Library and principal branch libraries. On the ground 
floor of the Central Library near the main entrance are three rooms, 
wherein is provided on open shelves a classified collection of general 
literature for circulation, consisting of about 12,000 volumes. The library 
is open from 9 a. m. to 10 p. m. daily; closed at 9 p. m. from June 15 to 
September 15; open Sundays from 2 p. m. to 9 p. m. 


BUSINESS LIBRARIES. 


The Business Branch in the Kirsten Memorial Library, at 20 City 
Hall avenue, contains a carefully selected collection of approximately 
31,298 books on business and allied subjects, and is conducted with a 
view to serving the business interests of Boston. The Business Branch 
is open on week days from 9 a. m. to 5.30 p. m., and on Saturdays: from 
9a.m.tolp.m. Itis closed all day Saturday during July and August. 

Through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker Library 
of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration has been 
made a branch of the Boston Public Library system. This library’s 
collection of business material, including the collection of the Business 
Historical Association, is freely open to the public for reference. Hours, 
8.30 a. m. to 10 p. m. on week days; 1 to 10 p. m. on Sundays.

The Board consisted of three members who served without compensation. 
As thus constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when, by the 
provisions of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was merged with the 
Public Grounds, Bath and Music Departments, under the name of Park 
and Recreation Department. In 1920, the Cemetery Department was 
merged with the Park Department, the latter title being substituted for 
Park and Recreation Department.

The printing plant was established March, 1897, for the express purpose 
of executing the printing required by all city and county departments. 
It was originally operated partly from an appropriation and partly from 
revenue. Since 1910, it has been entirely self-supporting and no appro- 
priation of any kind has been made. The entire expense of maintenance, 
including pay roll, has been met from revenue. 

The plant is located at the corner of North and Richmond streets in a 
city-owned building for the exclusive use of the department. It is organ- 
ized and equipped especially for the city’s printing requirements and 
consists of modern type-setting machinery, presses and accessories. The 
building and plant is appraised at approximately $600,000. 

Chapter 24, Section 1, of the Revised Ordinances provides that the 
Superintendent of Printing ‘‘shall have charge of the printing plant and of 
all the printing of the city, shall supply all printing, binding, stationery 
and other office supplies, except furniture, used by any board, commis- 
sion or department for which the City of Boston is required by law to 
furnish such supplies, and shall, wherever practicable, standardize all such 
printing, binding, stationery and other office supplies.’’ 

In addition to the above, the Superintendent purchases all postage used 
by the City of Boston.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
ished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,’’ con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board has issued annual reports. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trustees 
of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total amount of the 
18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Overseers on December 
31, 1941, was $799,163.33, the annual income from which ($28,095.90 in 
1941) is distributed in accordance with the terms of the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, but exacts work in its woodyard for meals furnished, and 
the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily destitute women 


and children, opened in 1870.

The Public Works Department was established in 1911, consisting of 
the Street, Water and Engineering Departments combined under a single 
executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works, the latter authorized 
to create the necessary divisions of the department according to his judg- 
ment. The following divisions have been created, viz., Bridge and Ferry, 
Highway, Sewer, Sanitary, Water, each in charge of a Division Engineer. 

The department is under the control of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, who must be a civil engineer of recognized standing in his pro- 
fession. ‘The Commissioner is in charge of the following activities: Con- 
struction and maintenance of all streets, sidewalks and sewers; granting 
of permits to open, occupy, obstruct and use portions of the streets and 
sidewalks; street lighting, both gas and electric; installation, maintenance 
and operation of all fixtures and appliances held by the City for its water 
supply; cleaning, oiling, and watering of streets, as well as snow removal 
from streets; collection and removal of ashes, garbage and refuse; installa- 
tion and maintenance of street signs, and assignment of street numbers 
for houses, stores, etc.; construction, maintenance and operation of the 
greater number of the bridges used as highways; and maintenance and 
operation of the Sumner Vehicular Tunnel and of the ferries connecting 
the City Proper and East Boston.

Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are not levied by the 
Public Works Department, but by the Board of Street Commissioners 
who. also award damages for land-takings made for sewer construction. 
The assessment upon the several estates for a new sewer is limited to $4 per 
linear foot, and it is a lien upon the property. An Act of the Legislature 
prohibits the assessment in similar cases of the cost of surface drains. 

In the calendar year 1942, there were built by contractors, day labor, 
private parties, and under W. R. P. supervision, 2.39 miles of sanitary 
sewers, and surface drains, and 110 catch-basins, making on January 1, 
1943, a total of 1,252.61 miles of common and intercepting sewers and 
22,526 catch-basins in charge of the Sewer Division. 

The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury and Dorchester. 

The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 

Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 

Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is 
lifted by pumping at the Ward street pumping station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally oubleitine into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other charges ae for the 
maintenance of the Division. 
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The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1942, was 999.913 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,237, including 
505 high pressure, 387 private; number of meters now in service, 101,555. 

The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board and 
the Boston Water Registrar. 

A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession, in 
1898, of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent lands. The 
sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the State by the 
City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 1898. Total 
available quantity of water in the nine storage reservoirs of the Metro- 
politan system on January 1, 1943, 30,661,100,000 gallons, of which about 
62.31 per cent (19,105,500,000 gallons) was in the Wachusett Reservoir in 
Clinton, 32 miles west of Boston, an artificial lake, 4,185 acres in surface 
and area and added to the system in 1905. There are also thirteen dis- 
tribution reservoirs with capacity of 2,500,000,000 gallons, six pumping 
stations being connected with these, in which stations 25,276,464,308 
gallons of water were pumped during the year 1942. In the existing 
Metropolitan Water District are nine cities, besides Boston, and ten 
towns. Boston takes about 65 per cent of the entire water supply of 
the District. 

The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1942 was 102, 100,500 
gallons, or 132 gallons per capita. 


HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.71 miles of pipe with 505 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1942, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping 
stations are now in use.

involved. Annual reports have been published since 1849, except in 1860 
and 1861.

The City Record, ‘‘Official Chronicle of Boston Municipal Affairs,’’ 
is published weekly by the board of trustees, under the direction of the 
Mayor, in accordance with legislative act and city ordinance.

The Board of Street Commissioners consists of three members, one of 
whom is elected by them to be Chairman. One member is appointed by 
the Mayor each year to serve for three years from the first Monday in 
January. The Board has jurisdiction over the laying-out, widening, relo- 
cation and discontinuance of highways; the taking of real property for 
municipal purposes; the levying of assessments for betterments resulting 
from the construction of streets or sewers; the plotting of undeveloped 
areas for streets and the opening of private ways; the granting of licenses 
for the storage or sale of merchandise in public streets; the making of 
specific repairs in public streets; the naming of public streets; the planting 
and removal of trees in public ways; the issuance of licenses for the keeping 
storage, manufacture and sale of gasoline, oil, and other inflammable 
substances or explosive compounds; and the use of public ways for any 
permanent or temporary obstruction or projection in, under, or over 
the same, including the location of conduits, poles and posts for telephone, 
telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes; signs, marquees, bay 
windows, coal-holes and vaults. Incidental to its powers to take lands 
and construct streets, it has authority to award compensation to land 
owners for damages resulting from such taking and construction. In 
certain instances its awards and its grants of licenses or permits must 
bear the approval of the Mayor. 

In 1895 the duties of the Board of Survey were transferred to the Board 
of Street Commissioners. In 1907 the Board of Street Commissioners 
was charged with the licensing of street stands for the storage or sale of 
merchandise. In 1909, by Section 28 of the City Charter (Acts of 1909, 
Chapter 486 and amendments thereto) the jurisdiction previously exer- 
cised by the Board of Aldermen concerning the naming of streets, the 
planting and removal of trees in public ways, the issue of permits or 
licenses for coasting, the storage of gasoline, oil and other inflammable 
substances or explosive compounds and the use of public ways for any 
permanent or temporary obstruction or projection in, under, or over the 
Same, including the location of conduits, poles and posts for telephone, 
telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes, was vested in the 
Board of Street Commissioners, to be exercised with the approval in 
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writing by the Mayor, and the Mayor and City Council were given 
authority to fix by ordinance the terms by way of cash payment, rent, 
or otherwise, upon which permits or licenses for the storage of gasoline or 
oil or inflammable substances or explosive compounds and the construction 
or use of coal-holes, vaults, bay windows, signs and marquees, in, under, 
or over the public ways shall be issued. The fees for licenses or permits 
to sell or store inflammables or explosives are collected by the Board of 
Street Commissioners upon their original issuance of such licenses. There- 
after, an annual renewal fee for such licenses, which is one half of the original 
fee, is collected by the Fire Department. The fees for licenses or permits 
to maintain obstructions or projections in, under, or over the streets are 
collected by the Board of Street Commissioners. 

In 1913 the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority to 
issue permits for the erection of garages. 

By virtue of Section 1 of Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
the Board of Street Commissioners is charged with the care and main- 
tenance of all land and buildings belonging to the city and not used for 
specific purposes. 

In 1927, by authority of, and in conformity with, Section 8 of Chapter 85 
of the General Laws (1921), the Board of Street Commissioners adopted 
“Rules and Regulations Relating to Projections in, on or over Public 
Highways,” amending and revising all its pre-existing rules and regula- 
tions concerning such projections. The penalty for violation of these 
Regulations is a fine not exceeding five dollars for each day that the viola- 
tion continues, after five days’ notice given by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners to the violator. 

In 1930 (by Chapter 399 of the Acts of 1930) the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Street Commissioners as to the storage and sale of gasoline, oil 
and other inflammables or explosives was amplified and its jurisdiction 
extended to include the licensing and regulation of open-air parking spaces. 

In 1908 the Board of Street Commissioners was charged with the regu- 
lation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic. In 1929 (by Chapter 263 of the 


Acts of 1929) jurisdiction over the regulation of traffic was transferred 


from the Board of Street Commissioners to the Boston Traffic Commission. 
In 1929, also, the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority 
(by Chapter 187 of the Acts of 1929) to license the holding of religious 


meetings, political meetings or rallies in public ways. That Act was, — 


however, repealed by Chapter 173 of the Acts of 1931. 

Under Chapter 148, Section 56, of the General Laws (Tercentenary 
Edition), the Board of Street Commissioners grants licenses for open-air — 
parking spaces.

He publishes reports 
yearly, also monthly statements.

The duties of the department are set forth in the General Laws, Chap- 
ters 94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 

The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, pedlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The department must in- 
vestigate all complaints registered with the department and, when the 
evidence warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in 
charge of 5 supervising school physicians, 1 medical inspector, 1 schoo] 
physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 1 otologist, 
49 school physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition classes, 3 nutrition class 
attendants, 3 assistant nutrition class attendants, 20 matrons, and 1 
sanitary engineer. 

Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 86 elementary and _ inter- 
mediate school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 
assistant supervising nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 
and 61 school nurses. 

PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 

In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under their 
control. 

The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1943 is $375,866.84. The cost of Military Drill is not charged against the 
appropriation for Physical Education. 

The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director, 1 
associate director, 1 supervisor-in-charge of playgrounds, 15 instructors 
of military drill, 2 armorers, 49 women and 2 men instructors of physical 
education, 15 teacher coaches of athletics, and 11 supervisors of 
‘playgrounds, assisting in the direction of approximately 500 play- 
ground teachers assigned for different seasons. The latter have 
charge of games, plays, dances, etc., in the 110 schoolyard play- 
grounds, 29 park playgrounds in use, and 14 special play areas. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE. 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the State Board of 
Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation Schools, for 
employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, were included 
under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus maintained are the 
Boston Trade School (for Boys), day and evening classes, Trade School 
for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, Brandeis Vocational High 
School, High School of Practical Arts, also co-operative courses in Brighton, 
Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury Memorial 
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High School for Boys and South Boston High, and practical arts courses 
in the evening elementary schools. 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two-thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 

MANUAL ARTS. 

The Training School for Teachers of Mechanic Arts, located in the 
Parkman Schoolhouse, Broadway, South Boston, is conducted under the 
direction of the Department of Manual Arts. 

There are eight co-operative courses in high schools, as follows: Brighton 
(auto mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (woodwork), 
East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde Park (machine shop practice), 
Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury Memorial High School for Boys 
(printing), and South Boston (sheet metal). There is a mechanic arts. 
course in shopwork in the Roslindale High School. 

There are 177 shops in elementary and intermediate schools, in which 
the following-named subjects are taught: Auto mechanics, drafting, 
electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, printing, sheet 
metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Modeling is taught in fifth grades in all boys’ schools, by a special 
teacher. Cardboard construction and bookbinding in the fourth and 
fifth grades are supervised by the department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 66, and school gardening in 29 elementary 
and intermediate districts. 


HOUSEHOLD SCIENCE AND ARTS, 


The Household Science and Arts Department comprises a director, 
an assistant director, and 217 teachers. 

There are twelve high schools offering courses in Household Science: 
and Arts: Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Girls’ High, 
High School of Practical Arts, Hyde Park, * Jamaica Plain, Jeremiah E. 
Burke, Roslindale High, Roxbury Memorial, South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 31 regularly appointed teachers of 
Dressmaking, 2 temporary teachers of Dressmaking, 3 regularly appointed 
teachers of Millinery, and 16 regularly appointed teachers of Household. 
Science (Foods and Household Management). In these schools there 
are 33 standard sewing rooms, 15 cookery rooms, and 7 home practice 
suites. 

In the elementary and intermediate schools there are 101 teachers of 
Sewing, 1 teacher of Millinery, and 57 teachers of Cookery, 4 temporary 
teachers of Sewing, 1 temporary teacher of Cookery, and 1 temporary 
teacher of Bookbinding. In these schools there are 68 rooms equipped 
for instruction in cooking, 21 of these cooking rooms having adjoining 
suites, and 112 classrooms are equipped for teaching sewing.

Management.) 
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EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS. 


There are ten evening high schools: Central (English High School- 
house), Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Girls’, Hyde 
Park, Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical Schoolhouse), and South 
Boston. These schools, the sessions of which are held on Monday, 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7.30 to 9.30, are conducted in the 
several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All but the Central 
High are commercial schools. 

There are thirteen evening elementary schools, and three branch schools 
of same, in session on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday evenings. 

Evening trade classes for persons employed in the trade are conducted 
in the Boston Trade School and four branch schools held in the Brighton, 
East Boston and Hyde Park High Schoolhouses. Evening classes for 
persons not employed in the trade are conducted at the Brandeis Vocational 
High School Building, 25 Warrenton street. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


There are 25 schools for immigrants where instruction in the English 
language is provided, classes being conducted daily (except Saturday) 
for two hours in the forenoon and the same in the afternoon. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 


Classes for boys are held in the Continuation School, 25 Warrenton 
street; classes for girls, at 10 Common street. 

All children 14 to 16 years of age employed under an employment 
permit are compelled by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL AND CIVIC PURPOSES. 


In 1912, the School Committee were authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. Under 
this arrangement there are now fourteen School Centers, each having a 
manager and largely attended on two evenings and one afternoon a week. 
More than 75 school buildings are also used by Non-School Center groups. 

The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The appropriation for 1943 is $76,802.84. 
Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, etc., 
basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by the 
Election Department as polling places, lighting and janitor service being 
paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS. 
The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 


retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff of 
the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty-five years, also 
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such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. If 
the teacher retired has been employed in the public day schools for a 
period of thirty years or more, ten years of which have been in the Boston 
public day schools, the pension paid amounts to one-third of the annual 
salary received at time of retirement, but in no case is it less than $312, 
nor more than $600 annually. If the period of service is less than thirty 
years, the pension is proportionally less. The School Committee is 
authorized to provide for these pensions by appropriating annually such 
amount as it deems necessary, which together with the unexpended balance 
of the previous year and the amount of reimbursement from the Common- 
wealth, will pay pensions for the year. These pensions are paid to teachers 
who were retired before the establishment of the Boston Retirement 
System or who have not become members of such system. The Permanent 
School Pension Fund amounted to $1,484,921.74 on January 1, 1943, and 
312 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is paying $120 per year to 464 annuitants, the total amount of its fund on 
September 30, 1942, being $2,201,279.33. At that date 3,387 teachers 
were each contributing $18 per year to this fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 


board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of schoo] — 


buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘“‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.”’ 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 
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Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston, established in 1885, was 
superseded in 1906 by a single executive, the Police Commissioner. 

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which 
is a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 
MiThe Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of 
the Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of 
several subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investi- 
gation of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and 
homicides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police 
work and investigation: Arson, banking, general investigation, hotels, 
narcotic, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers and dealers in second- 
hand articles, pickpockets, radical, shopping, and sex crimes. A night 
motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, to prevent, so 
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far as possible, the commission of crime, and if acts of violence or other 
serious crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the 
offenders. The Bureau also handles cases of fugitives from justice and 
conducts hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various 
police departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. 
Further, it cooperates in every possible way with outside police depart- 
ments in the investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Super- 
vision of the daily line-up of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is 
conducted by this Bureau. 

The Bureau of Records, established at Headquarters, includes within 
its activities a former part of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation, known 
as the Criminal Identification Division. 

The unit is of great value and stands in favorable comparison with 
identification units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
the efficiency and to increase its worth. To bring about this efficiency 
of service, equipment of the Bureau is continually being augmented 
by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

The files of the Bureau of Records contain records of all assignments 
made in the Bureau of Criminal Investigation, and all records of arrests 
made throughout the Department. On file, also, are reports of all felonies 
committed within the city and all reports of the investigation of these 
felonies. 

The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and maintenance 
of the system of operations of the Department, including police broad- 
casting station ‘““WQIP,” located at Police Headquarters, and police 
broadcasting station ‘‘WRAS,” located on the roof of the new Court- 
house Building, Pemberton square; the latter station being operated by 
remote control from the Bureau of Operations at Police Headquarters. 

These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 

The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 79 police cars, 4 police boats, and 15 com- 
bination patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way 
radio telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving 
through all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be 
reached by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio 
message from either the broadcasting station at Headquarters, ‘‘WQIP,”’ 
or from the station upon top of the new Courthouse Building, ‘‘W RAS.” 

The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act 
of committing crime. 

The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic con- 
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ditions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 A. M. to 
12 o'clock midnight, within the in-town and Back Bay sections of the city. 
On Saturdays such duty is extended to 1 o’clock Sunday morning. 

The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all lost, stolen 
and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to have been 
illegally obtained, and all articles and property taken from persons arrested 
for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized liquor and gaming 
implements which come into possession of the Department. 

All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 


The Headquarters of the Department is located at 154 Berkeley street, 
corner of Stuart street. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force, and they receive pay in accordance with their rank in the 
force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the ‘‘ Michael 
H. Crowley,” a 60-foot craft; the ‘‘ William H. Pierce” and the ‘‘ William 
H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts; the ‘Argus,’ a 28-foot craft; and 
a 22-foot motor speed boat, named the ‘‘ Dispatch.”’ 

By Chapter 114, Acts of 1921, as amended, the annual listing of resi- 
dents, includes all women 20 years of age and over, in addition to the men. 

On June 16, 1948, the police force numbered 2,354: consisting of 1 
superintendent, 5 deputy superintendents, 27 captains, 62 lieutenants, 
1 lieutenant-inspector, 182 sergeants, 1,967 patrolmen, 94 ‘‘military 
substitute” patrolmen, 5 permanent policewomen and 10 provisional 
temporary policewomen. 

There are 18 men assigned to the signal service, whose director has 
charge of 566 signal boxes. 

Salaries: Superintendent, $7,000; deputy superintendents, $4,500; 
captains, $4,000; lieutenants and lieutenant-inspector, $2,900; sergeants, 
$2,700; patrolmen, $1,800 first year and $100 increase each year until 
$2,300 (maximum) is reached. Two hundred dollars each additional salary 
annually to officers who serve as aides to Police Commissioner. Uni- 
forms and equipment are free. 

An annual emergency compensation allotment of $200, each, in addition 
to yearly salary, allowed to the Superintendent of Police, Deputy 
Superintendents and Captains.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them:

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
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Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal parties must be 
represented and the term of the members is fixed at six years after the 
first appointment, which was for six, four, and two years. The Board 
was created to exercise all the powers and perform all the duties conferred 
upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston relative to intoxicating 
liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, common victuallers, 
billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, intelligence offices, 
picnic groves, and skating rinks. By Chapter 169 of the Acts of 1936 
skating rinks are now licensed by the Licensing Division of the Mayor’s 
office. 

The fee fixed by Section 202 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws is 
not less than $2 for each class of license, with the exception of licenses 
for common victuallers and innholders. The fees for common victualler 
and innholder licenses were fixed by Section 2, Chapter 140, of the General 
Laws, at not more than $5 for each license. By statutory authority the 
City Council has fixed the fee of $7.50 for common victuallers and $25 
for innholders without alcoholic beverages; with alcoholic beverages, 
innholder’s fee is $7.50. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit,” the fee for such licenses not to exceed $5. 


By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. No fee was to be charged. By Statutes 
of 1921, Chap. 59, a fee of not more than $2 was allowed, if established 
by the City Council. The Council established the fee at $2 in 1922. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks.’’ The fee for such license was not to 
exceed $1. By statutory authority the City Council has fixed the fee of 
$2 for such license. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the ‘‘ firearm” law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. The 
fee for such license to be fixed by the Board not to exceed $5. 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. No fee was to be charged to common victuallers and inn- 
holders carrying on such entertainment, but a fee of $5 could be charged to 
persons selling drinks who carried on an entertainment. Entertainments 
consist of dancing, music, cabaret, or amusements. 
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By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a hearing. 

Nore: Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1933, which gave the Board authority 
to issue non-alcoholic beverage licenses containing not more than 3.2 per 
cent of alcohol, was repealed when the new alcoholic law (Chap. 376) was 
enacted. Any 3.2 licensee could carry on his business until May 1, 1934; 
or could surrender his license and get a refund, or a credit on the fee paid 
for an alcoholic beverage license.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of twelve citizens being named therein as Managers 
of the Franklin Fund and having the standing of a City department with 
the object of maintaining the Franklin Technical Institute as an inde- 
pendent technical school for adults. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thease pounds 
to “the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The

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codicil provided that the fund “‘if accepted by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Selectmen, 
united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘‘young married artificers under the age of twenty-five 
years.” 

Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, “‘of which,” he says, 
“T would have the managers then lay out at their discretion £100,000 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to be let 
out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this second 
term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the sum 
will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of Boston, 
and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the State, not 
presuming to carry my views farther.’’ The Town accepted the donation 
at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the division 
of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on January 17, 
1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of Aldermen of 
the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the ‘‘Selectmen,” 
$329,300.48 (422 of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, for “‘the 
purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Technical In- 
stitute and for the equipment of the same.’”’ Owing to a series of com- 
plications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. Mayor 
Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the Supreme 
Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of the persons then 
acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered an opinion Novem- 
ber 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373, page 43), to the effect that the three ministers 
were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen 
did not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen” as Managers and had no powers with 
reference to it. The Court, under its general power to care for public 
charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, a Board of Managers to 
take the place of the “Selectmen,’”’ and provided in the decree of the 
Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the Franklin 
Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only 
the annual income from this fund is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

On January 31, 1907, the amount of the ‘‘accumulated” fund available 
for expenditure by the Managers was $438,741.89, and in that year the 
Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected at the corner of Apple- 
ton and Berkeley Streets. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Tech- 
nical Institute to train young men and women for positions of supervision 
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in industry. In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical 
Institute. It is maintained partly by tuition fees and rents ($161,078.84 
for the school year 1942-1943), including the income from the above 
mentioned Funds (7. e., the Andrew Carnegie Donation and the Storrow 
bequest). The building contains 11 classrooms, 5 draughting rooms, 
and 16 shops and laboratories, where approximately 1,070 adult students 
received instruction at evening sessions and 50 in day courses during the 
school year 1942-1943. Besides the civilian students, training is being 
given to large numbers of United States Army Engineer Enlisted Special- 
ists, United States Coast Guardsmen, and men from the United States 
Navy, under government contract. There is also a technical and scientific 
library and an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. The building, 
with equipment, cost $436,970.59. The site, containing about 16,000 
square feet, was purchased in 1906 for $100,000, a 20-year loan being 
issued to cover same. 
The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, “‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
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Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the City Treasurer; all collections and receipts are handled 
by the City Collector; and the examination of all bills and demands 
rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all expenditures 
and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, and at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, in the hope of being able, by proper instruction, to 
better the living and health conditions of the communities in the congested 
districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity Streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to he 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 

Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 


This chain of play spaces consist of the most modern architecture: 
Wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and are a great asset to the City.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five unpaid 
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members, four of whom are appointed by the Mayor and City Council, 
the fifth member being appointed by the State Board of Housing. Mem- 
bers originally appointed by the Mayor serve for terms of one, two, four 
and five years respectively, and the member originally appointed by the 
State Board of Housing serves for the term of three years. As the terms 
of members expire, successors are appointed by the same authority for 
terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the unsanitary 
and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its jurisdiction which 
cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the clearance, 
replanning and reconstruction of such areas in accordance with the terms 
of Chapter 449 of the Acts of 1935, as amended by Chapter 484 of the 
Acts of 1938. With the approval of the State Board of Housing and 
the Mayor, it is empowered to enter into agreement with any agency 
of the Federal Government for assistance, financial or otherwise, to rem- 
edy such sub-standard conditions. 

The Authority presently operates eight projects. Three of them, the 
projects: located in the Charlestown, Mission Hill and Lenox Street dis- 
tricts, are tenanted by low-income families. The projects in the Orchard 
Park, Heath Street and East Boston districts are now used to house War 
Production Workers and their families. Families of enlisted personnel 
of the armed forces of the United States who are in-migrant are also 
tenants in these three projects. 

The project in the Bay View section of South Boston was originally 
constructed by the Authority as a low-income project. This project was 
subsequently sold to the Federal Works Agency to house war workers. 
The Authority now operates this project as well as Old Harbor Village 
in South Boston under lease from the Federal Public Housing Authority. 
Old Harbor Village is tenanted by low-income families. 

Additional areas have been cleared in the East Brookline Street district 
of the South End and the D Street district of South Boston for further 
construction.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 

The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 

A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘‘substantially completed”’ and in ‘“‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make up of the Commission in charge.

Under Chapter 5 of the Ordinances of 1941 there was established the 
City of Boston Committee on Public Safety, which shall have charge of 
civilian defense of lives and property in Boston. The ordinance directs 
that the committee shall be composed of the mayor, as chairman, and of 
such department heads and other persons, not exceeding twenty in num- 
ber, as the mayor may appoint from time to time. From the members 
so appointed the mayor shall designate an executive director who shall 
receive such compensation as the mayor may determine. Each member 
of the committee shall serve at the pleasure of the mayor or until the 
repeal of this ordinance. The committee may appoint and compensate 
an executive secretary and other technical and staff personnel necessary 
to the performance of its functions. 

In the discharge of its functions, the committee shall cooperate with 
federal, state, and municipal authorities. To the extent permitted by 
law, the committee shall act for the City of Boston in carrying out the 
provisions of Chapter 719 of the Acts of 1941, including, without implied 
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limitation, the conduct of blackouts, air raid warnings, and other defense 
activities and the appointment, training and equipping of volunteer, 
unpaid protection units. 

The committee may expend for the purposes herein stated such funds 
as may be appropriated or as may be otherwise made available. 

The police commissioner may furnish, on such occasions and to such 
an extent as he may deem advisable, the assistance of the police depart- 
ment to another city or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of 
violence therein, in accordance with the provisions of section 5 (b) of 
Chapter 719 of the Acts of 1941. 

This ordinance shall remain in force during the effective period of 
Chapter 719 of the Acts of 1941, or any act in substitution therefor or 
continuation thereof.

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress. 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RECOMMENDING 


APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX CRDERS FOR 
THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1948. 





OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Boston, February 1, 1948. 


Honorable Council of the City of Boston. 


GENTLEMEN,— Section 3 of the City Charter of the 
City of Boston, as most recently amended by chapter 
604 of the Acts of 1941, provides that all appropriations, 
other than for school purposes, to be met from taxes, 
revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the Mayor, who, not later than the first Monday 
in February of each year, shall submit to the City Coun- 
cil the annual budget of the current expenses of the city 
and county for the current fiscal year. Accordingly, I 
herewith recommend to your Honorable Body the 
maintenance appropriations for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1948, and ending December 31, 19438, for the 
city and county departments. There is submitted in 
addition my allowances for the revenue departments of 
the city which are self-sustaining, and are not provided 
for from tax collections but from fees charged for their 
services. 

Previous budgets which I have submitted to the City 
Council have emphasized the necessity of insuring 
stability of, and confidence in, our financial structure 
by careful management of expenditures. The applica- 
tion of this policy has resulted in substantial annual 
savings. A full year of war has brought in its wake 
rapid and far-reaching changes in our national economy. 
The mobilization of our armed forces has depleted the 
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available manpower for purely civilian uses. Industry 
converted to total war effort has absorbed much of the 
remainder. Further depletion must be expected as the 
tempo increases in the effort to raise an enormous army, 
navy and air force and supply them with all the sinews 
of war. 

Obviously, the discharge of municipal functions must 
be seriously affected. Yet we cannot and must not 
allow the essential services of our city to become dis- 
rupted or disorganized. War priorities preclude the 
entering upon extended capital improvements, or indeed 
extensive alterations. Possible repairs to plant and 
equipment should be undertaken to prevent permanent 
deterioration and ultimate loss. The continuance of 
our municipal functions must be undertaken with 
reduced personnel and a realization that the times call 
for great personal sacrifice and increased effort. In- 
creased prices have laid an unusually heavy burden 
upon many of our institutions, resulting in larger 
appropriations for food, fuel and medical supplies. This 
would have been serious, were it not for substantial 
reductions in welfare and pay roll items. 

While the objective of financial stability must not be 
submerged, a more compelling fundamental obligation 
exists to preserve the integrity of our city by intelligent 
administration, while cooperating unreservedly with our 
national government. While the appropriations re- 
quested are dangerously close to the minimum require- 
ments for maintenance, they should be sufficient in the 
light of anticipated needs, based upon past experience 
and the trend of national events. 

In my annual message to your Honorable Body de- 
livered by me on January 4, 1943, I expressed my inten- 
tion to adjust the basic salaries for the uniformed forces 
of the Fire and Police Departments. 

Further study has impressed me with the advisa- 
bility of a temporary general adjustment of compensa- 
tion levels for employees other than the uniformed forces 
of the Police and Fire Departments. Within a short 
period I shall request the City Council to apptove an 
appropriation for such additional sums as due considera- 
tion for the capacity of the city to pay may warrant.

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1943 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1943, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and 
for the objects and purposes herein after stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the State, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the de partment 
income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appropriation for 
the City Record be met by the income of said publication and any excess 
over income from taxes; and the appropriation for the Traffic Tunnel be 
met by the income from tolls and any excess over income from taxes, in 
accordance with the provisions of section 11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 
1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1935; and the appropria- 
tion for the Foreclosed Real Estate Division be met by the income of 
said division, exclusive of proceeds from the sale of foreclosed property, 
and any excess over income from taxes; that the other appropriations 
hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the treasury 
at the close of business on December 31, 1942, exclusive of the money 
raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, 
gift, trust or special appropriation by the income of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1943, and by taxes on the polls and estates in the 
City of Boston, and by the proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax for 
the year 19438, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the Com- 
monwealth shall be payable in two equal installments, on July first and 
on October first of 1948; that interest shall be charged on all taxes remain- 
ing unpaid after the first day of November, 1943, in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter 59, section 57, of the General Laws, as amended, 
until paid, except the taxes assessed upon shares of national banks, which 
shall bear interest at the rate of 12 per cent per annum from the first day 
of October, 1943, until paid, and that all interest which shall have become 
due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, no 
money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or 
items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or item.

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ORDINANCES OF 1943, CHAPTER 1, 


CONCERNING EMERGENCY COMPENSATION 
ALLOTMENTS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Three. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

During the continuance of the existing state of war 
between the United States and any foreign country and 
for a period of six months after its termination an emer- 
gency compensation allotment may be allowed and paid 
to any official or employee of the city of Boston or of 
the county of Suffolk notwithstanding any provisions of 
the ordinances of the city of Boston or of the county 
compensation and classification plan which determine or 
limit the salary of such an official or employee.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1948, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and 
for the objects and purposes herein after stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the State, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the department 
income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appropriation for 
the City Record be met by the income of said publication and any excess 
over income from taxes; and the appropriation for the Traffic Tunnel be 
met by the income from tolls and any excess over income from taxes, in 
accordance with the provisions of section 11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 
1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1935; and the appropria- 
tion for the Foreclosed Real Estate Division be met by the income of 
said division, exclusive of proceeds from the sale of foreclosed property, 
and any excess over income from taxes; that the other appropriations 
hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the treasury 
at the close of business on December 31, 1942, exclusive of the money 
raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, 
gift, trust or special appropriation; by the income of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1943; by taxes on the polls and estates in the City 
of Boston; and by the proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax for 
the year 1948, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the Com- 
monwealth shall be payable in two equal installments, on July first and 
on October first of 1943; that interest shall be charged on all taxes remain- 
ing unpaid after the first day of November, 1943, in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter 59, section 57, of the General Laws, as amended, 
until paid, except the taxes assessed upon shares of national banks, which 
shall bear interest at the rate of 12 per cent per annum from the first day 
of October, 1943, until paid, and that all interest which shall have become 
due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, no 
money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or 
items designated in the tables and sehedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or item.

streets in South Boston, Mass., shown on plans hereto- 
fore filed, the following: 

Additional railroad tracks connecting with the termi- 
nation of the northerly track in East First street and 
continuing on said East First street and intersecting 
P street in said South Boston, shown on plan filed 
herewith dated April, 1948, File No. 1571/2 F-1-4, 
entitled, ‘‘Wharf, South Boston, Mass., Grading and 
Track Work, Double Track Layout,’ and to make 
necessary changes for the connection and alignment 
of the existing track and curve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located in this 
order is upon condition that the whole work of laying 
the same, the form of rail to be used, and the kind and 
quality of material used in paving said tracks shall be 
under the direction and to the satisfaction of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and shall be approved by 
him.

FANEUIL HALL, JULY 4, 1943

I am deeply conscious of the significance of today’s 
anniversary. I am grateful to the distinguished 
Mayor of Boston — Honorable Maurice J. Tobin — 
for conferring upon me the honor of appearing in the 
capacity that I am at this traditional meeting. 

We are gathered today in this historic Faneuil 
Hall — ‘The Cradle of Liberty’— at a time when 
our country is engaged in the war that was thrust 
upon us,— a war of survival,—and during one of the 
most important and trying periods of the known 
history of man. We are also assembled at a time 
when our loved ones are fighting and dying for the 
preservation of our beloved country — for the religious 
civilization that we believe in, the origin of which 
is in God Himself. 

Having in mind, as we all must have, the trying 
conditions that exist, I feel that the traditional kind 
of a speech for this occasion is less appropriate; there- 
fore, my observations will be mainly confined to the 
present war and the danger that confronts us. 

The basic considerations that motivated the people 
of the Thirteen Colonies of 167 years ago and actuates 
us of this generation of Americans of today are similar. 
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In this historic building, ‘“The Cradle of Liberty,” 
men gathered 167 years ago to fight to obtain freedom, 
liberty and independence. They fought to escape 
the governmental absolutism of those days — the 
attempt to deny them the liberty which they sought 
and prized. ‘Today, we are gathered in “The Cradle 
of Liberty,” and are faced with the necessity of pre- 
serving liberty, freedom and independence. They 
gave us a free nation — giving to us the rights of the 
individual. Today, we are faced with the attempt to 
destroy the free government that they gave to us, 
and to take away the rights of the individual that the 
hardy men and women of the Revolutionary and 
succeeding days established for our benefit. In 1776 
they fought to obtain liberty, in 1948 we are fighting 
to retain liberty. 

We remember reading in history of the living 
statement of the famous Patrick Henry — ‘‘Give me 
liberty or give me death.” ‘Today, we could well 
paraphrase that famous utterance and say: “Retain 
my liberty, or give me death.” : 

Since those days several generations of Americans 
have come and gone. You and I possess the govern- 
ment that the Founding Fathers established — the 
government that each succeeding generation has pre- 
served and strengthened. 

You and [ inherited that government. 

It is our duty and obligation to preserve those 
institutions of government, and to pass them on — 
strengthened — but in no event weakened or destroyed, 
for the benefit of the generations of Americans to come. 

That is our duty! 

With the guidance of God and the spirit of those 
hardy and brave men and women of the Revolutionary 
days, and those who gathered in this historic building 
167 years ago, animating us today, we will perform that 
duty with complete success. 

One hundred sixty-seven years ago, the courageous 
founders of our country — willing to make every 
worldly sacrifice, even life itself — declared the Inde- 
pendence of the Colonies of the Western Hemisphere. 
The Declaration of Independence is just as much a 
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part of the fundamental law of our land as the 
Constitution of the United States itself. 

The signers of the Declaration of Independence 
are long since dead, but their immortal words echo 
today just as strongly as they did 167 years ago. 
Those words will always echo and live. The Declara- 
tion of Independence is just as much a command to 
you and me of today — to fight and to die to preserve 
the inalienable rights of man, as it was to the signers 
of that immortal document. 

The signers of the Declaration of Independence 
and the Fathers of our Country gave us political 
freedom —a government of laws and not of men. 
They gave each and every one of us the benefit of a 
free government — yes — they set forth the rights of 
the individual — God given rights —and by solemn 
compact obligated our government to guarantee and 
protect those rights, as well as the free exercise 
thereof. 

But they also recognized that these constitutional 
rights carried with them the obligation, the duty and 
the responsibility of everyone exercising them in the 
best interest of our government. And further, of 
fighting and dying if necessary — to protect and pre- 
serve them, as well as our government itself. 

In the days of George Washington, our first 
President, the enemies of the new republic from 
within — the forces working for the establishment of 
a monarchy — were the main constant source of 
danger to our country. It was the personality of 
Washington that prevented these forces from receiv- 
ing any popular support. He laid the sound founda- 
tion for the national life which we enjoy and possess 
today. 

In the days of the War between the States — the 
Civil War—the existence of our country was 
threatened from within by internal division and 
disunion. Lack of sound leadership in those two 
periods of emergency might have resulted in the 
destruction of the United States of America as a 
sovereign nation. 

The same situation exists today. 
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We are confronted by the first external danger in 
the Constitutional history of our country that 
threatens our very existence as a nation. 

We can understand better the solution of our 
. present problems, we can explore the unknown fu- 
ture more effectively, by briefly reviewing the road 
over which we came, to where we are today. The 
landmarks of our path through history will guide us 
as we stride forward to success in this war and to a 
better, stronger life in the future. 

Independence Day, ever since it originated in the 
dangerous period of 167 years ago, has reaffirmed and 
confirmed the landmark of freedom and liberty. 

On that first Independence Day the American 
patriots faced a desperate battle for life itself. Our 
forefathers bled and fought, risking their lives, and 
established the glorious fact of independence — a 
strong nation built of a strong and fighting people. 

I have made reference to the dark days of the 
Civil War when our nation faced an equally grim 
decision. For four long years, we, as a nation, fought 
—and the generation of the Civil War days died in 
the struggle for life and independence and national 
unity. In our other wars, including the fierce struggle 
of 1918, we knew we had to win — but our national 
existence was not at stake. 

We must bear in mind that, if we lose this war, we 
lose not only a war, but we lose our country. 

In this war more than in any other, we are fighting 
powerful enemies who are imbued with the monstrous 
doctrine of hatred,— anti-religious hatred, economic 
hatred and racial hatred, —- determined to enslave the 
world. Our German and Japanese enemies would 
destroy our national life, our mode of living, every- 
thing that we hold dear. Axis domination of the air 
and sea would mean Axis strangling of America, per- 
haps economically at the start, but certainly economic 
starvation would be followed up by the firing-squad 
and the bayonet. ‘The enslaved countries of Europe 
have discovered this bitter truth. 

We know well the odious nature of the enemy, his 
tenacity and his strength. That is why I say this is 
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as desperate a war for Americans as was the War 
for Independence and the Civil War. It is a war of 
survival. We are fighting an enemy who would 
destroy Boston or any other city; whose leaders 
would happily tear this historic building down to a 
rubble of bricks. Why? Because Faneuil Hall is 
a landmark of independence and freedom. 

We know these things from the mouths of the 
enemy’s own leaders: Hitler, who said, ‘‘No eco- 
nomic policy is possible without a sword’’; from the 
bemedalled Goering, who said, ‘‘Our business is not to 
do justice but to destroy and exterminate’’; from the 
unlamented Yamamoto, who proposed to write the 
peace treaty in the White House at Washington. 
One Nazi newspaper put it this way: “Totalitarian 
victory means the utter destruction of the vanquished 
nation, and its complete and final disappearance from 
the historical arena.”’ 

Our enemies despise the rule of the majority, 
because their power lies in their own success in pillag- 
ing and destroying —in the burning of books and in 
the persecution of minorities, in the destruction of the 
dignity and personality of the individual. Their Quis- 
lings and puppets go further, and call democracy “an 
idiotic system, where every individual has the same 
say in everything whether he understands it or not, 
where important questions about the future of nations 
are decided by an assembly of people without special 
insight into such things, elected by people who also 
have no insight.’”’ This shows their contempt of and 
hatred for democracies. 

The Axis leaders who say these things are trying 
to win their war by dividing us, by shaking our confi- 
dence in our own way of life and our willingness to 
fight and die for independence and freedom. ‘The 
Berlin radio is aiming special programs at this country, 
asking why we are fighting, and shedding crocodile 
tears for Americans because we are cutting down on 
gasoline, tires and food. That would be an effective 
way for the Axis to wage war, if our citizens listened 
and believed the German and Japanese lies and 
slanders — those which come over the air-waves, and 
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the equally vicious ones spread here at home by a few 
traitorous fifth-columnists. 

But the enemy’s evil efforts to divide and dis- 
courage us are doomed to failure. They cannot win 
among our people on the home front, any more than 
their soldiers can win against our fighting men on 
the battle fronts. They cannot win because our 
people have known independence and freedom and 
democracy from 1776 on. We know we are fighting 
for our philosophy of life, for the principles and ideals 
for which our country stands, and the right to progress 
in our own chosen way to greater prosperity and 
happiness for all of us. 

We should not underestimate our task merely 
because we have caught the enemy in a maze of lies 
about his own strength. While we have not yet won the 
war, we are doing all that is humanly possible to speed 
up the happy day of peace. But we have a long way 
to go yet. The roads to Berlin and Tokyo are long 
and hard. Nazi Germany and Imperial Japan planned 
and built and looted for years, preparing for war. 
They produced great war stores of planes, tanks, 
guns and submarines. They spent years testing and 
concentrating upon their military machines. 

Three major elements are important to waging 
war —a nation’s manpower, its economic resources, 
and the degree to which both are militarized. In 
the United States devotion to country is also a major 
element of our strength; in the Axis countries the 
slave master’s lash forces men to die on the war fronts 
for the Herrenvolk —the master race. Germany, 
with all the captured countries under the lash, and. 
Japan, with hundreds of millions of captives, have 
great manpower’ resources. They have already 
robbed China, the United States, Great Britain and 
Holland of incalculable natural resources. And they 
have been busy getting ready for total war for many 
years, while we were building, we thought, for peace 
and prosperity. 

Germany has made the continent of Europe into ° 
a fortress, strongly armed, with short and secure 
communications lines. Our troops and weapons and 
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supplies must travel thousands of miles to hit the 
enemy. It has been estimated that it takes 400 troop 
ships and 730 cargo ships to transport a million 
infantry soldiers overseas. It takes ten to eighteen tons 
of shipping to deliver a soldier and his equipment, 
depending upon what kind of fighting he is going to 
do, and it takes from one to three tons of shipping a 
month to keep him supplied. A single mechanized 
division burns up 18,000 gallons of gasoline every 
hour when it is on the move — and this fact explains 
why we are cutting out our own pleasure driving. 

The war news is good. We have swept the Axis 
out of Africa, and we have driven the Japs back in 
the Solomons and the Aleutians. Further offensive 
action is now under way in the Far East. 

But there is danger ahead for us if we assume, 
here at home, that the war is nearly over, or that the 
victory will come quickly or easily. Our advantages 
in production and planes are still largely offset by the 
distance from which we must wage war. When we 
land in Europe, we land in front of a wall of steel and 
guns. 

We will win the war sooner if we realize what a 
difficult job we still have to do here at home. You 
may be sure that our soldiers abroad realize full well 
their grim and terrible task. Here at home, men 
and women on the production line, in the shipyards 
and the factories, must continue at top speed. We 
must support the war up to the hilt. We must. 
be prepared for mounting casualties. And when 
they come, we must remember that Hitler and Tojo 
and their murdering military machines are respon- 
sible for every American boy who is killed or wounded. 
We must never forget for a moment that we are fight- 
ing the most sinister enemies we ever had. We 
must never forget that our boys in Europe and in the 
Pacific are fighting for our homes and our freedom 
and independence. 

We have done a good job so far in this war. Our 
fighting men and our producing factories and our 
railroads have accomplished feats that surpass any- 
thing in the history of mankind. Consider that 
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Xerxes, the King of Persia, won undying fame 
because he assembled less than a million troops and 
transported them across the Hellespont, a few miles 
of water, to invade Europe and conquer Greece. 
In nineteen brief months we have trained and trans- 
ported more than two million troops overseas, most 
of them for thousands of miles. None of the great 
military devastators of history — Napoleon, Genghis 
Khan, Attila—no, not even Hitler — even dreamed 
of the grand scale accomplishments already attained 
by our nation of peace lovers in the few brief months 
since Pearl Harbor. 

United States participation in the War of 1917-— 
1918 lasted from April 6, 1917, to November 11, 1918 
—four days over nineteen months. In three days 
from today we will have been at war with Japan and 
Germany for nineteen months. ‘There is nothing that 
I can see in the stars which indicates that Germany is 
weakening now as she did in 1918, or that we can count 
upon time and internal disruption to break down the 
resistance of the enemy. However, when the collapse 
comes, it will come quickly. 

But it can be said for certain that we have accom- 
plished a far greater task in our first nineteen months 
of war than we did in 1918, in terms of preparation, 
as well as in the war itself, against an infinitely stronger 
enemy. Our Army is about twice as large now as 
the one we raised in 1917 and 1918. We are pro- 
ducing the weapons with which our Allies are fighting, 
instead of having our Allies supply us as they did 
then. We are out-producing the entire Axis in 
weapons and supplies of war, after only nineteen 
months, despite their ten-year start. In 1917-1918, 
very few, if any, United States-made planes actually 
got into combat. 

Today we are supplying the Russians, the British, 
the Chinese, and many others of our Allies with most 
of their fighting planes. The other day, in the National 
House of Representatives, we passed the largest 
wartime fighting bill in the whole long length of 
history, carrying over $71,000,000,000 for our Army 
alone. ‘The fighting forces, military and industrial, 
will spend more than 100 billion dollars in the fiscal 
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year which started four days ago. Of warplanes 
alone, we will produce more than 100,000; our fleet 
will be doubled by the end of this year, and we will 
be on our way to ultimate victory. 

A little over one year ago we had a one-ocean 
Navy to participate in a two-ocean war. During the 
past eighteen months, in addition to our recovery 
from the Pearl Harbor disaster, and despite errors 
and blunders, we have made progress that has amazed 
the world. We are rapidly on the way to a two- 
ocean Navy. By the end of 1948 we shall have 
increased our Navy over our fleet of 1942 by sixty 
per cent in tonnage and one hundred per cent in the 
number of vessels. We have transformed our peace- 
time Merchant Marine into the greatest wartime Mer- 
chant Marine fleet in all history, and despite the 
attacks of enemy submarines we are adding to that 
fleet by hundreds of thousands of tons. 

We have assembled an Army of over six million 
men, every one of whom either has been or will be 
trained before going overseas. They have demon- 
strated prowess on the battlefields that stretch from 
Guadalcanal to Attu in the Pacific, to North Africa 
and the Mediterranean, and undoubtedly will, in the 
near future, on the mainland of Europe itself. Our 
leadership on land and sea and in the air has been 
outstanding. 

Our Navy is living up to the great traditions of the 
past. 

Our fighting men on land, on the sea, and in the 
alr are fighting with courage and great success. 

In passing, a tribute should be paid to the youth 
of this generation. The spirit and courage of the 
youth of today —of this generation — will always 
occupy foremost pages in the history of our country. 

We have seen great changes take place during 
the past year. A year ago the outlook was dark and 
gloomy. ‘Today the situation has changed. ‘The 
Nazi blitzkrieg is over. Nazi Germany is on the 
defensive. However, that does not mean that we 
should underestimate the fighting abilities of our 
enemy, and neither should this marked change for 
the better bring about a feeling of over-confidence 
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on our part. This change for the better should 
create a stronger feeling of determination to carry 
the battle to the enemy and to administer the knock- 
out blow as soon as possible. 

Every indication points to Italy being eliminated 
from the war in the near future. We do not entertain 
the same feeling of bitterness towards the people 
of Italy that we do toward those of Nazi Germany 
and Imperial Japan. It has been apparent for a 
long time that the heart of the average person in 
Italy is not engaged in this war. However, whether 
Italy makes peace terms or not, every indication 
points to the fact that Italy’s days of active participa- 
tion in this war will be over in the near future. The 
elimination of Italy from the war will have a very 
favorable effect throughout the entire world. It 
will bring immediate relief to our Russian ally, and 
everyone will admit that Russia has played a heroic 
part in this dreadful conflict. 

With Italy withdrawing from the war, it will mean 
twenty to twenty-five divisions of Italian soldiers 
withdrawing from the conquered Balkan States. 
Germany will have to draw upon her reserves to 
replace Italian withdrawals. With Italy under the 
control of the military leaders of the United Nations, 
German soldiers in a good part of the Balkan States 
would be open to a flank attack. The probabilities 
are that the control of Italy by the United Nations 
would force the German Army to withdraw from 
some conquered parts of the Balkan Peninsula. It 
will enable those of the conquered lands located in the 
Balkans to more openly battle the Nazi conqueror. 
It will enable us to make easier contact with them. 
It will enable us to locate air fields closer to the indus- 
trial heart of Germany and to more effectively bomb 
and destroy a great industrial part of Germany that 
heretofore has been practically immune from air 
attack. It will place the Mediterranean Sea completely 
under the control of the United Nations. It will 
greatly aid our transportation problem in the shipping 
of weapons of war to Russia, China, India and to the 
European theater of war. The elimination of Italy 
from the war will ease the strain on Turkey, with 
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probable favorable results to our cause. But, above 
all, the elimination of Italy from the war will release 
a large part of the British fleet and a good portion of 
the American fleet now in that area, both of which 
are now engaged in protecting our lines of communi- 
cation in the Mediterranean, and in the watching of 
the Italian fleet. The elimination of Italy will enable 
a substantial part of the British fleet and of our own 
fleet in that area to be released for fighting in the Far 
East. ‘The elimination of Italy will not only have an 
immediate effect upon the European front, but it will 
be of decided advantage to us in releasing British and 
American naval vessels that can be Lot against the 
Japanese. 


This will also greatly assist our ree ally, China, 
where, under great difficulty, the situation is improving. 


On the China front, the recapture of Burma, and 
the reopening of the Burma Road, is of vital 
importance. Many things are happening in that 
battle area that must be kept secret. But one thing 
is certain, that the people of the United States have a 
lasting feeling of friendship and respect for the people 
of China. After victory, China will play a major 
part in the post-war world. 

I can also say, without disclosing any military 
secrets, that President Roosevelt appreciates the 
importance of the part China plays in the Far East 
theater of war, and that he has seen and will see that 
everything possible is done to give Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek and his brave men the maximum 
assistance possible. Increased aid is already flowing 
to China. Much more is needed. ‘The difficulty is 
means of transportation. 


The recapture and reopening of the Burma Road, 
affording the opportunity of land transportation to 
China, is generally recognized as a matter of primary 
importance. In any such future effort, naval forces , 
will have to play an important part. 

We can, therefore, see that the release of American 
and British naval units in the Atlantic and the Medi- 
terranean for service and fighting in the Far East 
might well be of inestimable assistance to brave China. 
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It took a great deal more than natural resources 
and manpower to accomplish these world-shaking 
feats. What it took, what made possible our great 
production progress, and what will bring about our 
ultimate victory, is the patriotism, the unity, the God- 
fearing willingness to fight and to sacrifice for freedom 
and for our country. Our soldiers have this patriot- 
ism, and so do our industrial fighters, our home-front 
civilian workers, our farmers, our housewives, our 
boys and our girls. ‘They all know that there are no 
bystanders in this war, as there have been in some 
previous wars. ‘They know that the way to peace is 
through the combined efforts of everyone. 

The home-front fighters as well as the men in 
uniform stand ready to make the sacrifices necessary 
to victory —long, back-breaking hours in factories 
and shipyards by many new and inexperienced workers, 
efforts to meet and surmount the dislocations in home 
and community life brought about by the need for 
more and more production, and the foregoing of 
useful and comfortable things which have long been 
integral parts of our standard of living. Our civilian 
fighters are making these sacrifices now, and they will 
make more, because they know that every act of war- 
time cooperation here backs up our fighting men on 
the battle fronts, and helps to shorten the war’s cost, 
in money as well as in the blood of our young men. 

Our duty on the home front is clear, in terms of the 
action that is needed. All of us must work for victory, 
in the place where we can do the best job and where 
we are most needed. All of us must put our money to 
work for victory, in war bonds and war relief. We 
must willingly assume any tax burdens necessary to 
the winning of the war. 

All of us must waste nothing, and all of us must 
spread out and share among our people the necessary 
goods and services that are available. The more we 
save and share, the more there will be for our soldiers 
and those of our fighting Allies. I do not need to 
labor the point that our soldiers must not be denied 
anything they need to fight—and a fighting man 
needs a great deal. 
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No single one of our home-front sacrifices will win 
the war by itself. And our soldiers, brave as they are, 
cannot win without full support on the home front. 
Food by itself will not win the war. We must have 
weapons, too, and victory will come only through the 
successful interrelation and coordination of all the 
factors. 

It is our nation’s policy to spread sacrifice as evenly 
as possible among all our people. ‘There are bound to 
be inequalities based on time and place, but none be- 
cause of favoritism by the government. We are de- 
termined that no one shall use gasoline needlessly 
and for pleasure, when our boys in Africa, England and 
the Solomons or elsewhere need that gasoline for their 
war planes. At the same time we recognize that the 
sacrifices asked of most civilians, even though increased, 
are small and minor compared with the sacrifices asked 
of our men in uniform and their wives and parents. 

The measures taken to fight the war on the home 
front have caused many dislocations and inconveniences 
and some hardships. Some of these, perhaps, were 
avoidable. But you may be assured the steps that 
have been taken were taken because they were for 
the benefit of the armed forces and of the nation — 
and aimed to help bring about more quickly ultimate 
victory. Itis my confident observation that the public 
does not expect victory without inconvenience. 

In short, the people are willing to make whatever 
sacrifice is necessary. But not all of us realize fully 
that a few careless errors of omission and of commis- 
sion on the home front may seriously weaken our war 
fronts. I refer here to petty chiseling, hoarding of 
food, dealing with or operation of ‘‘black markets,” 
unjustified absence from war plant jobs, careless in- 
difference, waste of money and material, selfish acts 
and attitudes, strikes or stoppages of production for 
any reason. Such offenses, even on the part of a 
small minority, can do much to slacken and damage 
the war efforts of all of us. I am convinced that our 
people soon will realize the danger caused by the few 
who are stupid or willful, and draw together their 
ranks to prevent such dangerous activities. 
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The housewife who realizes the devastating effects 
of black markets in causing an inflation which will 
cut her husband’s pay check in half will not patronize 
the illegal merchant who bootlegs groceries at more 
than ceiling prices. 

The worker who realizes that what he produces is 
an important contribution to the war— and every- 
thing, every service, whether consumed by soldier or 
civilian, is an important contribution to this all-out- 
war — the worker who realizes the importance of 
every hour’s work, every minute’s production, will 
not idle on the job, or lose a minute from his machine. 

And the plant manager or superintendent who 
does not do his best to adjust working conditions to 
attain the best efficiency and harmony among workers 
under wartime conditions — he, too, must realize 
that workers are human beings, and that their con- 
tribution to the whole war effort may depend upon 
their health and safety, and the health and safety of 
their families and children. 

We must realize that the war has not adjourned 
the social and economic problems of our country and 
our industries. It does no good for a worker to 
sacrifice his health through over-long hours, because 
that worker then will become a net loss to the war, 
to the nation and to his family. We have need in 
wartime as in peace for job security, social security, 
recreation, health, and the other safeguards of life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness which make 
our labor and our industries the most productive in 
the world. 

This Independence Day is an appropriate time to 
call attention to the fact that we are not alone in our 
fight for freedom. The United States has always 
been in the forefront in fighting for freedom and 
independence and democracy, ever since we started 
on a new road in history 167 years ago today. But 
we have always sympathized with the myriad of 
peoples who have since then struggled for inde- 
pendence and democratic forms of self-government 
and Pe D ISON and helped them wherever we 
could. 
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This war presents again that same 1776 problem 
— independence against tyranny — for ourselves and 
for the whole world. 

The United Nations, which became a reality 
eighteen months ago, has already become a fighting 
team of states waging a single fight on a world-wide 
front. We are pooling our strength, our manpower, 
our resources, our home fronts, and our strategy in 
whatever ways will most quickly and thoroughly 
crush the enemy. 

The United Nations developed out of an 
immediate and historic need, symbolized by the 
treacherous attacks of the Japanese against us in 
Pearl Harbor and the Philippines, and by the Nazis’ 
earlier, equally barbarous invasions of Holland, 
Austria, Norway, Czechoslovakia, Belgium and other 
countries. We have learned that Munich and ap- 
peasement are not the answer. We must crush the 
enemy forever. 

To accomplish this necessary task, there exists 
the United Nations, a vast group of people working 
toward certain common objectives, people who live 
on every continent from the Arctic Circle to the 
equator. 

The United Nations is the largest and the most 
powerful combination of nations in history in organ- 
ization and objectives, and it is actually working. 
The exchange of goods and services, the many joint 
war planning boards, and the combined chiefs of 
staffs are only a few of the outstanding examples 
of international cooperation accomplished through the 
United Nations. 

It is important that this vast and advancing army 
of thirty-two nations is marching on to war and to 
victory, and, after victory, realistic efforts to prevent 
a recurrence of this destructive conflict. 

The ery of all the peace-loving people of the earth 
throughout this terrible holocaust has been, ‘‘ What 
can we do to prevent this from happening again?” 

This cry was answered by our country, when 
our Commander-in-Chief, President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, in the United Nations Pact of Wash- 
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ington, which expands and carries further into definite 
promise of performance the Atlantic Charter drafted 
a few months previously by President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill. | 

The United Nations pact binds all thirty-two sub- 
scribing nations against aggrandizement, territorial or 
otherwise, democratic consent of peoples concerned 
in any territorial changes, the right of all people to 
choose their own form of government and among 
other things, a continuing peace wherein all persons 
may live their lives in a normal way. 

In a speech made by me in January of 1942 at 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, I said: 

“America is on the march; tyranny will soon be 
on the defensive and on the run.” 

Seventeen months have gone by since I made that 
statement. 

America has been on the march. Tyranny is 
now on the defensive. The spirit of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence is not dead in this 
day. It is alive—vjust as virile, active and de- 
termined for victory today as it was then. 

The spirit “For God and Country” animates our 
people. It is that spirit which I detected right after 
the Jap treachery and which prompted me seven- 
teen months ago to confidently state, “‘America is 
on the march,” and to predict ultimate victory in our 
darkest days of the war. 

And after victory, let us hope and pray that men 
of vision and courage will represent the United 
Nations and any other nations represented around the 
peace table, who will view the future from a forward- 
looking angle, who will unselfishly lay the founda- 
tion for future permanent peace based on equity and 
justice, and will recognize the necessity of complying 
with and following the teachings of the Great Law- 
maker and Judge, God Himself. 

That gifted humorist, the late Will Rogers, once 
said: “‘America has never lost a war and never won 
a& peace.” 

This time, God willing, we shall win both.

ONE HUNDRED-FOURTH LOCATION. 





In Boarp or Street Commissioners, August 18, 1943. 


Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore 
granted to the Boston Elevated Railway Company for 
locations for tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, 
said company shall have the right to construct, maintain 
and use an alteration of and addition to its existing 
locations as follows: 

Left-hand crossover on Summer street, South Boston, 
south of bridge over Reserved Channel, said tracks being 
substantially as shown by red lines on a plan made by 
S. D. Bryden, dated July 15,1948, and deposited in the 
office of the Commissioner of Public Works; together 
with all necessary curves, crossovers, switches and 
connections. 

And the consent of the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners is granted to said company to establish and 
maintain the overhead single trolley electric system of 
motive power in the operation of its cars on said location 
and to erect, maintain and use iron poles, not less than 
twenty feet in height, at places indicated by red dots or 
circles on the aforesaid plan, or at such other places, to 
be shown by blue dots or circles on said plan, as may be 
approved by the Commissioner of Public Works, and to 
place on said poles such wires and other appliances as 
the Fire Commissioner shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order 
is uponcondition that the whole work of laying the same, 
the form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of 
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material used in paving said tracks, and the kind and 
locations of poles, shall be under the direction and to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner of Public Works, and 
shall be approved by him. Also upon condition that 
said railway company shall accept this order, and shall 
file such acceptance with the Board of Street Com- 
missioners in accordance with the provisions of statute 
law; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work authorized to be done under the 
provisions of this order shall be completed within one 
year from the date of the passage of this order.

CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING Bonpbs OF THE CiTY COLLECTOR AND THE 
City TREASURER. 


Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is 
hereby amended in section three, by striking out in the 
clause establishing the bond of the city collector the 
words “‘seventy-five thousand dollars’? and inserting in 
place thereof the words ‘‘one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars’; and by striking out in the clause establishing 
the bond of the city treasurer the words ‘‘one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars” and inserting in place thereof 
the words “‘three hundred thousand dollars.”

CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING MrAL PERIODS OF MEMBERS OF THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Section three of chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of nineteen hundred and twenty-five is hereby 
amended by adding at the end of said section the follow- 
ing:—and provided further that each member of the 
fire department while on a twenty-four hour tour of duty 
may be allowed one meal period of one and one quarter 
hours while on such tour of duty — so that section three 
as amended shall read:

SrecTION 1. The conservation bureau created pur- 
suant to section five, chapter eighteen, of the Revised 
Ordinances of nineteen hundred and twenty-five is 
hereby abolished. 

Sect. 2. The health commissioner shall establish in 
addition to the other divisions of the health department 
a conservation division for the purpose of conserving life 
and promoting public health. The scope and character 
of the work to be done by the conservation division shall 
be the study of conditions and problems of cancer 
and contagious diseases. Temporary and permanent 
employees necessary to carry on the work of the conser- 
vation division shall be appointed and their compensa- 
tion fixed in the same manner as other employees of the 
health department and their compensation and other 
expenses of the conservation division paid from appro- 
priations available for the purpose in the same manner 
as other expenses of the health department.

CONCERNING PROFESSIONAL OUTDOOR SPORTS ON THE 
Lorp’s Day. 


Section 1. The following regulations are hereby 
established for the regulation and restriction of athletic 
outdoor sports or games on the Lord’s Day and for the 
licensing of privately owned premises to be used for 
such sports or games: 

1. No license shall be issued until a liability insur- 
ance policy or bond has been filed in the city clerk’s 
office in form satisfactory to the law department and 1 in 
amount approved by the city council. 

2. There shall be no violation on said premises of 
chapter 136 of the General Laws, or any amendments 
thereto, or of any of the rules and regulations prescribed 
in said license. 

3. The licensee shall furnish such sufficient facilities 
for free drinking water on said premises as shall be 
approved by the health commissioner. 

4. The fee or total charge made for any seat any- 
where in or on said premises for the witnessing of the 
playing of professional athletic outdoor sports or games 
shall in no case be greater on the Lord’s Day than on 
each week day. 

5. The license shall be for a term ending on November 
15 in each year and the fee established herein shall be 
for a year or any portion thereof. 

6. The license fee for the period expiring November 
15, 1929, shall be $2,500 for any privately owned park 
or field which has a seating capacity of more than 
40,000 persons; $1,750 where the seating capacity is 
more than 30,000 persons; $1,000 where the seating 
capacity is more than 20,000 persons; $500 where the 
seating capacity is more than 10,000 persons; and $100 
where the seating capacity is less than 10,000 persons. 
Any license granted by the city council shall not be 
issued until payment of the fee prescribed in this 
regulation. 
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7. No licensee shall permit any temporary seats or 
other obstruction of any kind or nature in any aisle, 
stairway or passageway of any grandstand, bleachers, 
or other structure on said described premises, nor allow 
any persons thereon or therein to remain in any aisle, 
stairway or passageway during the playing of any sport 
or game on said premises. 

8. The licensee shall permit any police officers 
detailed by the police department to enter and inspect 
said premises at all times and shall employ to preserve 
order on said premises only regular police officers desig- 
nated therefor by the police commissioner or the com- 
manding officer of the division, and shall pay to the 
police commissioner for the services of such regular 
police officers such amount as shall be fixed by the 
commissioner. 

9. The licensee shall permit at all times to enter 
and be about said premises such members of the fire 
department as shall be detailed by the fire commis- 
sioner to guard against fire; shall keep in good condition 
and so as to be easily accessible such standpipes, hose, 
water pails, axes, extinguishers and other apparatus as 
the fire commissioner may require and shall allow 
such members of the fire department in case of fire on 
said premises to exercise exclusive control and direction 
of all employees and of all means and apparatus for the 
extinguishing of fire therein. 

10. The licensee agrees to accept a license, if granted, 
on the express condition that said licensee shall conform 
to these rules and regulations and that the license is 
subject to revocation for any violation thereof. 

Sect. 2, This ordinance shall take effect upon its 
passage. [Approved January 30, 1929.

Secr. 2. The clerk of committees shall be the head 
of the clerk of committees department and shall have 
charge of the subordinate officers thereof, who shall be 
under his direction and control except as otherwise 
hereafter provided by the city council. He shall act 
as clerk of all committees; shall make and keep proper 
records of the proceedings and votes of the committees; 
shall notify the members of committees of all meetings 
thereof; and shall perform such other official duties 
as may be required of him by the city council or any 
committee thereof. 

Sect. 3. The clerk of committees shall have charge 
of the library known as the City Hall Reference Library; 
shall keep in said library a copy of all publications 
issued by the city; and shall, so far as possible, com- 
plete the said library by obtaining copies of publications 
formerly issued by the city. 

Sect. 4. The expenditures of the department shall 
be paid from the appropriate items of the city council 
appropriations, subject to the approval of the president 
of the city council. 

Sect. 5. This ordinance shall take effect upon its 
passage. [Approved December 5, 1929. 





CHAPTER 12. 


ESTABLISHING THE City MESSENGER DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The city messenger department is hereby 
established, consisting of the city messenger, the assist- 
ant city messenger, the second assistant city mes- 
senger, and such other officers as may be provided for and 
added thereto by the city council from time to time. 
All of the employees of the department shall be officers 
elected by the city council. The present city messenger 
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and the other officers in the department shall continue 
in office until their successors are elected by the city 
council. 

The city messenger shall be the head of the 
city messenger department and shall have charge of the 
subordinate officers thereof, who shall be under his 
direction and control except as otherwise hereafter pro- 
vided by the city council. He shall have the care and 
custody of books and public documents printed for or 
by order of the city council and shall distribute the 
same subject to the direction of the committee on print- 
ing. He shall have the general care and custody of 
the flags, ropes and stakes, and shall rope off the streets 
or other public places for parades or other public events; 
shall, at such times as may be ordered by the city 
council, display the flags on the City Hall and at public 
places for which no other provision is made; shall attend 
all meetings of the city council and all public hearings 
held by committees; shall provide the stationery and 
other supplies for the members of the city council; shall 
keep the accounts of the expenditures from the city 
council appropriations; and shall perform such other 
official services as may be required of him by the mayor, 
the city council or any committee thereof. 

SecT. 3. The expenditures of the department shall 
be paid from the appropriate items of the city council 
appropriations, subject to the approval of the president 
of the city council. 

Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its 
passage. [Approved December 5, 1929.

No person owning or having the care, 
custody or possession of any musical instrument, radio 
set, phonograph, victrola or other machine or device 
for producing or reproducing sound shall operate or 
use or permit to be operated or used such machine or 
device in such a manner as to disturb the peace and 
comfort of the neighboring inhabitants or at any time 
with louder volume than is necessary for convenient 
hearing for the person or persons who are in the room 
or chamber in which such machine or device is operated 
and who are voluntary listeners thereto. The operation 
of any such machine or device between the hours of 
twelve o’clock midnight and seven o’clock a. m. in 
such a manner as to be plainly audible at a distance 
of one hundred feet from the building or structure in 
which it is located shall be prima facie evidence of a 
violation of this ordinance. Nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to prohibit playing by a band or 
orchestra in a hall, building or in the open air, but this 
exception shall not apply to a reproduction of such 
playing by any machine or device. 

Sect. 2. Any person, firm or corporation violating 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be subject to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence.

RELATIVE TO THE DISPLAY OF SECOND—HAND ARTICLES. 


SecTION 1. Chapter thirty-eight of the Revised 
Ordinances of the year nineteen hundred and. twenty- 
five is hereby amended by inserting after section four 
a new section entitled 4—a as follows: 

Sect. 4—a. No such shop-keeper holding a license 
from the police commissioner as a dealer in any second-

Section 1. Appointments of constables shall specify 
in each case whether the appointment is for a position

Sect. 2. From and after the date of the passage of 
this ordinance no persons other than those already 
appointed, confirmed and qualified as constables shall 
be appointed or reappointed as constables with authority 
to serve civil process upon filing bonds until such time 
as the number of such constables shall have been reduced 
to one hundred and fifty. Thereafter the number of 
constables authorized to serve civil process upon filing 
bonds shall be limited to one hundred and fifty.

CONCERNING THE ASSISTANT CITY 
COLLECTOR. 


Chapter thirteen of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is 
hereby amended by inserting after section six the 
following: 

SEcTION 7. The city collector may appoint, subject 
to the approval of the mayor, an employee in his office 
to the position of assistant city collector. The assistant 
city collector so appointed shall furnish a bond to the 
city, subject to the provisions of sections two and four 
of chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, in 
the sum of $100,000; shall be sworn to the faithful 
discharge of his duties and shall hold office until his 
successor is appointed and qualified. The assistant 
city collector shall perform. such duties as may be 
assigned to him from time to time by the city collector, 
and in the temporary absence of the city collector the 
assistant city collector shall perform the duties of the 
city collector. [Approved December 4, 1934. 
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CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING SUNDAY Sports LICENSES. 


SEcTION 1. Chapter one of the Ordinances of 1929 
concerning professional outdoor sports on the Lord’s 
Day is hereby amended by striking out clauses 5 and 6 
of section one and inserting in place thereof the following: 

5. The license shall be for a term commencing with 
March 15th and ending on October 10th in each year. 

6. The license fee for any privately owned park or 
field for the term beginning March 15th shall be $1,000: 
where the seating capacity is 20,000 persons or more; 
$500 where the seating capacity is 10,000 to 20,000 
persons; and $100 where the seating capacity is less 
than 10,000 persons. No license granted by the city 
council shall be issued until payment of the fee pre- 
scribed in this regulation. 

SEcTION 2. This ordinance shall take effect beginning 
with the fifteenth day of March, 19385.

CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING SUNDAY Sports LICENSES. 


Chapter one of the Ordinances of 1929, as most 
recently amended by chapter one of the Ordinances of 
1935, is hereby further amended by adding the two 
following clauses, viz.: 

7. A license may also be granted for a term com- 
mencing with October 11 and ending with March 15. 

8. The fee for such license shall be one half of the 
fee prescribed for the terms set forth in Clause 5.

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CHAPTER 3. 


CONCERNING Tax TiTLE PROPERTY. 


SECTION 1. Section one of chapter thirteen of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1925 is hereby amended by 
striking out in the fourth and fifth lines thereof the 
words, ‘‘and of all tax deeds of lands held by,” so as 
to read as follows: 

Section 1. The collecting department shall be under 
the charge of the city collector, who shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of collectors of taxes of 
towns; shall have the custody of all leases from the 
city; shall collect and receive all money to be paid to, 
or for the use of, the city of Boston or the county of 
Suffolk, except where other provision is made; shall, 
within twenty-four hours after receiving any money 
for the city, pay the same over to the city treasurer, 
with a statement of the different accounts on, or pur- 
poses for, which the same were received, taking a 
receipt for the same; and shall require from his sub- 
ordinates, for the faithful performance of their respective 
duties, and for the safe custody of the money and other 
property intrusted to them, bonds to himself as obligee, 
with sureties satisfactory to the mayor, as follows: 
from the cashier a bond in the penal sum of not less than 
twenty thousand dollars, and from the deputy collectors 
bonds in the penal sum of not less than five thousand 
dollars each. 

Sect. 2. Chapter thirteen of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out section two 
of said chapter. 

Sect. 3. Chapter twenty-five of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended by adding thereto 
the following section: 

Sect. 7. The superintendent shall have possession 
and management of all real estate sold to or taken by 
the city for non-payment of taxes or assessments, the 
right to redeem which has been foreclosed, and shall 
cause to be sold if a sale is in his opinion practicable, 
when authorized by the city council and with the 
approval of the mayor, and if a sale is not practicable, 
shall cause to be leased if a lease is in his opinion prac- 
ticable, upon such terms and conditions as may be 
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approved by the mayor and pursuant to the provisions 
of law applicable thereto, any and all such real estate. 

Sect. 4. Chapter thirty-six of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended by adding thereto the 
following sections: 

Sect. 9. The treasurer shall have the custody of 
all tax deeds and every instrument of taking of lands 
for the non-payment of taxes or assessments, held 
by the city. 

Sect. 10. The treasurer, pursuant to the provisions 
of law applicable thereto, upon payment to the city of 
the amount secured thereby, may assign and transfer 
to any party in interest any tax title held by the city 
and may execute and deliver on behalf of the city any 
instrument necessary therefor. 

Sect. 5. Chapter thirty-three of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended by adding thereto 
the following section: 

Sect. 2. Nothing contained in section one of this 
chapter shall apply to any real estate sold to or taken 
by the city for non-payment of taxes or assessments, 
the right to redeem which has been foreclosed.

CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING SALARIES OF OFFICERS OF THE CITY 
CoUNCIL. 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1925, as most recently amended by chapter two of the 
Ordinances of 1934, is hereby further amended in the 
clause establishing the salaries of the two stenographer- 
clerks connected with the city council, by striking out 
the words ‘‘eighteen hundred dollars each”’ and insert- 
ing in place thereof the words ‘‘two thousand dollars 
each.” [Approved January 4, 1936.

CONCERNING GASOLINE PRICE SIGNS. 


SEcTION 1. Chapter thirty-nine of the Revised 
Ordinances of nineteen hundred and twenty-five is 
hereby amended by inserting after section eighty-nine 
of said chapter the following new section,— 

SECTION 89a. No person engaged in the sale of 
gasoline by pump shall display or suffer the display of 
the price thereof by sign or other marking located at or 
near the premises upon which such person is so engaged 
unless such sign or other marking or a similar sign or 
other similar marking is attached to the pump or pumps 
to which said price applies, or, unless such sign or other 
marking clearly indicates the pump or pumps to which 
said price applies. [Approved March 19, 1936. 





CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING SOUNDING OF AUTOMOBILE HORNS. 


Section 92 of chapter thirty-nine of the Ordinances of 
the City of Boston is hereby amended by adding thereto 
the following: 

‘‘No person shall sound an automobile horn between 
the hours of 11 p. m. and 7 a. m. anywhere in the City 
of Boston, except in cases of extreme emergency ’’— 
so that said section shall read as follows: 

“The commissioner of public works shall, at the 
request of the hospital authorities, place and maintain a 
sign or signs displaying the words, ‘Warning! Hospital 
— Make No Noise’, at such points as he may determine 
on public streets and places in the vicinity of. hospitals 
accommodating more than fifty patients. No foot 
traveller, driver of a vehicle, motorman of a street car 
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or operator of a motor vehicle shall make any unneces- 
sary noise in the vicinity of such hospitals so as to 
unreasonably disturb patients therein. 

“No person shall sound an automobile horn between 
the hours of 11 p. m. and 7 a. m. anywhere in the City 
of Boston, except in cases of extreme emergency.”’

CONCERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS LICENSES. 


Chapter thirty-nine of the Revised Ordinances of 
1925 is hereby amended in section nineteen by inserting 
after the word “‘residence”’’ in the first paragraph the 
following: ‘‘and until a recent photograph of said appli- 
cant shall be presented to the health commissioner, to 
be attached to his license (said photograph to be a 
passport size,— viz., 2 inch by 2 inch).’’— so as to read 
as follows: 

No person shall hawk or peddle any fruits or vege- 
tables or any of the articles enumerated in section 17 
of chapter 101 of the General Laws and acts in amend- 
ment thereof or in addition thereto, until he has been 
assigned a number by the health commissioner, and. 
until he has recorded with said commissioner his name 
and residence, and until a recent photograph of said 
applicant shall be presented to the health commissioner, 
to be attached to his license (said photograph to be a 
passport size,— viz., 2 inch by 2 inch) and, if he hawks: 
or peddles articles which are sold by weight or measure,. 
a certificate from the sealer of weights and measures: 
that all weights, measures and balances to be used by 
him have been properly inspected and sealed. The 
presence of unsealed weights or measures on the team, 
cart or person of such hawker or peddler shall terminate 
permission to hawk or peddle under such registration.

CONCERNING THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Chapter sixteen of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
as affected by chapter three of the Ordinances of 1926 
and chapter one of the Ordinances of 1927 and chapter 
two of the Ordinances of 1931, is hereby amended in 
section two by striking out the first sentence in said 
section and inserting in place thereof the following: 

‘The health commissioner shall establish the following 
divisions of the health department: medical division, 
child hygiene division, housing and sanitary division, 
foods inspection division, laboratory division, vital 
statistics division, communicable diseases division, and 
tuberculosis division.”” [Approved January 22, 1937. 





CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING TAX TITLE PROPERTY. 


Section seven of chapter twenty-five of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 added to said chapter by section 
three of chapter three of the Ordinances of 1935, is 
hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following words: 

‘‘nrovided, however, that any such real estate which 
may be deemed valuable for any public purpose, may 
be transferred, by order of the city council approved by 
the mayor, from the possession and management of the 
superintendent of public buildings to the care, possession 
and control of any city department.”

CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING AvuTO-CAMPS AND TRAILERS. 


Section 1. No land within the limits of the city of 
Boston shall be used for auto-camps, so called, or for 
the parking or stopping place of any automobiles or 
trailers, so called, while in use for living quarters, unless 
such land is licensed for the purpose by the health 
commissioner subject to such regulations as said com- 
missioner shall deem necessary for the preservation of 
the public health and the avoidance of nuisances. The 
health commissioner is hereby authorized, if other 
authority is required than is contained in chapter 111 
of the General Laws, to make the regulations and grant 
the licenses provided for in this ordinance, and to 
charge such fee as he may determine for any such 
license. 
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Sect. 2. The owner, occupant, tenant or lessee who 
permits any land over which he has permanent or 
temporary control to be used in violation of this ordi- 
nance shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding twenty 
dollars for each offense, and it shall be deemed a sepa- 
rate offense for each day that such violation is per- 
mitted to continue after notice thereof is given to such 
person in control. [Approved August 25, 1937.

CONCERNING SALARIES OF OFFICERS AND BOARDS. 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1925, as amended, is hereby further amended by 
striking out the whole of said section and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 

Section 5. The following-named officers shall, while 
in the service of the city, receive the following salaries 
yearly and proportionally for any portion of the year, 
which shall, unless otherwise provided by ordinance, be 
in full for all services which such officers are authorized 
or required by statute or ordinance to perform, and 
shall be subject to the deduction of any and all sums 
due to the city from such officers. They shall receive 
as such salaries: 

The mayor, twenty thousand dollars. 

The members of the city council, two thousand dollars 
each. 

The assessors, the chairman seventy-five hundred 
dollars, and the two other assessors each six thousand 
dollars. The first assistant assessors, each eight hundred 
and fifty dollars for street work and preparation therefor, 
and eight hundred and fifty dollars for services on 
dooming board and work on abatements and investi- 
gations. 

The budget commissioner, six thousand dollars. 

The building commissioner, six thousand dollars. 

The city auditor — auditor, seven thousand dollars; 
secretary of sinking funds commissioners, seven hundred 
dollars; county auditor, eight hundred and eighty 
dollars. Total, eighty-five hundred and eighty dollars. 

The city clerk, seven thousand dollars, and the 
assistant city clerk, not more than fifty-five hundred 
dollars. 

The city collector, seventy-five hundred dollars. 

The city registrar, five thousand dollars. 

The city treasurer — treasurer, six thousand dollars; 
treasurer of sinking funds commissioners, seven hundred 
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dollars; county treasurer, eight hundred and eighty 
dollars. Total, seven thousand five hundred and eighty 
dollars. 

The corporation counsel, nine thousand dollars. 

The election commissioners, the chairman six thousand 
dollars, the three other commissioners each five thousand 
dollars. 

The fire commissioner, seven thousand dollars. 

The health commissioner, seven thousand dollars. 

The institutions commissioner, seven thousand dollars. 

The park commissioners, the chairman seven thousand 
dollars. The superintendent of the municipal airport, 
not more than five thousand dollars, and the deputy 
commissioner not more than forty-two hundred dollars. 

The penal institutions commissioner, five thousand 
dollars. 

The commissioner of public works, eight thousand 
dollars; the engineers in charge of divisions, each not 
more than six thousand dollars. 

The sealer of weights and measures, forty-five hundred 
dollars, the chief deputy sealer, such salary, not exceed- 
ing three thousand dollars, and the other deputy sealers 
such salary not exceeding twenty-eight hundred dollars 
each, aS may be fixed by the sealer of weights and 
measures with the approval of the mayor. 

The solders’ relief commissioner, five thousand dollars. 

The statistics trustees, the chairman thirty-five hun- 
dred dollars. 

The street commissioners, the chairman six thousand 
dollars, and the two other commissioners each five 
thousand dollars. 

The superintendent of markets, four thousand dollars. 

The superintendent of printing, six thousand dollars. 

The superintendent of public buildings, fifty-five 
hundred dollars. 

The superintendent of supplies, seven thousand 
dollars. 

The traffic commissioner, six thousand dollars. 

The transit commissioners, the chairman seventy-five 
hundred dollars, and the two other commissioners each 
five thousand dollars. 

The officers connected with the city council; the clerk 
of committees, fifty-five hundred dollars; the assistant 
clerk of committees, thirty-seven hundred and fifty 
dollars; the city messenger, fifty-five hundred dollars; 
the assistant city messenger, thirty-two hundred and

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fifty dollars; the second assistant city messenger, 
twenty-two hundred and fifty dollars; the document 
man, twenty-seven hundred and fifty dollars; two 
stenographer-clerks, each twenty-two hundred and fifty 
dollars.

Except in accordance with a special permit granted 
by the city council and approved by the mayor, no 
driveway or other opening for the passage of vehicles 
across a sidewalk shall be constructed to a width of

CONCERNING TAKING OF SEA WORMS. 


Chapter thirty-nine of the Revised Ordinances of 
1925 is hereby amended by inserting after section 
twenty-one the following: 

Section 21A. No person other than a registered 
voter of the City of Boston shall take sea worms within 
the limits of the city, except that this prohibition shall 
not apply to a person taking for his own use and not 
for purposes of sale not more than one-half pint of sea 
worms in any one day. Any person violating the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 

This ordinance shall take effect December 1, 1938.

CONCERNING FEES FOR CERTAIN LICENSES AND 
PERMITS. 


SEecTION 1. The fees hereinafter set forth are hereby 
established for the following licenses and permits under 
authority of chapter 297 of the Acts of 1931: 

1. The fee for the licenses of employing gas fitters 
and journeymen gas fitters provided for under chapter 
265 of the Acts of 1897 as amended, shall be, for an 
employing gas fitter $2.00 for the original license, 
which license shall be for a period of one year and $1. 00 
for each annual renewal thereof, and for a journeyman 
gas fitter $1.00 for the original license, which license 
shall be for a period of one year, and 50 cents for each 
annual renewal thereof. 

2. The fee for a certificate of municipal liens, item- 
izing taxes and other assessments on real estate, pro- 
vided for under section 23 of chapter 60 of the General 
Laws, shall be $2.50. 
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3. The fee for the permit for the removal and 
transportation of garbage, offal, or other offensive sub- 
stances, provided for under section 31A of chapter 111 
of the General Laws, as amended, shall be $5.00 for 
-each vehicle used in such removal and transportation. 

4. The fee for the license to deliver, exchange, 
expose for sale or sell, or have in one’s custody or pos- 
session with intent so to do, any milk, skimmed milk 
or cream provided for in section 41 of chapter 94 of the 
General Laws shall be $1.00 for each location and $1.00 
for each vehicle used for the purpose authorized by 
said license. 

5. The fee for the license to sell oleomargarine pro- 
vided for under sections 52 and 53 of chapter 94 of the 
General Laws shall be $1.00 for each location and $1.00 
for each vehicle used for the purposes authorized by 
said license. 

6. The fee for the license for occupying or using a 
building or other premises for carrying on the business 
of slaughtering cattle, sheep or other noxious or offen- 
sive trade and occupation or permitting or allowing 
said trade or occupation to be carried on upon premises 
owned or occupied by the person carrying on said busi- 
ness or trade or occupation, provided for under section 
151 of chapter 111 of the General Laws shall be $25.00 
per annum. 

7. The fee for the license for innholders provided for 
under section 2 of chapter 140 of the General Laws 
shall be $25.00, provided, however, that in the event that 
an innholder is the holder of a license for the sale of 
alcoholic beverages said fee shall be $5.00. 

8. The fee for the license for common victuallers 
provided for under section 2 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $7.50. 

9. The fee for the license to persons to keep open 
their places of business for the retail sale of beverages 
provided for under section 21A of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $2.00. 

10. The fee for a permit for the following signs and 
other structures projecting into ways provided for 
under section 8 of chapter 85 of the General Laws shall 
be— 

(a) Plain signs of cloth or canvas 20 cents per 
square foot per month or fraction thereof. 

(b) Illuminated signs twenty square feet or 
less, $3.00 per annum; more than twenty square 
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feet up to and including forty square feet, $5.00 
per annum; more than forty square feet, $5.00 per 
annum, plus 10 cents per annum for each addi- 
tional square foot or fraction thereof in excess of 
forty square feet; provided, however, that when any 
illuminated sign projects over the public way in 
excess of five feet, there shall be an additional fee 
of $1.00 per annum for each linear foot or fraction 
thereof of said excess projection. 

(c) Marquees—twenty linear feet or less, 
$10.00 per annum; more than twenty linear feet, 
$10.00 per annum, plus 10 cents per annum for 
each additional linear foot or fraction thereof in 
excess of twenty linear feet. 

(d) Canopies — $1.00 for each permit for one 
day and $20.00 for each permit for one year. 

(e) All other signs and structures for which a 
permit may be required under the provisions of 
said section 8 of chapter 85 of the General Laws, 
$2.00 per annum. 


provided, however, that the maximum aggregate fee for 
all permits granted for signs and other structures for 
which a permit may be required under the provisions of 
said section 8 of chapter 85 of the General Laws shall be 
$100.00 per annum for any one person at any one 
location. 

‘11. The fee for a license for the use of public siredts 
for the storage and sale of merchandise provided for 
under chapter 584 of the Acts of 1907 shall be not less 
than $5.00 nor more than $300.00 for each license issued. 

12. The fee for the license for the keeping, storage, 
manufacture or sale of crude petroleum or any of its 
products or explosive or inflammable fluids or compounds 
provided for under section 13 of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws, as amended, shall be as follows: 


For structures with a storage capacity of 1 to 
500 gallons, $10.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 501 to 
2,500 gallons, $15.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 2,501 to 
5,000 gallons, $20.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 5,001 
to 10,000 gallons, $40.00. 
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For structures with a storage capacity of 10,001 
to 50,000 gallons, $80.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 50,001 
to 100,000 gallons, $150.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 100,001 
to 1,000,000 gallons, $250.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 1,000,001 
to 5,000,000 gallons, $500.00. 

And over five million gallons, $1,000.00.

13. The fee for sealing the following weighing or 
measuring devices provided for in section 56 of chapter 
98 of the General Laws, as amended, shall be as follows :— 


Each scale with a weighing capacity of 100 to 
10,000 pounds, as set forth in item (a) and (b3) of 
said section, $2.00; 

Each scale with a weighing capacity of more than 
10,000 pounds, as set forth in item (6) of said 
section, $3.00; 

All other scales, balances and measures on 
pumps, as set forth in item (e) of said section, 
25 cents each; 

All weights and other measures, as set forth in 
item (j) of said section, 5 cents each. 


SECTION 2. Section 19 of chapter 39 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby amended in the third 
paragraph thereof establishing the fee for licenses to 
hawk and peddle fruits and vegetables, by striking out 
the words “‘five dollars per annum” at the end thereof 
and inserting in place thereof the words ‘“‘ten dollars 
per annum for sales within the market limits and five 
dollars per annum for sales elsewhere.”’

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whole, whether such fees or charges have been instituted 
or established by action of the city council or heads of 
departments or boards, be and hereby are confirmed 
and established.

CHAPTER 4. 


PROHIBITING PLACING SNOW IN STREETS. 


Section forty-four of chapter 39 of the Revised

sidewalk, unless the same is made even at the time of 
placing — and substitute therefor the following words — 
“remove any ice or snow from privately owned property 
and place it in the street in that territory bounded 
by the Roxbury Canal, South Bay, Fort Point Channel, 
Boston Harbor; Charles River to Massachusetts 
Avenue by and including Massachusetts Avenue to 
the Roxbury Canal.”

CHAPTER 1. 





CONCERNING THE City PLANNING BOARD. 


SECTION 1. Chapter twelve of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out section 
one and inserting in place thereof the following: Sec- 
tion 1.— The city planning department shall be under 
the charge of a board of nine members who shall serve 
without pay, at least one of whom shall be a woman. 
The membership of the board shall, at all times, include 
at least one engineer, one architect and one landscape 
architect or city planner. The board as first established 
shall consist of one member appointed for the term of 
one year, two members appointed for the term of two 
years, two members appointed for the term of three 
years, two members appointed for the term of four 
years and two members appointed for the term of 
five years respectively. ‘The present members of the 
board shall continue to serve until the expiration of their 
respective terms. All subsequent appointments shall be 
for the term of five years. The several heads of depart- 
ments of the city of Boston shall, on request of the 
board supply it with all information in their possession 
useful for its duties. 

SecT. 2. Section one of chapter two of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out 
in the fifth line of the second last paragraph from the 
end of said section relating to appointments of officers 
for the term of five years, the words — ‘‘One member 
of the city planning board’”’ — and inserting in place 
thereof the words — ‘‘One member of the city planning 
board in the years in which the term of one member 
expires and two members of the city planning board in 
the years in which the terms of two members expire.” 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect on May 1, 
1940.

CONCERNING MEMBERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Chapter 15 of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is here- 
by amended by striking out section four and inserting 
in place thereof the following new section: 

In case of a conflagration or extreme 
emergency involving a fire hazard, the officer or board 
having charge of the fire fighting force shall have full 
authority to summon and keep on duty any or all of 
the members of the fire fighting force while such con- 
flagration or emergency continues.”’

Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is 
hereby amended in section 20 by striking out in the 
10th, 11th, and 12th lines of said section the words 
‘“‘and from a line parallel to and one hundred and 
thirty-five feet south of the southerly line of Washington 
Street to the Newton Line’’ and inserting in place 
thereof the words, ‘‘and from a line parallel to and 
one hundred and thirty-five feet south of the southerly 
line of Mount Hood Road as extended across Common- 
wealth Avenue to the Newton Line.”

CHAPTER 2. 





PROHIBITING UNNECESSARY NOISE. 


SECTION 1. Sections 91 and 92 of Chapter 39 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1925, as amended, and Chapter 4 
of the Ordinances of 1931 are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. Chapter 39 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1925, as amended, is hereby amended by inserting 
therein the following section: 

SECTION 91. (a) Subject to the provisions of this 
section, the creation of any unreasonably loud, disturb- 
ing and unnecessary noise in the city is prohibited. 
Noise of such character, intensity and duration as to 
be detrimental to the life or health of any individual is 
prohibited. 

(b) The following acts are declared to be loud, dis- 
turbing and unnecessary noises in violation of this 
section, but said enumeration shall not be deemed to be 
exclusive, namely: 

1. The sounding of any horn or signal device on any 
automobile, motorcycle, bus, street car or other vehicle 
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while not in motion, except as a danger signal; the 
sounding of any horn or signal device on any such 
vehicle while in motion, except as a danger signal after 
or as brakes are being applied and deceleration of the 
vehicle is intended; and the sounding of any such horn 
or signal device for an unnecessary and unreasonable 
period of time; provided that any such noise shall be 
plainly audible at a distance of one hundred feet. 

2. The playing of any radio, phonograph, or any 
musical instrument or other instrument intended or 
utilized so as to reproduce sound, in such a manner or 
with such volume as to annoy or disturb the quiet, 
comfort or repose of persons in any dwelling, hotel or 
other type of residence; provided that any such noise 
shall be plainly audible at a distance of fifty feet and 
provided that nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to prohibit playing by a band or orchestra in a 
hall, building, or in the open air. 

3. Lhe keeping of any animal or bird which by 
biting or by causing frequent or long continued noise 
shall disturb the quiet, comfort or repose of any person 
in the vicinity. 

4. The use of any automobile, motorcycle, street 
car or other vehicle so out of repair or so loaded or in 
such manner as to create loud and unnecessary grating, 
grinding, rattling or other noise; provided that any 
such noise shall be plainly audible at a distance of one 
hundred feet. 

5. The blowing of any steam whistle attached to 
any stationary boiler, except to give notice of the time 
to begin or to stop work or as an alarm or danger signal. 

6. The discharge into the open air of the exhaust 
of any steam engine, stationary internal combustion 
engine, motor vehicle, motor boat or outboard motor 
engine, except through a muffler or other device which 
will effectively prevent loud or explosive noises 
therefrom. 

7. The erection, demolition, alteration, or repair of 
any building, and excavation in regard thereto, except 
between the hours of seven a. m. and six p. m. on 
weekdays or except, in the interest of public safety 
or welfare, upon the issuance of and pursuant to a permit 
from the building commissioner, which permit may be 
renewed for one or more periods of not exceeding one 
week each. 

8. The creation of any excessive noise on any street 
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adjacent to any school, institution of learning, or court 
while the same is in session, or adjacent to any hospital 
or church, which unreasonably interferes with the con- 
duct of the foregoing; provided that any such noise 
shall be plainly audible at a distance of twenty-five 
feet and provided that a conspicuous warning sign, 
using appropriate words, has been displayed in such 
street indicating that the same is a school, hospital, 
church or court street. 

9. The creation of a loud and. excessive noise in 
connection with loading or unloading any vehicle or 
the opening and destruction of bales, boxes, crates and 


containers.

CHAPTER 3. 





CONCERNING BUILDERS’ LICENSES. 


Section seven of chapter ten of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended by adding thereto the 
following words: 

‘fOr any person serving more than ten years as a 
building inspector for the city of Boston may on his 
retirement and on recommendation of the building com- 
missioner be granted by said board a license covering 
all classes. Said license to be in effect during good 
behavior and without payment of any fees.”

CHAPTER 4. 





CONCERNING Tax TITLE PROPERTY. 


Chapter twenty-five of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 
is hereby amended by striking out section seven, as in- 
serted by section three of chapter three of the Ordinances 
of 1935 and as amended by chapter two of the Ordinances 
of 1937, and by inserting in place thereof the following 
new section seven: | 

Section 7. The foreclosed real estate division is 
hereby established as a division of the public buildings 
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department. The division shall be in charge of the person 
appointed as custodian of foreclosed real estate under 
the authority of, and who shall exercise the powers 
and perform the duties provided by, chapter three hun- 
dred: and fifty-eight of the Acts of 1988 as amended. 
The custodian may expend, in the performance of his 
duties, such sums as may be specified in the annual 
budget and the expenses so incurred shall be paid from 
the income of the division, exclusive of the proceeds 
from the sale of foreclosed property, or, if the income 
is insufficient, from such appropriations as may be made 
by the mayor and city council. In the discharge of his 
duties the custodian may obtain the assistance of em- 
ployees of the public buildings department to the extent 
that may be approved by the superintendent. Any real 
estate acquired by the city through the foreclosure of 
tax titles which may be deemed valuable for any public 
purpose may be transferred, by order of the city council 
approved by the mayor, from the care, custody, manage- 
ment and control of the custodian to the care, custody, 
management and control of any city department.

CHAPTER 5. 





CONCERNING CIVILIAN DEFENSE. 


SECTION 1. There is hereby established the City of 
Boston Committee on Public Safety, which shall have 
charge of civilian defense of lives and property in Boston. 
The committee shall be composed of the mayor, as 
chairman, and of such department heads and other 
persons, not exceeding twenty in number, as the mayor 
may appoint from time to time. From the members so 
appointed the mayor shall designate an executive 
director, who shall receive such compensation as the 
mayor may determine. Each member of the com- 
mittee shall serve at the pleasure of the mayor or until 
the repeal of this ordinance. The committee may 
appoint and compensate an executive secretary and 
other technical and staff personnel necessary to the per- 
formance of its functions. 

SECTION 2. In the discharge of its functions, the 
committee shall cooperate with federal, state, and 
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municipal authorities. To the extent permitted by 
law, the committee shall act for the City of Boston in 
carrying out the provisions of chapter 719 of the Acts of 
1941, including, without implied limitation, the conduct 
of blackouts, air raid warnings, and other defense activi- 
ties and the appointment, training, and equipping of 
volunteer, unpaid public protection units. 

SEecTION 3. The committee may expend for the 
purposes herein stated such funds as may be appro- 
priated or as may be otherwise made available. 

Section 4. The police commissioner may furnish, 
on such occasions and to such extent as he may deem 
advisable, the assistance of the police department to 
another city or town in the suppression of riots or other 
forms of violence therein, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 5 (b) of chapter 719 of the Acts of 
1941. 

SecTION 5. This ordinance shall remain in force 
during the effective period of chapter 719 of the Acts 
of 1941, or any act in substitution therefor or continua- 
tion thereof.

CHAPTER 6. 


CONCERNING COLLECTION OF WATER INCOME. 


SEcTION 1. Chapter thirteen of the Revised Or- 
dinances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out 
section four and inserting in place thereof the follow- 
ing:— Section 4. The collector shall, whenever a water 
rate is paid, immediately notify the commissioner of 
public works of such payment. 

SECTION 2. Chapter twenty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out 
section twenty-two and inserting in place thereof the 
following :— Section 22. The commissioner shall have 
the care and control of all property acquired or held by — 
the city for the purposes of its water supply; shall 
maintain the same in good order and condition; shall 
use and operate the same and furnish all supplies 
required therefor; shall purchase, lay, maintain and 
test all meters, pipes and other fixtures and appliances 
necessary for supplying water to the inhabitants of 
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the city, including the placing of drinking fountains 
and supplying the same with cold water; shall take all 
measures necessary to protect and preserve the purity 
of the water; shall exercise a constant supervision over 
the use of water; shall have control of the water supply 
and may in a public emergency shut the water off and 
let it on at such times as he deems necessary; shall, 
with the approval of the mayor, from time to time 
determine and establish the rates for the use of water; 
shall, whenever a water rate has remained unpaid for 
thirty days after its due date, send notice to the owner 
or tenant of the premises to which the water is supplied, 
that if the water rate continues to remain unpaid the 
water will be shut off and a lien for the amount due 
established as required by law; shall file the statements 
necessary to create liens for unpaid accounts; shall, 
if a water rate is not paid within ten days after sending 
the notice herein provided for, shut off the water from 
the particular service unless such action is inconsistent 
with law or unless, in the opinion of a physician des- 
ignated by the commissioner, the shutting off of such 
water would endanger the life of any person; shall not 
let on again water shut off for nonpayment of a water 
rate until a service charge of two dollars, in addition 
to the amount of the unpaid account, is paid except 
where the law requires the letting on again of the water 
without the payment of the unpaid account. How- 
ever, the commissioner may, in his discretion, waive 
the payment of such two dollar service charge where the 
unpaid account is less than twenty dollars. The provi- 
sions relative to the shutting off and letting on of water 
shall apply when two or more persons take water from 
the same service pipe although one or more may have 
paid the amount due from him or them. No charge 
shall be made for sending the notice herein provided for. 

SECTION 3. Chapter twenty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby further amended by 
striking out section twenty-three, as most recently 
amended by section one of chapter six of the Ordinances 
of 1930, and inserting in place thereof the following :— 
Section 23. The commissioner shall, consistently with 
the ordinances, make contracts for the sale of water, 
and send out bills therefor, which shall be payable to 
the city collector; shall provide that bills for specific 
supplies of water shall be due and payable in advance 
and actually paid before the water is let on, that bills 
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for water furnished and measured by meter shall not 
be less than eight dollars during any consecutive twelve 
months’ period and shall be due and payable on the 
due date specified on each bill rendered, and that the 
due dates thus specified shall be so established as to 
require payments at least as often as semi-annually. 
All contracts shall stipulate that an omission to send or a 
failure to receive a water bill under this section or a 
notice under the preceding section shall not affect the 
validity either of the water rate or of the proceedings 
for its enforcement or collection. 

SEcTION 4. Chapter twenty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby further amended by strik- 
ing out section twenty-four, as most recently amended 
by section two of chapter six of the Ordinances of 1930, 
and inserting in place thereof the following :— Section 24. 
The commissioner may designate one of his subordinates 
to be the head of the water division, who shall, if the 
commissioner so directs, make abatements of charges for 
water where improperly assessed and exercise the powers 
of the commissioner relative to the shutting off of 
water for nonpayment of a water rate and the waiver 
of the service charge for the shutting off and letting on 
of water; who shall also receive all money paid for serv- 
ice charges for the shutting off and letting on of water 
and all money paid or deposited on account of main, 
service, fire, elevator, motor and other pipes and the 
laying thereof and for repair work; shall give a receipt 
in behalf of the city therefor; shall pay, from the money 
so received, the amount found by him to be due the 
person paying any such money, as excess over the 
amount due the city; and shall, on or before the fifth 
day of every month, pay over the money in his posses- 
sion due the city, and account for all money so received 
by him since the last accounting, as provided in section 
eighteen of chapter three of these ordinances. 

SEcTION 5. This ordinance shall take effect begin- 
ning with the first day of January, 1942.

CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING THE DISPLAY AND DISTRIRUTION OF 
ADVERTISING MATTER IN THE CiTy STREETS. 


SecTION 1. Section thirty-seven of chapter thirty- 
nine of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is hereby repealed 
and in lieu thereof the following section thirty-seven is 
substituted: 

SECTION 37. Except in accordance with a permit 
from the commissioner of public works no person shall, 
for the purpose of advertising goods, wares or mer- 
chandise for sale, while on foot in any street, carry and 
display any show card, placard or sign, nor shall any 
person distribute to persons in any street for the pur- 
pose of advertising goods, wares or merchandise for 
sale, handbills, cards, circulars or papers other than 
newspapers, nor shall any person having the control of 
any vehicle used principally for advertising permit such 
vehicle to operate in any street north and east of Massa- 
chusetts avenue. The commissioner of public works 
shall establish, with respect to such advertising matter, 
such uniform rules governing the size of show cards, 
placards, and signs as shall be reasonably necessary to 
prevent interference with public travel and for the other 
convenience and safety of the public and such rules 
governing the size of handbills, cards, circulars and 
papers other than newspapers which may be distributed 
in the street as shall be reasonably necessary to prevent 
littering or other hazard to public safety. Each permit 
issued hereunder shall contain a copy of the rules 
relating thereto and shall be limited by its terms to 
the authorization of conduct permitted thereby and 
otherwise legal. 

No permit shall be required nor shall this ordinance 
operate to affect, interfere with or in any way abridge 
the right of persons on the streets to carry or display 
non-commercial show cards, placards or signs or to dis- 
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tribute non-commercial handbills, cards, circulars or 
papers other than newspapers. 

SECTION 2. Section forty-one of chapter thirty-nine 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is hereby amended 
by striking therefrom the following: 

‘* ; or distribute to persons on a street, hand- 
bills, cards, circulars or papers of any kind except 


newspapers. ”’

CONCERNING SALARIES OF OFFICERS CONNECTED WITH 
THE Ciry COUNCIL. 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended in the clause establish- 
ing the salaries of the officers connected with the city 
council by striking out said clause and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 

The officers connected with the city council: the 
clerk of committees fifty-five hundred dollars; the 
assistant clerk of committees thirty-seven hundred 
and fifty dollars; the city messenger fifty-five hun- 
dred dollars; the assistant city messenger thirty-two 
hundred and fifty dollars; the second assistant city 
messenger twenty-four hundred dollars; the document 
man twenty-nine hundred dollars; two stenographer- 
clerks, each twenty-four hundred dollars; one stenog- 
rapher-clerk nineteen hundred and fifty dollars.

CONCERNING THE PRESENCE AFTER NINE O’CLOCK 
P. M. or CHILDREN UNDER SIXTEEN YEARS OF 
AGE ON THE STREETS IN PROHIBITED DISTRICTS. 


SecTIon 1. During any period while this ordinance 
is operative as herein provided, no child under the 
age of sixteen years, unless accompanied by his or 
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her parent, grandparent, legal guardian or any adult 
member of such child’s household, shall between the 
hours of nine o’clock p. m. and five o’clock a. m. be 
in or on any street, walk, or other public place within 
the boundaries of any area designated as herein provided. 

Whenever the city council shall determine that 
there is reasonable likelihood that the health or safety 
of children under such age may be endangered by 
their presence in any area of the city between such 
hours, it shall file with the city clerk a written state- 
ment of such determination, approved' by the mayor, 
specifying the boundaries of such area or areas, and 
after the publication of a copy of such statement in 
three or more newspapers of general circulation in the 
city this ordinance shall become operative as to such 
area or areas at such time, not earlier than twenty- 
four hours after such publication, as the statement 
may specify. Subject to section two, this ordinance 
shall remain operative as to any designated area for 
the period specified in such statement, or until declared 
inoperative as to such area by the city council in a 
written statement, approved by the mayor, filed with 
the city clerk and published as aforesaid. 

SECTION 2. This ordinance shall be in effect during 
the continuance of the existing state of war between 
the United States and any foreign country and for 
six months thereafter, or until its earlier repeal.

CONCERNING SALARIES OF OFFICERS CONNECTED 
WITH THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1925, as amended by chapter two of the Ordinances 
of 1942, is hereby further amended in the clause estab- 
lishing the salaries of the officers connected with the 
city council by striking out after assistant clerk of 
committees the words ‘‘thirty-seven hundred and fifty 
dollars”’ and inserting in place thereof ‘‘four thousand 
dollars’; by striking out after assistant city messenger 
the words ‘‘thirty-two hundred and fifty dollars” and 
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inserting in place thereof ‘‘thirty-four hundred dollars’ ; 
and by striking out after one stenographer-clerk the 
words ‘‘nineteen hundred and fifty dollars”? and insert- 
ing in place thereof “‘twenty-one hundred dollars.”

CONCERNING OFFICE Hours oF DEPARTMENTS. 


SECTION 1. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out section ten 
and inserting in place thereof the following: 

SEecTION 10. Except as otherwise required by general 
or special law, every officer in charge of a department 
shall have an office open for the transaction of public 
business on every day except Sundays and legal holidays, 
during such hours as the mayor, with the advice of 
such officer, shall from time to time prescribe; provided 
that every such office shall be open for the transaction 
of public business for not less than eight hours on each 
week day except Saturday and for not less than three 
hours in the forenoon on Saturdays; provided further 
that the health commissioner shall have an office open 
for the issuing of permits for burial and permits for the 
removal of dead bodies, from ten o’clock in the forenoon 
until twelve o’clock noon on every day in the year; 
provided further that neither the city treasurer nor 
the city collector shall be required to keep an office 
open to disburse or receive money after two o’clock p. m. 

SeEcTION 2. This ordinance shall take effect beginning 
with the first day of October, 1942.

CHAPTER 6. 





CONCERNING Hours or Duty oF FIREMEN. 


SECTION 1. Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out sec- 
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tion two thereof, and section three thereof as amended 
by chapter two of the Ordinances of 1926, and inserting 
in place thereof the following new section: 

“Section 2. The hours of duty of officers and 
members of the fire department shall not exceed a 
total of seventy hours for any consective seven days, 
except as otherwise provided in section three of this 
ordinance. ‘The commissioner shall arrange the officers 
and members of the fire department into such bodies or 
platoons as will enable the work of the department to be 
carried on most efficiently consistently with the provi- 
sions concerning hours of duty provided in this 
ordinance.”’ 

SrecTIonN 2. Said chapter fifteen is hereby further 
amended by changing consecutively the numbering of 
sections four to eleven inclusive so that the said sections 
will be respectively sections three to ten inclusive. 

SEcTION 3. This ordinance shall take effect six 
months after the end of the participation of the United 
States in the existing wars.

CONCERNING HMERGENCY COMPENSATION 
ALLOTMENTS. 


During the continuance of the existing state of war 
between the United States and any foreign country and 
for a period of six months after its termination an emer- 
gency compensation allotment may be allowed and paid 
to any official or employee of the city of Boston or of 
the county of Suffolk notwithstanding any provisions of 
the ordinances of the city of Boston or of the county 
compensation and classification plan which determine 
or limit the salary of such an official or employee.

CONCERNING DEPUTY SEALERS OF WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES.

In Boarp oF StrrREEr ComMIsSIONERS, October 11, 1943. 


Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore 
granted to the Boston Elevated Railway Company for 
locations for tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, 
said company shall have the right to construct, maintain 
and use an alteration of and an addition to its existing 
locations as follows: 

Relocation of existing westerly track on Farragut 
road, north of East Second street, South Boston, 
including relocation of a portion of the curve leading 
from Farragut road into East Second street, together 
with location for a single track connection to private 
property on the westerly side of Farragut road, said 
tracks being substantially as shown by red lines on a 
plan made by 8. D. Bryden, dated September 13, 1943, 
and deposited in the office of the Commissioner of 
Public Works; together with all necessary curves, 
crossovers, switches and connections. 

And the consent of the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners is granted to said company to establish and 
maintain the overhead single trolley electric system of 
motive power in the operation of its cars on said location 
and to erect, maintain and use iron poles, not less than 
twenty feet in height, at places indicated by red dots 
or circles on the aforesaid plan, or at such other places, 
to be shown by blue dots or circles on said plan, as may 
be approved by the Commissioner of Public Works, and 
to place on said poles such wires and other appliances as 
the Fire Commissioner shall approve. 
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The right to lay down the tracks located by this order 
is upon condition that the whole work of laying the 
same, the form of rail to be used, and the kind and 
quality of material used in paving said tracks, and the 
kind and locations of poles, shall be under the direction 
and to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, and shall be approved by him. Also upon 
condition that said railway company shall accept this 
order, and shall file such acceptance with the Board of 
Street Commissioners in accordance with the provisions 
of statute law; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work authorized to be done under the 
provisions of this order shall be completed within one 
year from the date of the passage of this order.
